A“COCK and bull story” was First 
Gentleman Jose Miguel "Mike" 
Arroyo's reaction to accusations 
that he had influenced Ombuds- 
man Simeon Marcelo into reviv- 
ing graft charges against former 
Armed Forces Chief of Staff Lisan- 
dro Abadia. 

Arroyo, who returned from the 
United States yesterday, threat- 
ened to sue Abadia and this re- 
porter for the article that came 
ош in the Dec. 2, 2004, issue of 
the INQUIRER. 

You know that that 
story is a cock and bull story and 
you still wrote about it” he said. 

“I cannot influence the Om- 
budsman.

That guy (Abadia) is crazy,” Ar- 
royo said. 

He said Abadia should “stop 
blaming others who know noth- 
ing of the personal affairs of mili 
tary officers” and to face the 
charges against him like a true 
gentleman. 

Marcelo earlier this week or- 
dered graft charges filed against 
Abadia for allegedly amassing 
Р11 million in unexplained 
wealth during his term as AFP 
chief of staff from 1991 to 1993. 

Abadia alleged in the INQUIRER 
report that Arroyo and Interior 


was very close to Marcelo, having 
been a partner in the Carpio Vil- 
агага Cruz law offices, the First 
Couple's lawyers. 

“They are putting me on the 
hot seat to cover up the Garcia is- 
sue,” said Abadia. 

Reyes and Marcelo, through 
Ombudsman spokesperson 
Ernesto Nocos, both denied Aba- 
dia's allegation.

It cannot be dic- 
tated [upon] by any person to file 
a case against anyone,” he said,

Test for coliform 
in Leyte Gulf 
‘inconclusive’

TOURISM Secretary Joseph Ace Durano yes- 
terday allayed fears that the waters of the Lin- 
gayen Gulf were contaminated with the col- 
iform bacteria, saying the results of recent 
tests were inconclusive. 

"Durano said that findings purportedly 
showing that the gulf was contaminated with 
the coliform bacteria, which causes water- 
borne and digestive ailments, were inconclu- 
sive since only one sampling was conducted. 

Durano quoted Department of Health re- 
gional director Eduardo Janairo as saying 
that only one sampling for coliform in 21 sites 
in'La Union and Bolinao, Pangasinan, was 
done. 

Janairo, he said, stressed that the local me- 
dia picked up on the results of the tests with- 
‘out elaborating on the procedure and the 
methodology used.

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BOGOTA, Colombia—The former 
boss of the Cali drug cartel, who once 
controlled most of the world's co- 
caine trade, was sent to the United 
States on Friday to face trafficking 
and money laundering charges. 

Gilberto Rodriguez Orejuela, 65, 
was one of the last of Colombia’s 
legendary outlaws to run the co- 
caine business from jungle laborato- 
ries to foreign distribution. He is the 
highest-profile criminal ever extra- 
dited from this Andean country to 
the United States, 

‘Authorities said Rodriguez Ore- 
juela, known in the 1980s and early 
19905 as the “Chess Player” for his 
ability to outwit police, continued to 
run his empire from jail after his 1995 
arrest and after a ban on extradition 
was lifted two years later, 

But on Friday evening he was es- 
corted, handcuffed and wearing a 
buller-proof jacket, by heavily armed 
police to a Bogota police airport and 
handed to US Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration officers. 

He was put on a Miami-bound 
plane about two weeks after US 
President George W. Bush visited 
Colombia to solidify his alliance 
with President Alvaro Uribe against 
"nárcoterrorists." 

Rodriguez Orejuela faces drug traf- 

ficking and money laundering 
charges in Miami, where he was in- 
dicted as part of Op- 
eration Cornerstone, 
a federal investiga- 
tion that began in 
1991 and resulted in 
the seizure of nearly 
50,000 kilos of co- 
caine and $15 mil- 
lion in US currency.

but in itself it is not enough. This is in part because the 
over-simplifications that drive political rhetoric are al- 
ready hard at work. A mere two days after typhoon "Yoy- 
ong" exited, it has become conventional wisdom to blame 
both the practice of illegal logging and the New People's 
Army for the floods and the landslides. 

The truth is much more complicated than that. Both il- 
legal loggers and the NPA (the government says the com- 
munist rebels are illegal loggers themselves) bear part of 
theblame. But commercial or legal logging is not without. 
fault, either. And some local politicians and businessmen 


helped create the conditions on the ground that aggravat- 


ed the disasters. 


If the over-simplifications drive post-disaster policy, 
then the government cannot hope to stop similar trage- 
dies in the future. 

There is a pressing need, then, to find out exactly what 
happened. This pursuit of the truth will take time; judging 
from sorry experience, a whole lot of time, because every 
other senator and congressman and executive official 


would wantto have his say, preferably before the cameras. 


But we cannot afford to be distracted from the tasks at 
hand; that is why the entire country needs to focus on the 
immediate and the near term, and that is where the Presi- 
dents laundry list comes in. 

The most immediate items on that to-do list concern. 
rescue and relief operations: 

1. The spell of good weather between the last typhoon 
and the next “low-pressure” disturbance should not dis-

But such centers are at risk also 
from the outbreak of diseases. It is imperative that, forthe 
sake of the living, the dead must be immediately buried. 
‘And that hygiene standards must be, however heroically,

THE FIGHT against official corruption has 
once again taken center stage, mainly with the 
high-profile case involving a two-star general 
of the Armed Forces of the Philippines. Not 
since plunder charges were filed against for- 
mer President Joseph Estrada has the nation 
seen a flurry of activities in pursuit of a “big 
fish” in government. 

А recent working papér of the Intemational 
Monetary Fund came to the conclusion that there 
exists a Vital connection between corruption and 
poverty with the evidence indicating that corrup- 
tion increases poverty in any society. So ina sense, 
the war against corruption is an integral part of the 
struggle to eradicate poverty in our country. 

In the forefront of this battle is a 16-year-old 
office which was initially created by the 1973 
Constitution and was known as the Tanodbayan. 
‘The office was tasked to investigate complaints 
against public officials. The 1987 Constitution 
beefed up the office by adding an overall deputy 
and one deputy each for Luzon, Visayas, Min- 
danao and the Armed Forces. It also created the 
Office of the Special Prosecutor. However, it was 
not ший May 12, 1988 that the Office of the Om- 
budsman (OMB) came into being with the ap- 
pointment of former Justice Conrado M. Vasquez 
as the first Ombudsman serving a term of seven 
years. He was followed by Aniano Desierto, who. 
was succeeded in 2002 by the current Ombuds- 
man, Simeon Marcelo. 

Just for historical background and арргесіа- 
tion: Unlike the Tanodbayan and the Sandigan- 
bayan, the term Ombudsman is of Scandinavi 
origin. It derives from two Swedish words: 
bud" meaning commissar or agent, and "man" 
which has the same meaning in the English lan- 
guage. In 1809, the office of the justitieombuds- 
man was created to act as an agent of justice, to 
see after the interests of citizens in the affairs of 
government. In Scandinavian countries, the Om- 
'budsman is a government official who investi- 
gates citizens’ complaints against the govern- 
mentor its functionaries. The term has since been 
expanded in use to include people who perform 
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similar functions in business corporations and 
even newspapers. 

In a recent forum last October, Ombudsman 
Marcelo pointed out the glaring inadequacies of 
his office by comparing it with Hong Kong's Inde- 
pendent Commission Against Corruption (ICAC), 
one of the most successful anti-corruption agen- 
cies in the world. 

1. In terms of personnel—the ICAC has 1,326 
personnel for a bureaucracy of some 174,175 of- 
ficials and employees and a population of 6.8 mil- 
lion. The OMB has 1,441 personnel for a bureau- 
cracy of approximately 1.5 million officials and 
employees and a population of roughly 84 mil- 


ion. 

2. In budgetary figures—The ICAC has the 
equivalent of P4.94 billion while the OMB has 
P480 million. 

3. In number of field investigators (the person- 
nel responsible for securing evidence against cor- 
rupt government officals)--the ICAC has 837 
field investigators for a bureaucracy of 174,175 or 
ratio of 1:208 while the OMB has 87 field investi- 
gators for a bureaucracy of approximately 1.5 mil- 
lion officials and employees or a ratio of 1:17,241. 

4. In terms of compensation—perhaps, we 
should not even try to make comparisons since 
ICAC personne! are among the highest paid in 
Hong Kong. 

In simple terms, what you pay for is what you 
get, and unless we start putting our money where 
our mouths are, the “big fishes" in our society will 
continue to have the last say as well as the last 
laugh.

Which brings me to опе of the more promising 
projects initiated by Marcelo. He points out that 
despite its 16 years of existence, the OMB has 
failed to indict and successfully prosecute the 
proverbial “big fish.” The main reason is that the 
‘OMB has less than 60 prosecutors handling more 
than 2,000 cases. Marcelo has identified about 50 
of the most prominent and high-impact cases at 
the Sandiganbayan involving high-ranking gov- 
ernment officials who are represented by the best 
lawyers money can buy. Under “Operation Big 
Fish" the OMB and the Philippine Bar Association 
entered into a Memorandum of Agreement with 
respect to the prosecution of some of these “big 
fish” cases. With the help of volunteer lawyers 
from the private sector, ће OMB hopes to be able. 
to aggressively prosecute the most powerful and 
influential officials involved in these 50 most si 
nificant graft cases. Among the cases are those i 
volving: (1) President Diosdado Macapagal 
Boulevard; (2) RSBS Pension Fund; (3) PEA- 
Amari scam; (4) Tax credit scam; (5) DPWH vehi- 
cle repair scam; and (6) the POGG cases. 

In a recent letter to the editor, a Comelec of- 
ficial, Milagros Desamito, says that I should 
have quoted the dissent of Chief Justice Hi- 
lario Davide Jr. on the case involving Comelec 
and the Mega Pacific consortium. Even if I 
published the dissent of the Chief Justice in 
full, it would not have changed the fact that by 
а vote of 9-5, the Supreme Court decided to 
void Comelec Resolution 6074 awarding a 
contract for the supply of automated counting 
machines to Mega Pacific consortium. In its 
decision, the high court declared that “Com- 
elec awarded this billion-peso undertaking 
with inexplicable haste, without adequately 
checking and observing mandatory financial, 
technical and legal requirements...the illegal, 
imprudent and hasty actions of the Commi 
sion have not only desecrated legal and 
risprudential norms but have also cast serious 
doubts upon the poll body's ability and capaci- 
tyto conduct automated elections.” 


Yet too few (deaths) 


A FEW days ago, 600 people died in Aurora and 
in Nueva Ecija. Last year, about 300 died in 
Southern Leyte. in 1991, 5,000 people died in Or- 
moc, 

‘Too few deaths to make a dent. At least 20 mil- 
lion Filipinos must first die from floods and mud- 
slides. Include in thé 20 million all the members of 
Congress, ай the Cabinet secretaries, е President, 
Vice President, members of the judiciary, and the 
govemors and mayors of all local governments. 
‘And include all their children, and all the priests 
and bishops of the Catholic Church. And for good 
measure, include me and my family Then—and on- 
ly then—will people begin to wake up! 

Yes, “sometimes words have to be a litle wild, 
for they are the assault of thoughts upon the un- 
thinking"! 

One man is kidnapped in Iraq, and the whole 
country stops. Everything is done to rescue him, 
even at the cost of embarrassing ourselves as 
‘wimps in the international community. 

Year after year, rain after rain, hundreds and 
thousands die of floods and mudslides. We 
scream and howl, for one or two days. The Presi- 
dent issues yet again a long overdue statement 
about illegal logging. Some idiotic members of 
Congress call for an investigation and hog the 
limelight for a few days. After which the issue is 
buried deep in the mudslides, conveniently for- 
gotten. 

See what happened in Ormoc? Have the 
‘mountains been reforested? No, instead, millions 
and millions of pesos were spent to build dikes 
along the rivers, as if that were the solution. 

Who is to blame? Illegal loggers? Legal log- 
gers? Kaingineros? Forest land conversion? Politi- 
Cians-protectors? Inept members of Congress? 
‘The President (who, incidentally, seems to be 
more concerned about selling off the country to 
foreign mining companies and “investors” in the 
pursuit of wrong-headed economic progress)? 
Тһе members of the judiciary? The Church, 
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which encourages people to procreate as if priests 
were such authorities on procreation (or are 
they)? Local government officials? Or is it us, or- 
dinary citizens who just turn our heads away and 
say "that is the problem of government"? 

Look at the mirror, and the answer is “All of the 
above 

“In the Laws of Nature, there is no right or 
wrong, there are no rewards or punishments, 
there are only consequences." We cut down the 
trees and convert forest lands for non-forest uses. 
No one gives а damn. The laws of man are easy to 
escape. Violators can pay a bribe (often), or pay a 
fine (rarely), or go to jail (even more rarely). 

But then the Laws of Nature work by different 
rules. When we violate them, everyone pays, at 
опе time or another. And we think we've seen the 
worst? No, this is only the beginning. It will get 
much, much worse in the days, months and years 
to come—with stronger and more erratic ty- 
phoons, unusually heavy rains, more devastating 
floods and mudslides, erosion, siltation, ete. This 
is not a matter of prophecy, this is a matter of cer- 
tainty and basic common sense. 

Yes, when we violate the Laws of Nature, there 
are no rewards or punishments, there are only 
consequences. 

‘According to the topographic configuration of 
our land—in fact according to the Law—at least 
50 percent of the country’s land area must be de- 
voted to forest uses. This is to ensure sufficient 
water supply, climate control and other forest ser- 
vices, commonly known as the “balance of ecolo- 
gy” The other 50 percent may be devoted to agri- 
culture, residential and other non-forest uses. 


The following is a picture of what happened to 
our forest lands: Year 1900—70 percent old- 
growth forest; Year 2000—3 percent old-growth 
forest. 

Whose fault is this? Let us all take a huge mir- 
ror and look ourselves in the eye. 

Yes, we want to protect our forests. But for 
heaven's sake, do we even know where they are? 
Ifwe cannot even identify the forest lands, all the 
logging—lgal and illegal—and the land conver- 
sions will go on uncontrolled. In fact, even our 
national parks have been appropriated by private 
people who hold illegal tax declarations (e.g., Mt. 
Palay-Palay National Park of Cavite, Cebu Central 
Park, etc), 

Itis for this reason that the Constitution directs 
Congress to, as soon as possible, determine the fi- 
nal forest lines of the country with visible bound- 
ary markers on the ground. This was in 1987. To- 
day—17 years after the Constitution was 
passed—neither Congress nor the President has 
done anything significant about it. Very good. 
‘They should all drown in the mudslides. 

This, sirs and madams, should be the first step 
to conserving, protecting and rehabilitating 
(CPR) the forest. Yes, no less than an emergency 
Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation (CPR) proce- 
dure for our forest is needed. How many deaths 
must it take to get this into our thick skulls? With- 
ош that first step, we can shout ourselves until 
we're red, white and blue in the face, and things 
will remain the same. But by that single and sim- 
ple act of delineating the final forest lines—cov- 
ering about 15.8 million hectares of our land area 
‘of 30 million hectares—we will be on our way to 
heightened awareness of the significance of our 
forests. More importantly this simple act will be- 
gin to convert our rage over the recurring 
deaths--and our sensitized level of awareness— 
into positive action.

The instinct for honesty 


TVE sometimes wondered why “corruption” is the 
word used for acts of dishonesty committed by 
people in positions of trust. Corruption means de- 
basement, decay deterioration, weakening, 
‘These terms are usually applied to metal and, in 
particulas, to living matter. So, what is it that de- 
cays, deteriorates, or weakens in corrupt people? 

1s it morality? Virtue? But these are notions 
that change over time. I think that what corrup- 
tion signifies when applied to human behavior is 
the weakening of instincts—in this case, the in- 
stinet for honesty. On this simple instinct depends 
many of our social institutions. Instincts are 
sources of energy, and corruption is “energy in 
decline.” 

The phrase comes from Nietzsche, who wrote: 
“For there to be institutions, there must be a kind 
of will, instinct, imperative, which is anti-liberal 
to the point of malice: the will to tradition, to au- 
thority, to centuries of responsibility to come, the 
‘will to solidarity of generational chains stretching 
forwards and backwards in infinitum.” When a 
person violates the trust that is lodged in his so- 
cial role in a moment of opportunism, he weak- 
ens the institutional chain of which he is a vital 
link. 

It is in this sense that one might explain the 
harshness with which US Army authorities at the 
Infantry School in Fort Benning treated 2nd Lt. 
Rolly A. Joaquin after he was caught switching 
the discount tags for merchandise at the school's 
‘commissary. The misdeed involves the glorious 
sum of 50 cents. That was what Lieutenant 
Joaquin, the brightest of his Philippine Military 
‘Academy class, stood to gain, In the context of 
Fort Bennings jealously protected institutional 
pride, dishonesty is not defined by the amount of 
money that is stolen. It is defined by the act Ít- 
self—the breach of trust. Ambassador Ramon J: 
Farolan, himself a former military man, made a 
similar point in a previous column on this page. 

Tr is a point that is largely forgotten in today's 
‘world, where the gravity of an act is typically re- 
duced by referring to the material insignificance 
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of what is gained or taken. We know itis against 
the rules—it is not supposed to be done—but 
since the value is petty, it is therefore not really 
wrong. This mode of reasoning is only one step 
removed from other common techniques of neu- 
tralization, such as: “The value is small compared 
to what the government or the company earns,” 
“Tam entitled to it because I have paid for it,” “No 
опе gets hurt," “Everyone is doing it anyway,” or 
“Тһе rules are stupid." 

The other day, after | spoke at a teachers 
congress, somebody slipped me a note about high 
officials їп state universities and colleges who 
abuse their privileges by habitually filling up 
their private vehicles with gasoline paid forby the 
government. The practice, I'm afraid, is аз ram- 
pant as the unauthorized use of public vehicles 
for personal purposes. Petry as they may seem 
compared to large-scale graft, such practices con- 
stitute the model for more serious offenses in the 
bureaucracy. 

What is this model? Even if we know it is 
wrong, we do it anyway because itis easy, and be- 
cause it would be stupid not to do it. We don't 
even have to summon willfulness to do it. All that 
is needed is weakness, a lack of self-esteem and 
pride, Similarly, we do what is right not out of a 
sense of duty, or conviction, or instinct, but sim- 
ply out of fear or lack of opportunity to do other- 
wise. These are symptoms of a culture in decline. 

Natural calamities may often challenge our 
will to live, but if they don’t kill us, we might 
emerge from them stronger and more united. But 
corruption is something else. Its danger is insidi- 


ous. It weakens the whole community and its ef- 
fects are passed on across generations. In this 
sense, the fury of a thousand typhoons is nothing 
compared to the demoralization and cynicism 
that corruption in the military has brought upon 
the nation. 

Discipline and duty are the hallmarks of the 
armed forces. No other institution draws its pur- 
розе more from the nation than the military. Thus, 
when the rottenness in the armed forces is ex- 
posed, what does this signify for the nation? It can 
only mean we have hit the limit, beyond which we 
cannot go further without calling into question the 
nation’s very reason for being. At that point, we 
‘would do our people and the world a great favor if 
ош leaders openly admitted failure and allowed 
the United Nations to supervise our affairs. 

Although many of our people are leaving this 
country in desperation, I refuse to think we have 
already crossed the line in our seemingly irre- 
sistible drift toward decay. Yer the current situa- 
tion is urgent enough to warrant a close examina- 
tion of what the crisis of our institutions is telling 
us. 

То my mind, it is waming us of the exhaustion 
of the sense of responsibility for the future. This is 
manifest in the growing inability of our young peo- 
ple to identify with anything worthy beyond them- 
selves and their families. The Filipino nation as а 
collective undertaking seems зо remote from their 
everyday concerns. National pride has become 
passé. For many, there is hardly anything left in 
‘which to anchor a sense of personal honesty. 

in times like these, heroic figures with im- 
mense energy usually come forward to revive the 
flagging spirits of a people. The slightest most ac- 
cidental stimulus can often bring them out, says 
Nietzsche. I think we need not wait for a Filipino 
Napoleon to get us out of the doldrums. The pow- 
er of consistent example in daily life by those 
whose instinct for honesty remains strong should 
turn the tide,

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Review of Ninoy's 
murder: Not again! 


WHAT is it about the murder of Ninoy Aquino that the ques- 
tion of who killed him (or ordered his killing) keeps recur- 
ting every time his birth or death anniversary is commemo- 
rated? 

It seems a new element is introduced every year to raise 
doubts about the validity of the 1990 Supreme Court deci- 
sion convicting 15 soldiers of the defunct Aviation Security 
конина d grum REM 
death. This time, its 
the Public Attorney's 
Office, an agency un- 
der the Department 
of Justice, thats 
spearheading е 
move to overtum that judgment. 

Citing the testimony of an alleged eyewitness and new 
forensic evidence, the PAO recently asked the SC to re-open 
the case so it can show that Rolando Galman, not Sgt. Roge- 
lio Moreno (one of the convicted soldiers), shot Ninoy. If this 
theory is upheld, the soldiers will be set free and be entitled 
to compensation from the government for the wrongful con- 
viction. 

The basis for the PAO's action is "newly discovered evi- 
dence." It is evidence that was not available or could not 
have been secured during the trial but surfaced after judg- 
ment had been rendered and, if considered, may result in the 
acquittal or reduction of the sentence of the accused. 

Since re-opening an already concluded trial for this rea- 
son will result in setting aside the effects of the earlier pro- 
ceedings, our courts are very strict in the evaluation of re- 
quests of this nature. The newly discovered evidence must 
not only be “brand new,” it should be strong and convincing 
enough to justify hearing the case all over again. 

‘Availability 

The new witness the PAO wants to present is the driver of 
the Avsecom van parked near the place where Galman al- 
Jegedly gunned down Ninoy. From that angle, the witness 
was supposed to have seen Galman sneak behind Ninoy and 
shoot him in the head. 

‘The witness was a member of the Avsecom at the time of 
the incident, He was under military control and could have 
been ordered, under pain of disciplinary action, to testify on 
‘what he saw that fateful day. But why was he not presented 
by the soldiers’ lawyers when the case was, first, investigated 
by the Agrava Commission and later tried by the Sandigan- 
bayan? It would have been impossible for the lawyers to 
have overlooked the value of his testimony when they pre- 
pared the defense of their clients. 

Aside from helping his embattled colleagues, the witness’ 
statements would have buttressed the claim of then Presi 
dent Marcos that Ninoys slaying was part of a communist 
conspiracy against his administration with Galman as the 
hitman. Thus, the witness had no reason to fear for his life 
had he testified. He might have even been promoted for the 
effort 

Why is he coming out in the open only after 21 long years? 
During all that time, his fellow soldiers languished in jail for 
а crime that, if the witness’ testimony is to be believed, they 
are innocent of. 

He can argue though that he made himself scarce to avoid 
being implicated in the murder charges. Now that the period 
within which the crime can be prosecuted (20 years) has 
1арзей, he can talk about his experience without fear of be- 
ing accused asa co-conspirator like his Avsecom colleagues. 

Whether that line of argument will meet the criteria of 
newly discovered evidence is a big question mark. The rule 
remains that the mistakes of the lawyer are imputed to and 
suffered by his client. 
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Forensics 

‘According to the PAO, the new forensic evidence relates to 
the question on where Ninoy was shot (on the bridge stairs 
or the tarmac?) and how the bullet entered and exited Ni- 
noys head (downward ог forward?). The same issues were 
raised and discussed at length in the Sandiganbayan and lat- 
erin the Supreme Court. 

The forensic or medical investigation of Ninoys slaying 
was exhaustive. Local and international medico-legal ex- 
perts examined the crime scene, autopsy report, bullet 
fragments and other physical evidence to determine who 
shot who and how and where. Since their findings and 
conclusions were made public, their critics had the oppor- 
tunity to scrutinize them for possible errors. The consen- 
sus was, it was physically impossible for Galman to have 
shot Ninoy. 

Thus, after a careful evaluation of the evidence presented, 
the tribunal ruled that the gunman was Sergeant Moreno, 
not Galman, Its reconstruction of the sequence of events and 
matching of evidence would have made Sherlock Holmes 
very happy. 

Like the interpretation of laws, forensic evidence is sus- 
ceptible to varying interpretations depending on the train- 
ing, orientation and outlook of the person reviewing the evi- 
dence. Unless it involves DNA testing, the conclusions of one 
forensic expert over a piece of evidence are as good as that 
made by a colleague in the profession. There is no monopoly 
‘of knowledge in the medico-legal field. 

Nightmare 

After 21 years, it's time to put the ghost of Ninoy's assas- 
sination behind us. There is nothing to gain from flagellat- 
ing ourselves every year about this tragic chapter in our his- 
tory. 

The purpose for which the Almighty may have made it 
happen has been served—it put an end to the Marcos dicta- 
torship and restored democracy in our country. Our courts 
have better things to do than waste time, money and effort 
hearing a case that went through the judicial mill twice. 

Litigations in court cannot go on forever; they have to end. 
ata certain point. The highest court of the land has, since 
1991, ruled on the people responsible for the slaying of the 
most prominent member of the opposition during the mar- 
tial law years. Right or wrong, that ruling is the final word on. 
the case. 

Only God knows if the 15 soldiers really killed Ninoy. But 
as far as our legal system is concerned, they are guilty be- 
yond reasonable doubt.

Mindoro when Unding was approaching the province. A number of fishermen, who even had transis- 
tor radios to monitor the weather, drowned when their boats were pummeled by waves spawned by 


the typhoon. 


Pagasa claims that it did issue storm signals over Bicol and Mindoro, but these apparently came late. 
The warning did not reach the public.

The strong 
waves hit us. It was really painful and we 
did not have food to eat and water to 
drink, The others were feeling weak. 

When we realized that the buhawi was 
getting near us, we tried to swim deep in- 
to the water until we were just two feet 
from the ocean floor. We tried to catch 
some ай. We did it several times. 

We thought it was the end. Clouds 
were black and thick. The sea was chum- 
ing. The winds were howling. 

Rescue 

Eventually, the sea calmed down at 
around 2 p.m, and then men on a boat 
from Barangay Sumagui in Bansud town, 
which is next to Bongabong, saw us swim- 
ming and waving. They rescued us and 
brought us to Sumagui first because the 
water current was strong in Bongabong. 
We where fed in Sumagui. Then we were 
brought home through land transport.

connection with the news item in 
the Nov. 29 issue of the Philippine 

Daily Inquirer ("Pagasa bungled in ‘Und- 

ing, says storm enthusiast, page А18”). 

"The Philippine Atmospheric, Geophysical 
and Astronomical Services Administration 
(Pagasa) issued the first Severe Weather Bul- 
letin for Tropical Depression “Unding” at 11 
am. on No 14 with winds of 55 kph. Und- 
ing was then forecast to move in the direc- 
tion of Samar-Bicol area and make landfall in 
Northern Samar and Sorsogon in the after- 
noon of Nox. 17. Hence, storm Signal No. 1 
was raised over Bicol and Samar provinces. 

On the other hand, Joint Typhoon Wam- 
ing Center (JTWC) [of the US Navy and US 
Air Force], which is based in Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii, issued a warning for Unding at 8 
am. on Nov. 15 and predicted landfall in 
Northem Samar at 8 a.m., Nov 16. It pre- 
dicted that Sorsogon would also be hit. 

The same forecast philosophy was 
adopted by Pagasa in its bulletins every 
six hours until the 5 p.m. issuance of the. 
Severe Weather Bulletin on Nov. 17. In ac- 
cordance with this forecast, storm Signal 
No. 2 was raised over the Bicol region. 

Erratic track 

JWTC maintained the same forecast 
philosophy in its bulletins issued every six 
hours throughout the duration of Unding 
always predicting landfall in one ог two 
days since Nov. 15. 

However, Unding's track had been er- 
ratic beginning 5 p.m. on Nov. 15 until the 
morning of Nov. 19 as ir intensified into a 
typhoon and drifted northward. At the 
same time, Unding executed a loop while 
over the Pacific Ocean at a distance of 
about 200 km east of Quezon province. 

With the erratic movement of Unding, by 
5 p.m, on Nov. 18 Pagasa decided to lower 
the storm signal in Bicol, taking into consid- 
ration the increasing number of stranded

‘The truth, therefore, is that the SDO 
is allowed under the law and that the 
Cojuangco family and the FWBs scrupu- 
ously followed the mandate of the law.

In the afternoon of Nov 19, storm Signal 
No. 2 was again raised over Catanduanes 
and the Camarines provinces. Signal No. 1 
was raised over other areas as Unding moved 
southwest toward the Camarines area. 

In the next bulletin issued at 11 p.m. on 
Nov. 19, storm Signal No. 3 was raised 
over Catanduanes and the Camarines 
provinces while storm Signals Nos. 2 and 
1 were raised over other areas along the 
predicted path of Unding. 

By 5 a.m. on Nov. 20, the storm signal 
over Mindoro and other areas along the 
path were raised to Signal No. 3. 

There is, therefore, no truth ro the 
claim of Michael Padua that Pagasa did 
not raise any storm signal as Unding 
moved in the direction of Camarines 
Norte on Nov. 19. 

It is unfortunate that Fred Consulta, 
Weather Observer III of the Bicol River 
Flood Forecasting and Warning System 
(BRFFWS), based in Camaligan, Naga 
City had misrepresented himself as a 
weather forecaster of Pagasa. In fact, his 
job is that of a hydrological technician in 
support of the activities of hydrologists at 
BRFFWS. The statements he made were 
beyond the function and expertise of per- 
sonnel at the BRFFWS. 

We would like to assure our country- 
men that as civil servants, we at Pagasa 
are committed to give our best and work 
round the clock during inclement weath- 
erto be of service to our nation.

Storm bulletins

How did the farmers express their 
agreement to an arrangement in which 
they own one-third of HLI?

On Not; 21, 1989, the Presidential 
Agrarian Reform Council (PARC), the- 
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missed it as one of those tropical depres- 
sions that was no cause for serious alarm. 

Indeed, three hours before, Pagasa had 
sent out an advisory that typhoon Signal 
No. 2 had been lowered to Signal No. 1 in 
the Camarines provinces as the approach- 
ing Unding was slowing. It stalled some- 
where north of Bicol with the center re- 
maining offshore. 

Different story 

Interviewed by a local radio station, 1 
said the latest forecast from the Internet 
was telling a different story. I warned of a 
strong typhoon coming our way, and that 
we should be ready and pray that it change 
direction before nightfall. Of course, the 
people chose to believe Pagasa's official 
weather bulletin over one that came from 
somebody, who has neither the expertise 
nor business on weather forecasting. 

Was it "Noah's Ark" replayed with a 
modern setting? Many did not take it seri- 
ously that before the interview, I had con- 
sulted some local experts, who included 
Michael Padua, a professor who set up his 
own website (www.typhoon200.com), 
that helps him track down weather distur- 
bances from around the globe. 

T leamed that Unding (international co- 
елате “Muifa"), as early as Nov. 18, was 
declared by the Tropical Rainfall Measur- 
ing Mission (TRMM) a major typhoon with 
maximum sustained winds of 213 kph. By 
Nov. 19, TRMM showed that the typhoon 
continued to move across South Luzon 
(Bicol) with gusts of 150 to 180 kph. 

Unding struck Naga City with its full 
fury at around 9 p.m. Lights went down as 
thunder boomed and lightning lit up the 
skies. By midnight, all was strangely quiet. 

Worst since Sening 

Dawn broke to reveal the city and its 
neighboring municipalities in Camarines 
Surin disarray: streets and highways were 
strewn with uprooted trees and fallen elec- 
tric posts; about 4,000 houses in the city 
were in total wreck while thousands more 
were badly bartered, their roofs jettisoned 
in all directions; radio towers and bill 
board frames were twisted beyond repair 

It was the worst typhoon that hit Naga 
and Camarines Sur since Typhoon “Sening” 
in 1970 and Typhoon “Rosing” in 1995. The 
typhoon's fury took all three hours, but the 
damage done would take some time to re- 
pair The Department of Agriculture report- 
ced that crops and marine products in Bicol 
worth P251.8 million were damaged and 
the Regional Disaster Coordinating Council 
said 28 people died in Camarines Sur alone. 

It was a most deplorable time to blame 
anybody. Everyone must look beyond the 
misery and devastation. 

As if on cue, fellow workers at City Hall 
reported to my office first hour in the mom- 
ing to map out plans for quick restoration 
‘works and disaster management. Out in the 
streets, dump trucks and bulldozers moved 
about as residents and barangay officials 
cut down fallen trees along major road 
roads. Fortunately for us, the city’s drainage 
system was fit to contain Unding' rainfall 
of 35 inches, which inundated vast tracks of 
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Cabinetlevel policy-making and gov- 
eming body for CARL implementation 
unanimously approved the SDO as the 
mode of compliance for HLI and its 
FWBs. PARC includes representatives of 
both peasants and landowners groups. 

Aside from the free HLI shares of 
stock, the FWBs will get, on top of their 
regular compensation, an amount 
equivalent to three percent on the gross 
“sales from the production of the planta- 
tion. The amount given to each farmer- 
‘owner shall depend on the number of 
days worked. The FWBs are entitled to 
4 seats on the 10-member HLI board of 
directors.

On top of the benefits given under the 
SDO, HLI workers continue to receive 
salaries, wages and benefits, which have 
accumulated to over P3 billion from 
1989 to June 2004, Free hospitalization. 
is provided not only to HLI employees 
but also to their children and parents, 

“The SDO scheme has undergone a thor- 
‘ough process, making it perfectly legal. 

Hacienda Luisita possesses peculiari 
ties that make physical land rediseribu- 
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farmlands in other areas, particularly 
those along the Bicol River. 

Had there been fair warning, with a 
lead-time of at least six hours, damage 
to life and property would have been 
lesser. The ordinary Bicolano, for one, 
would have salvaged his potted siling 
labuyo, which makes lean food in the 
difficult days ahead taste better. 

Оп hindsight, we could not help but. 
inquire into Pagasa's miscue on Unding. 
Local weathermen at Pagasa-Camali- 
gan, 7 km north of the city, told us they 
were merely issuing bulletins what the 
central office had furnished them and 
that public storm signals were hoisted 
upon clearance from Manila, They how- 
ever, admitted that their local weather 
station did not have enough equipment 
such as typhoon-tracking radars.

dents of the typhoon signal. This warn: 
ing device will automatically be hooked 
toa generator set from a nearby hotel to 
insure uninterrupted service.

Camarines execs credit local 
readiness for low casualty rate

PILI, Camarines Sur—Local chief executives 
here have credited the preparedness of the lo- 
cal disaster response groups for the low casu- 
айу rate in the province at the height of super 
‘Typhoon “Yoyong.” 

Тһе officials also gave credit to the timely 
warning issued by the Philippine Atmospheric 
Geophysical and Astronomical Services Ad- 
ministration (Pagasa) and the organized and 
coordinated inter-agency responses a day be- 
fore Yoyong passed the province. 

Unlike Typhoon “Unding” that made а di- 
rect hit in Camarines Sur on Nov. 19 and left 
35 dead, the Provincial Disaster Coordinating 
Council (PDCC) here has only reported six ca- 
sualties on Thursday. 

Except for a still-born baby, most of the ty- 
phoon casualties reported were fishermen 
‘who refused to heed the warning of Pagasa 
and still went out to sea on Wednesday. 

Pagasa, who admitted it bungled with the 
forecast of Unding and issued typhoon Signal No. 
3 at 10:30 p.m. as typhoon was already raging, 
һаз been precise and timely this time warning of 
all the possible paths that Yoyong would take. 


Camarines Sur Gov. Luis Raymund Villa- 
fuerte Jr, PDCC chair here, said the province 
has been able to respond to the howlers 
threat efficiently and appropriately because 
of closely coordinated efforts from the De- 
partment of Social Welfare and Development, 
Department of Health, Philippine Army, Navy, 
police and the Pagasa. 

Villafuerte said all the agencies involved to- 
gether with the 100 provincial government 
officials here have been able to make the 
rounds in the areas most vulnerable to flood- 
ing and landslides in the eastern coast and 
river areas of the province. 

He added that the closely coordinated 
move of the inter-agency disaster response 
group that was available to respond to Yoy- 
ong's wrath has been ready with food packs 
and medical assistance anytime 24 hours pri- 
orto Yoyong's expected passage. 

Yoyong roared close to Camarines Sur going 
to Aurora province starting in the late morning 
and ending late afternoon on Thursday. 

The number of evacuated families has only 
reached some 5,000, a day after Yoyong 
came, compared to more than 30,000 when 
Unding unexpectedly veered toward Ca- 
marines Sur, two weeks ago. 


Vice mayor, 12 dads face contempt raps

DUMAGUETE CITY—In what is probably the

Barot assured media he would give security 
to threatened journalists. He, however, said 
he has no authority to issue permits to carry 
firearms.

HE VESTIGES ofa dis- 
l figured face are now 
hardly visible a year 
after 2-year-old Mariel Las- 
cuna underwent reconstruc- 
tive surgery. Except for a 
speech defect (hyper nasali- 
ty), one would not know that 
she once suffered from a bi- 
lateral cleft lip and palate. 


On Sept. 16, Mariel underwent a 
secondary palate operation. Since 
then and after 40-minute speech ses- 
sions every day, her speech improved 
by 60 to 70 percent. 

Precious Pardilla was only 4 months 
old when she had surgery to repair sim- 
ilar deformities. She is now a year old, 
her face aglow and always smiling. 

Tt was “the best thing” that ever 
happened to the little girls, according 
to their parents, who were profuse 
with gratitude to their benefactors. 

Medical research shows that 
lip and cleft palate, which usually oc- 
cur together, are congenital deformi- 
ties affecting one in 800 births yearly. 

Poor maternal nutrition, irregular 
prenatal checkup and infectious di 
eases during pregnancy are consid- 
егей major contributing factors to the 
high incidence of facial deformities 
among children, almost all of them 
coming from poor families. 


Teased and ridiculed 

Children with harelip and cleft 
palate are often subjects of cruel teas- 
ing by some insensitive souls. Even 
right in their own homes, places that 
should have provided them emotion- 
al and psychological succor, they are 
not spared from ridicule. 

The thought of looking so ugly would 
haunt them for along time. As they grow 
up, they wonder why they must bear the 
pain of having physical deformities? 


Some, especially those in far-flung 


places where health and medical ser- 
vices are not accessible, may be emo- 
tionally and mentally tortured 
throughout their life. 

In General Santos City, the setting 
up of an institution extending free re- 
constructive surgery, hospitalization 
and care to long-suffering victims of 
these deformities, offers significant 
changes in the life of these children, 

In the course of his travels in the 
Visayas and Mindanao as district gov- 
eor of Rotary International District 
3860 from 1997 to 1998, Dr. Jesus 
Veneracion saw a lot of children suf- 
fering from such facial defects, most 
of which were inborn and others in- 
flicted by abusive parents. 

His heart bled, he said, thinking 
that most of the children came from 
poor families who could not afford to 
pay the cost of operation. For instance, 
asingle harelip surgery, he said, would 
cost between P15,000 and P25,000. 


Adream 

Veneracion, who owns the St. Eliza- 
beth Hospital, began to dream of 
puring up a charity clinic devoted to 
the surgical repair of facial deformities. 

One day, while he was discussing a 
plan to put up a business producing 
distilled water with Sam Noordoff, he 
shared his dream with his partner. 
Noordoff manufactured and dis- 
tributed machines used in the pro- 
duction of distilled water. 

Noordoff promised Veneracion that 
һе would take up the project with his 
father Samuel, who is engaged in the 
same profession. A few days after, he 
called up the Filipino doctor and told 
him that Samuel and two other plastic 
surgeons based in Taipei, had sched- 
шей a trip to General Santos. 

When the team arrived, Veneracion 
learned that the elder Noordoff was a 
world-renowned plastic surgeon and 
head of the Noordoff Craniofacial Foun- 
dation of Taipei. The visiting surgeons 
conducted free reconstructive operations 
оп37 harelip and deft palate patients. 

Noordoff agreed to establish an ex- 
tension of his foundation in the 


Philippines. Thus, the non-profit St. 
Elizabeth Hospital Craniofacial Foun- 
dation, Inc. came into being. 

Several other medical missions to 
conduct free surgery on children with 
craniofacial deformities followed No- 
ordoff's visit. 

On Jan. 24, 2000, the foundation 
senta team of doctors to Taipei to un- 
dergo special training at the Chang- 
Gung Memorial Hospital. Travel and 
training costs were shouldered by the 
Noordoff Craniofacial Foundation, 
St. Elizabeth Hospital and the Chang- 
Gung Memorial Hospital. 

ENT specialist Dr. Ramon Gonza- 
les, anesthesiologist Dr. Edgardo 
Homez and occupational therapist 
Myrjhan Yumang were trained on 
plastic surgery, pediatric anesthesia 
and speech pathology, respectively. 

Оп Sept. 4, 2000, about a couple of 
months after they returned, Gonzales 
and his colleagues started conducting 
surgical operation on harelip and cleft 
palate patients at the St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital craniofacial clinic inside the hospi- 
tal, Since then, they have performed 
cone to two operations every Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Friday. 

Noordoff and his medical team vis 
it every six months to conduct opera- 
tions on serious and complicated cas- 
es of harelip, cleft palate and other fa- 
cial defects. 


Free surgery 

Veneracion said the clinic had been 
operating year-round and patients 
had come from as far as the Visayas 
and Luzon. 

“The St. Elizabeth Craniofacial 
Clinic is now the center for the whole 
Mindanao, 105 bigger than the one 
operating in Manila,” he said. 

The clinic has examination-treatment, 
dental, photography and audiomeay 
coms. Из equipment, including mainte- 
nance budget, came from donations. 

Veneracion said most of the pa- 
tients referred to them were children. 

More than 800 operations have al- 
ready been undertaken in the clinic. 
since it was set up.

The NBA maintains that only commissioner 
David Stern has the power to determine sus- 
pensions in “on-court” matters.

Balco has been fingered by US 
anti-doping officials as the source 
ofthe designer steroid THG. 

But attorney Michael Rains in- 
sisted Friday that Bonds had по 
knowledge that the products he got 
from Anderson might indude 
steroids. 

Rains said Bonds’ rules regard- 
ing supplements were. simple: 
“Nothing ilegal, 1 wont do any- 
thing ilegal.” 

And Rains said Bonds believed 
Anderson followed that dictum. 

"This is Barry's best friend in the 
world," Rains said. "Barry trusted 
him and trusts him today. He trusts 
that he never got anything illegal 
from Greg Anderson.

at the Chinese-language ver- 
sion of the Oscars in Taiwan on Sat- 
urday, with Wong Kar-wai's latest 
art house movie “2046” topping 
the list of nominations. 

‘The film by the internationally acclaimed 
Hong Kong director about the love life of an 
erotic novelist received eight Golden Horse 
nominations, including best feature film, ac- 
torand actress. 

Finished justin time to debut in the Cannes 
lm festival last May, “2046” is another exam- 
ple of an Asian movie that has transcended 
language and cultural barriers to hit interna- 
tional screens. 

‘The film looked to be the strongest con- 
tender, said film critic Li Ya-mei. 


Tired of Hollywood 

“Its not just Chinese movies, Korean 
movies especially are also gaining interest in 
Hollywood. The rise of Asian movies shows 
audiences are tired of a lack of creation by 
Hollywood and are trying to find good movies 
elsewhere," Lisaid. 

But Taiwan director Alex Yang, whose 
“Taipei 21” won the top prize for best film at 
this years Asia Pacific Film Festival, was less 
certain about the prospects for Asian films, 
which face much tighter budget constraints 
than Hollywood rivals. 

‘The director said Asian movies that have 
enjoyed huge following around the world, 
such as Ang Lee's martial arts epic, "Crouch- 
ing Tiger, Hidden Dragon” and Zhang Yimou's 
“Hero "and "House of Flying Daggers,” are 
rate exceptions. 

It is still difficult for independent Asian 
filmmakers to compete in Hollywood, he 
said. 

“Movies that are popular in the West have 
similar characteristics. They have the backing 
of well-funded international movie compa- 
nies and the stories fulfil the fantasy of West- 
em audiences about the East,” Yang 

“You need the necessary ingredients to be 
recognized internationally and be commer- 
cially successful,” he said. 


Dark horse 

For 41 years, Taiwan has played host to the 
Golden Horse awards, which showcases films 
from Taiwan, Hong Kong and China. This year 
the ceremonies will be held in the central city 
of Taichung, 

Contestants from Hong Kong and China 
have stolen the spotlight in recent years, with 
Taiwan's once-thriving movie industry in de- 
cline 

Critics say Taiwan's slow-moving art films 
have lost support at home as viewers find 
them dull and difficult го understand and opt 
Instead for more nail-biting US blockbusters. 

Apart from "2046," which stars a bevy of 
top Asian actors including best actor nomi- 
nee Tony Leung and best actress nominee 
Zhang Ziyi, Chinese director Lu Chuan's 
“Kekexili" is seen as a dark horse candidate 
for best film. 

“Kekexili” a bleak portrayal of life on the 
Tibetan plateau, was nominated in four cate- 
gories, including best director and best actor. 


More contenders 

Other contestants for best film are "Break- 
ing News," which combines Hong Kong's fa- 
vorite cop drama genre with its paparazzi- 
style journalism, and “One Nite in Mongkok,” 
which is about gang fighting—another popu-

Mom's advice 

On nationwide television, a sobbing Kim 
accused her husband of womanizing and 
abusing her verbally and physically.

teen series "TGIS." 

On Nov. 27, Kim left for the US to spend 
time with her father who, according to her, 
never approved ofthe relationship. 

“Kim and I were close. She confided in me,” 
Sonia said during an interview in her Parafiaque 
City home. “T always told her, "if you really love 
your man, you have to sacrifice. She would ask, 
‘Until when, Mommy? 1 told her to be patient. I 
would say, ‘Everything has an end. Your man 
will eventually correct his ways.” 

She said Kim had run to her days before the 
couple's last and biggest fight. "She said she 
couldn't take it anymore. [just shrugged it off.

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MOMENTS after watching 
“Bunso,” I could not bring my- 
self to speak. Its director Ditsi 
Carolino and camera person 
Nana Buxani were there, and I 
almost wished they hadn't been. 

Of course, 1 could have said 
straightaway: Moving, intense, 
graphic, finely crafted. 1 could al- 
so have said: An indictment of 
the justice system, of education 
and social welfare, and of the 
church stand on family planning. 

Again, 1 could have said: A 
compelling reminder about the 
things we need to do for those of 
whom it has been said, They shall 
inherit the earth. I might even 
have added: A more outstanding 
offering on Human Rights Day 
will be hard to find. 

‘And | would have been calling 
it exactly as I saw it. All those 
statements would have been 
correct and honest and rational. 
For indeed, this documentary on. 
children in prison is every one of 
those things. 

But, somehow, 1 could not 
make myself speak. And 1 think 
now it was because, while my 
mind knew right away what it 
wanted to say, my senses were 
still back in that jail, working, 
frantically, to memorize the 
faces of Itsoy, Anthony, and 
Diosel. 

Somehow, I felt that speaking 
would break my memory. And 1 
did notwant to forget. 


Aface and a name 

It is even clearer now that the 
wonder of Ditsi and Nana is in 
the way they always put a face 
and a name to what may be, to 
others, largely an issue, a cause, 
a problem. 

Where others like to provide 
overviews, these two cut up 
slices of life. Where others ex- 
plain the problem, these two

just go ahead with their anec- 
dotes. And where others like to 
sound intelligent and big, these 
two simply carry on, catching 
the irony, freezing that vacant 
look, seizing a boy in song—and 
capturing them all in their 
PD150 camera. 

These two have done іс this 
way before, of course. Their 
1996 documentary, “Minsan 
Lang Sila Bata,” was filled with 
children working in abattoirs 
and sweatshops. Their 2002 
work, “Riles,” was the funny- 
sad story of a family living along 
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the railroad tracks. And now, at 
the tail-end of 2004, their "Bun- 
so” is the tale of three young in- 
mates in a Visayan ji 

But it would be so wrong to 
think that these documentaries 
don't bring in the bigger pic 
ture. 

Take “Bunso.” It may look like 
its material is simply about 
three boys behind bars, but it 
should not be a big leap for any- 
one watching “Bunso” to start 
asking: Just what do we have by 
way of a juvenile justice bill any. 
way? 

Іп fact, when Ray Dean 
Salvosa of the Consuelo Foun- 
dation—named after Doña Con- 
suelo Zobel Alger—proposed 
his material to Ditsi and Nana, 

was with the intent of getting 
such a bill, moribund in the 
House since 1999, passed. 

But more than that, says Ray, 
he wanted a documentary that 
would alter society's attitude to- 
ward minors in prison. In Ray's 
view, "They are not criminals 
when they go to jail, they are 

е offenders. But the sys- 
tem processes them into becom- 
ing criminals.” 

That Ray can think like this, 
when in 1990 his own brother 
was “murdered by two boys,” re- 
veals, not only the depth of his 
understanding of this problem, 
but of his belief in children. 

It is a belief that, with their 
every work, Ditsi and Nana have 
proved they share. 

Their prologue and epilogue 
texts in "Bunso" go right ahead 
to announce that they feel a 
“moral imperative" to do this 
documentary, so that they may 
do their bit in righting the 
wrong committed against the 
58,000 children still trapped in 
jails all over the country. 

And they've made this point

even stronger by making Itsoy, 
11, Anthony, 13, and Diosel, 11 
—their ages when “Bunso” be- 
gan filming in 2001—their stars 
in this 63-minute documentary. 


No hard sell 

But it is го Ditsi and Nana's 
credit that they do not tell the 
viewer what to feel. They do not 
insult by spelling things out. 
They leave the stories to write 
themselves. 

Instead of summing up Itsoy's 
cynicism, for instance, they let 
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hisses at his mother: "You said 1 
would be out Friday! How many 
Fridays have passed? So many 
Fridays!” Вш the mother, seiz- 
ing upon his tone, says, "You're. 
a bad kid! You stay locked up in 
there. You're good for nothing!” 

They did not even want to 
add musie originally. And wise- 
ly, they leave the last seene to 
the artless Diosel who sings, for 
the camera, a Max Surban song 
talking about children obeying 
their parents, going to school, 
respecting their teachers, and 
looking to the future. 

Iris up to the viewer to under- 
stand that the boy is singing 
about a world he will never 
have. lt is also up to the viewer 
1o believe that the boy is simply. 
singing because he wants his 
moment before the camera. 

The viewer has a choice. 

This is not to say that Ditsi 
and Nana do not shape the sto- 
ries to say what they want said. 
No artist worth the name can be 
found so remiss. 

And so.their choice of Itsoy, 
Diosel, and Anthony. 

But where itsoy was a wild 
cat, feisty, and a survivor, Díosel 
wasa charming innocent. Diosel 
went to prison because he stole 
one peso coins from a store and 
three cans of sardines 

As Diosel tells it, when the 
store owner suddenly returned, 
he wanted to put back the coins, 
44 in all, but could not because 
they would rattle and give his 
hiding place away. And there 
were three cans of sardines be- 
cause one was for himself, опе 
for his brother, and a third for 
his friend 

The store owner actually for 
gave him, saying it was too 
small a thing to send the boy to 
jail for. It was Diosel's father 
that had him locked up anyway. 


Anthony 

But of the three boys in "Bun- 
so,” it is Anthony | have mos 
memorized. 

Anthony was intelligent, po- 


lite, full of life. But he had to be 
the original poster boy for hard 
knocks. 

His father, whenever drunk, 
punched him in the ribs, tied 
him in chains, threatened to kill 
bim, and had once run him 
down with an oar. His pregnant. 
mother, who hated her husband, 
told Anthony it was better for 
him to stay in jail where he was 
safe from his father, 

At the time the documentary 
was shot, Anthony had been in 
and out of prison three times. By 
then, he had small tatroos here. 
and there. Well, he stole for a 
living, he said. Adding sheepish- 
ly: "You'll never believe how 
much I've stolen. The biggest 
was. .90 thousand pesos!" 

Then he made clear, his voice 
all earnest: “I steal only from 
the rich and never from the 
poor.” 

In fact, he is a kind-hearted 
kid, who bothered to tell anoth- 
er boy, who was younger than 
him and who was without a sin. 
gle shirt, that he would find him 
опе. At the time, Anthony him- 
self had been wearing his shorts 
and jacket for ten days straight 
because they were the only 
clothes he had. 

“I am always itching,” he 
said. 

It was the same thing that It- 
soy, who also grew boils and was 
marked badly all over his little 
frame, would say again and 
again, 

And, although the documen- 
тагу doesn't go there, the viewer 
must wonder: How is it in the 
night? When the gates clang 
shut and the kids are at the mer: 
cy of the adult inmates, what? 
Which world is the safer one for 
these boys? Or is there none? 

Ditsi Carolino has asked her- 
self these questions time and 
again. But for now, she believes, 
she has only her work to help 
her get the answers.

species is Antarctica. In the temperate 
zones are the Spiranthes, Orchis and 
Cypripedium. 

Inthe tropics, most orchids are epiphyt- 
ic, meaning they grow suspended on tree 
trunks, thus, they are also called air plants. 
On the other hand, orchids are mainly ter- 
restrial, meaning they grow on the ground, 
in temperate zones, 

Examples of the epiphytic type are the 

Phalaenopsis, also calied but- 
terlly or moth orchid. Some 
orchids that can be cultured in. 

“ the ground are the 

Spathoglottis (commonly 
called ground orchids), Singapore orchid 
(Vanda Miss Agnes Joaquim), Vandopsis; 
and some Cymbidiums. 

Belonging to the Monocotyledon family, 
like grasses and palms, orchids are either 
monopodial or sympodi 

The monopodial, having true stems, 
have leaves along the side of stems and ad- 
ventitious roots that can secure the plant 
in place and get nutrients. The plant keeps 
growing and can be top-cut for propaga- 
tion. Examples are the Vandas, Phalaenop- 
sis and Vanilla. 

Sympodial types are those without true 
stems. Examples are the Cattleyas, Den- 
drobiums, Cymbidiums, Oncidiums, Pa- 
phiopedilums and most orchid species.

streambeds, along the rivers, at the foot of the 
mountain, abandoned quarry sites, and out 
there in the fields,” Inos said. As in the past, 
he hiked to the mountains to get new ideas for 
his landscaping projects. 

‘The array of natural stones and rocks that 
greeted us in the garden of Inos was a relax- 
ing sight for our tired eyes and aching limbs, 
battered as we were by the four-hour trip 
from Makati to Talavera. 

‘The stones’ uses in the garden were as var- 
ied as their forms, textures, sizes and colors. 
Under the bonsai trees, for example, were ori- 
ental lanterns carved out of Mt. Pinatubo 
rocks. They added touches of oriental charm 
to the dwarfed callos and balete trees. 

We tried walking barefoot on slabs of rocks 
that were half-buried in the blue grass lawn. 
This may sound strange but we felt warmth 
seeping through the soles of our feet, а sooth- 
ing balm indeed to our much abused limbs. 

“Don't be surprised, the earth stones ab- 
sorb the heat of the sun,” Inos explained. We 
also noted a set of stepping stones called 
piedrailocos. 

Also at various spots were river pebbles 
called siete colores and kudo. They were fasci- 
nating accents to the otherwise monochro- 
matic pattern of ornamental plants in pocket 
gardens, We also found them at the edge of 
ponds, at the bottom of waterfalls, along the 
fence and walls and, surprisingly, on a candy 
dish at the center of a coffee table at the ve- 
randah. 

“Rubbing these pebbles is relaxing and 
makes you forget your cares and anxiety." In- 
os said as he handed us a rounded pebble 


or patience for field hunting, he advised, "se- 
lections of natural stones and rocks can be 
found at landscaping supply stores and at 
gravel and sand yards."

mental advocacy organization, sent 

Ws тесепйу a paper on climate 
change. 

As we all know, climate change is closely 
linked to global warming and, in fact, the two 
аге often used interchangeably. We hear and 
read about climate change often but may not 
fully grasp its implications because they are 
multifaceted. 

Greenpeace studies show that the most dra- 
‘matic evidence of climate change at present can 
be observed in snowy regions with glaciers and ice 
sheets whose ecosystems are being affected by 
temperature changes. ^ 

“Glaciers around the world,” Greenpeace re- 
ports, “are already shrinking, threatening wildlife 
and water supplies (as) warmer ocean tempera- 
tures transport large amounts of heat to coastal 
Antarctica.” 

Such changes in temperature result in an im- 
balance that can only disrupt the climatic system. 

Greenpeace’ concem is bolstered by an АСА 
(Arctic Climate Impact Assessment) report that 
“global warming is heating the Arctic almost twice 
as fast as the rest of the planet in a thaw that 
threatens livelihoods of milions of people, and 
could wipe out polar bears by 2100." The АПА 
survey incidentally was funded by counties im- 
mediately concemed—United States, Canada, 
Russia, Denmark, Iceland, Sweden, Norway and 
Finland. 

(Another news report, this time from Friends of 
the Earth, adds the Himalayan region and Mount 
Everest to the stes endangered by climate 
change.)

Орова Jr's book, “The Laws of Nature and Other 
Stories,” may explain the matter further: ‘A great 
amount of the worlds fresh water supply comes in.

In 
tum, this melted ice can cause either massive 
foods or droughts. Part ofthis unpleasant picture 
are the storms and typhoons that seem to occur

To understand the causes of climate change 
and global warming, one has only to revert to 
studies on air pollution, about which much has 
been said and done (though stil not enough), and 
the effects of carbon dioxide emissions on the air 
ме breathe. Greenpeace, however, must now 


stress their alarming effects on our lives. 

One such impact is “extreme weather" which 
has a wide range of effects—economic (ех. insur- 
ance costs), social (ех. loss of life) and environ- 
mental (ex. loss of habitats), thus requiring more 
extensive study since they are occurring more fre- 
quently. | 


to come up with findings with apocalyptic under- 
tones. Losses cited are not just polar bears but en- 
tire countries that could be swallowed up by rising 
waters. 

In warmer regions, one evidence of global 
warming is coral bleaching. Coral reefs in tropical 
waters are affected by changes in ocean tempera- 
tures. Since coral reefs are habitats to a wide vari- 
ety of marine species, think of what such loss 
‘would mean to all those creatures 

"Those depending on the reefs are not just fish 
and aquatic Ше but humans who make a living 
outofthem as well. There will be need, therefore, 
to focus on the Pacific, especially the Great Barrier 
Reef, and waterways around it. 


B PUREFOODS 
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Individual effort 

Greenpeace and other concerned agencies are 
not making the reports to scare people, although 
if anything goes wrong with our ecosystems, we 
have reason to fear. But no, this is not the aim of 
our environmentalists; rather it is to seek solutions 
to restore the balance in our climatic system. 

"What can be done? While the impacts have 
global effects, each region or country is encour- 
aged to do its individual part to reduce the causes 
of dimate change/global warming. 

For the student or neophyte environmentalist, 
there is literature available with information on 
how to eliminate, or at least reduce, those causes,

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HEN we think of the old- 
estuniversity in Asia, old- 
er even than Harvard in 


the United States, the distinction 
automatically goes to the Pontifical 
University of Santo Tomas, found- 
ed in 1611 by the third Archbishop 
of Manila, the Dominican Msgr. 
Miguel de Benavides. 

UST was a Western-style ecclesiastical 
school, built along the lines of the mighty Euro- 
pean seats of learning that began with the es- 
tablishment of the University of Bologna in 
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1088 AD. 

The “Western-style” qualifier is an important 
distinction, because in Asia, a far older universi 
ty rooted in Confucian history and tradition was 
already functioning by 1076 AD. This was the 
Van Mieu-Quoc Tu Giam (The Temple of Litera- 
ture-School for the Sons of the Nation) in the 
ancient city of Hanoi, Vietnam. 

"Today the Temple of Literature sil stands, a 
well-preserved oasis of serenity and contempla- 
Чоп in a busy part of the country's modem-day 
capital. 

“And while it has ceased being a university it 
still draws many scholars, thinkers and artists 
who seek wisdom and kinshipinits monuments. 
that celebrate nearly а thousand years of the 
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quest for higher education among the early 
Vietnamese. 


Royal school 

The temple itself was established in 1070 
AD. as a shrine to Confucius. Six years ater, the 
reigning monarch, Ly Nhan Tong, opened the 
county's first university inside the temple 
grounds. Members of the royal family made up 
the first students, followed by the sons of the 
aristocracy. 

Eventually, the school was opened to com- 
moners who passed regional examinations, al- 
lowing for the possibility of social mobility 
through scholastic merit 

The students, from 15 years old and above, 
studied literature.and ethics derived from the 
‘Confucian canon, ‘principally the four classical 
texts (the Great Study the Golden Mean, The 
Analects: Conversations between Confucius 
and his Disciples, and the works of Mencius) 
and the five pre-Confucian classics (the Odes, 
the Annals, the Book of Change, Rites and Cere- 
monies, and the Spring and Autumn Annals). 

Meeting four times a month (two for those in 
advanced classes), the students were taught 
how to write poetry and produce commentaries 
оп the sacred texts, which were marked “excel- 
lent” or “good” by the teachers 

Education in this university prepared stu- 
dents for the royal examinations, an event of 
great import in the social and cultural life of the 
country. Those who passed the exams earned 
doctorates that could give them а berth as a 
mandarin scholar—an adviser in the royal 
court—or as an official of high standing in the 
provinces. 

Those who didn't pass were still accorded re- 
spect as men of higher education, members of 
the country's leamed class who often went back 
to their towns to become educators and school 
masters themselves. E 


Four stages 

Vietnamese art today still immortalizes these 
long-ago royal examinations, when young men 
from the provinces headed for the capital with 
their sleeping mats, brushes and ink-stones to 
sit for the grueling four-tiered exams. 

Those who passed all four stages were given 
the title of doctor laureate (tien si) and invited 
to the palace for an audience and banquet with 
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SOME 82 surviving stelae record the names and villages of around 1,300 students from 1076-1779 AD who passed the

the king. They were then sent home with great 
fanfare to their villages, where they were re- 
ceived with much pride. 

Ina given year, some 450 to 6,000 candidates 
‘would vie for the doctorates. The last royal ex- 
aminations were given in 1779, and by that 
time, 2,313 examinees had been awarded lau- 
Teates. 

Around 1,300 of these names (and the vil- 
lages where they came from) are recorded in 82. 
surviving stone slabs called stelae ina garden of 
the present day temple. 

"The Garden of the Stelae is found in the third 
courtyard of the Temple of Literature. At its cen- 
teris a square pond called the Well of Heavenly 
Clarity Arrayed around this pond are pavilions 
that shelter the stelae from the elements. 

‘The pavilions themselves, while hewing close 
to the complex’s ancient architecture, are re- 
stored versions of the original structures that 
had withered away with the centuries or were 
damaged by war. 

‘These stelae and the entire temple area have 
been designated as among Vietnam's most im- 
portant historic and cultural treasures. Yet ordi- 
nary visitors are still allowed to go up to the ste- 
lae, touch the slabs and read the inscriptions on 
them, to learn from the preserved wisdom of 
the country’ forebears. 


Stylized spaces 

All five temple courtyards (Entrance to the 
Way, the Great Middle Courtyard, Garden of the. 
Stelae, Courtyard of the Sages, and the school 
grounds in the fifth courtyard) are stylized 
spaces with pavilions, gardens, ponds, doors 
and walkways reflecting Confucianism's ideal 
number and its dedication to the pursuit of yin- 
yang—balance and harmony in the uni- 
Verse—as expressed through indigenous Viet- 
nameseart and design. 

Each gate or doorway in the temple symbol- 
ized entry to a higher plane of knowledge and 
consciousness, until one came to the inner sanc- 
tum of the temple, where an elaborate dragon- 
red altar to Confucius stood. 

‘The altar, stil extant today, is the heart of the 
temple, and itis reached by passing through the 
lantern-decorated Courtyard of the Sages, 
where the king and the new doctor laureates 
‘would gather before paying their respects to im- 
ages of the great teacher and his disciples. 

Viemam has done away with its monarchy 
and the royal examinations, but the courtyard is 
still used for ceremonial dances during the Tet 
Gunar new year) holidays, and even for live 
chess games. 

Looming over the entrance to the third court- 
yard is perhaps the temple's most striking piece 
of architecture, the two-story Khue Van Cac, or 
Pavilion of the Constellation of Literature. 

Its base has four brick pillars engraved with 
cloud designs that support a second floor made

The farm also produces vin santo, а 
fortified wine, using raisined Malvasia 
grapes which, Laura says, is best served 
with biscotti. 

The signora is also proud of Ipinis 
abundant harvest of olives. She says 
these are pressed in a traditional oil sil, 
giving a top quality olio di oliva ex- 
travergine (extravirgin olive ой). 

You can buy these products from the 
farm, A bottle of table wine for 3.50 eu- 
ros, vin santo for euro 8.50 and a liter of 
olive oil for 12 euro (1 euro is equivalent 
to about P68). A bit more pricey than 
those in groceries, but definitely of tradi- 
tional quality. We bought two cartons of 
vino rosso to give away as gifts 

My family and I wanted to explore 
other regions as well. After all, Toscana 
isn’t the only place in Italy with rustic 
panoramas and delightful treasures to 
discover. So we traveled by car to the re- 
gion of Umbria in the province of Peru- 
gia, in search of Spoleto, a Romanesque 
town with old castles, fortresses and ar- 
cades. 

We stayed in a honeybee farm that of- 
fered bed and breakfast, the Albergo Vil- 
1а Cristina, ran by husband and wife, Sig- 
nor Angelo Banconi and Signora Ana 
Maria Capoceia. The main house is paint- 
ed a vibrant peach, with a gazebo look- 
ing out to the mountains. 

Villa Cristina is a family-run busi- 
ness as well. Angelo is a carabinieri 
(military police) who decided to grow 
honeybees after retirement. He now 
has 700 colonies and produces several 
varieties of honey like trifoglio, acacia 
and the thick and dark-colored melata, 
each with a unique and natural flavor 
depending on the flower that the bees 
feed on. 

Angelo takes care of the processing of 
the honey while his teenage son does the 
bottling and packing. Ana Maria takes 
care of the bed and breakfast. 


Captivating sights

for more sight-seeing. Spelo is an еп- 
chanting ancient town set high on a 
mountain. Its narrow, winding and 
rolling streets and passageways, lined 
with hydrangeas and lavender, are truly 
captivating. 

Montefalco boasts of small shops and 
delicatessens selling an assortment of 
food items from hand-rolled pastas, 
fruits and vegetables, salad oil, balsa 
vinegar, cheeses and liquor. Perhaps ti 
most exotics the tartuffo or truffles. 

Its amazing that these dark, wrinkled 
and unremarkable-looking fungi, found 
underground, are quite expensive be- 
cause of their rarity. A kilogram of the 
common black variery costs 120 euros, 


while the more exotic white muffle runs 
anywhere from 500-1,000 euros per 
Kilogram! 

"This delicacy is used to flavor a variety 

of dishes, some of which I was fortunate 

For appetizers, 1 had crostini 
con tartuffo, toasted rustic bread topped 
with black truffles, grated garlic and 
olive oil; and fritata con tartuffo or white 
truffle omelette. The primi piati or first 
plate was spaghetti with black truffle 
Sauce. 

The way 1 could describe the taste of 
black traffle is that it has a very delicate, 
earthy, organic flavor, a cross between а 
nut and fresh corn. White truffle hes a 
stronger flavor and an equally-powerful 


smell (some say it smells like kerosene). 
Definitely an acquired taste. 

Since fresh truffle is way too expen- 
sive, we bought the truffle condiments 
instead. A small bottle of white truffle oil 
costs 4.50 euros, while a tiny jar of black 
truffle paste costs about 11 euros. A taste 
of italy to bring back home. 

It's probably going to take a lifetime to 
completely appreciate all the nuances, 

ns, cuisine, places and people in 
Umbria and Toscana, 1 remember asking 
Signora Laura how much ir would cost to 
buy my own farmhouse and perhaps re- 
locate in Toscana.

MANILA Archbishop Gaudencio B. Rosales 
will preside over the concelebrated Hermana 
Mayor Mass at 2 p.m. in Intramuros. 

The Mass precedes the 25th Grand Marian 
Procession of the Cofradia de la Inmaculada 
Concepcion Foundation to be held at 4 p.m. 
More than 60 images of the Virgin Mary on 
silver carrozas bedecked with flowers will join 
the procession which will start at the Manila 
Cathedral grounds. 

This years hermana mayor is Imelda O. Co- 
juangeo, founding chair of the Cofradia. 

The Cofradia's 25th Grand Marian Proces- 
sion coincides with the Catholic Church's 
commemoration of the 150th anniversary of 
the apostolic letter, “Ineffabilis Deus," by Pope 
Piux IX. The letter declared the Dogma of the 
Immaculate Conception of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, making it an official teaching of the 
Church. 

The Grand Marian Procession was first 
held on Dec. 7, 1980. It was a revival of a cen- 
turies-old tradition in Intramuros observed 
until the pre-World War Il years. After the first 
procession, the Cofradia was founded, head- 
ed by Cojuangco. 

The annual procession is held in coopera- 
tion with the intramuros Administration and 
the Armed Forces of the Philippines. 

Also part of the annual tradition was the. 
first holy communion Mass for 500 pupils of 
the Hermenigildo Atienza Elementary School 
in Baseco, Port Area, Tondo. The annual activ- 
ity is part of Cofradia's apostolate work in 
public schools in depressed areas of Metro. 
Manila and neighboring areas. Catechetical 
instruction prepares 500 school children an- 
nually for the first Holy Communion, 

The Cofradia, a private association of 
Catholic men and women, was givena Decree 
of Recognition by the Archdiocese of Manila 
in 2000 through Jaime Cardinal Sin, then 
archbishop of Manila. Msgr. Jerome Reyes is 
Cofradia's spiritual adviser.

According to a 2002 International 
Telecommunication Union study, the digi- 
tal divide is an issue raised by the UN Glob- 
al Compact as a focus area for development 
in Asia, affecting youth that make up nearly 
20 percent of the region's population, with 
implications for some 400 million people 
with disabilities living in the Asia-Pacific. 
region. 

The study also said that only about 5. 
cent of Asians are Internet users as compared 
1024.2 percent in the United States and 20.79 
percent in Europe. Also, only about 4 percent 
of Asians own PCs as compared to 27.5 per- 
centin the US and 20 percent in Europe. 

This relatively low level of IT use and pene- 
tration rate places these countries at a disad- 
vantage in a rapidly networked world. 

A study by the Centre for International De- 
velopment on the readiness of a community 
to join the networked world found 4 out of 
the 7 countries involved in the Samsung Digi- 
tall Hope program ranked in the lower half of 
atotal of75 countries. 

“This is why ensuring that the youth have 
access to the skills and tools that will enable 
them to compete in the global digital world 
has been a focus area for Samsung's DigitAll 
Hope,” says Limbaco.

In the spring of 1947, nurse Pierina Gilli 


had an unforgettable experience as she 
prayed in the chapel of a Montichiari hospi- 
tal. Mary appeared to her in a wonderful vi- 
sion and magnificent light. She was dressed 
in mauve, very sad, with tears in her eyes. 
Pierina noticed that three swords pierced her 
heart. 

The first sword meant the unworthy cele- 
bration of Holy Mass and unworthily re- 
ceived Communion. The second sword was 
being unfaithful to, and giving up, the voce- 
tion as a priest or a religious while the third 
was betrayal of the Faith. Our Lady's only 
words were to ask for prayer, sacrifice and 
penance. 

During the second apparition, Pierina 
asked our Lady who she was and received 
this reply: 

"Тат the Mother of Jesus and the Mother 
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ROSA Mistica, or Our Lady of the Mystical 
Rose, appeared to a nurse in Montichieri, 
Italy. 


of ай of you. Our Lord sends me to bring а 
new Marian Devotion to all religious orders 
and institutes, male and female, and to the 
priests of this world. I promise to protect 
those religious orders and institutes who will 
venerate me in this special way, increase their 
vocations, and achieve a greater striving for 
saintliness among the servants of God." 

There were five more apparitions and оп 
Dec. 7, 1947 Our Lady promised to show her 
heart 

Much later, Pierina interpreted the title 
“Mystical Rose” as “Mary being the master 
teacher of the innermost, mystical life and 
the Mother of the mystical body of Christ.” In 
other words: she is the mother of the church. 

In 1964, Pope Paul VI confirmed the inter- 
pretation of Pierina as true and declared that 
the title "Rosa Mistica" be accorded Our La- 
dy 

Montichiari is now a place of pilgrimage. 
My friends Robert and Ruby Puckett were 
there on Dec. 8 last year and venerated the 
Rosa Mistica in her altar.

‘Years had passed since Uly last picked up а 
pawn. But with renewed enthusiasm, he ea- 
gerly indulged his son. 


Hearing impairment 

How did Marc learn ofa game called chess? 
His two brothers were over 10 years older 
than him, and һе knew practically no one out- 
sideof his family for one reason: He has bilat- 
eral atresia, a hearing impairment caused by 
the absence of ear canals. 

Looking after their son's interests, the overly 
protective parents had chosen to withdraw 
Marc from "normal" society for fear that he. 
might be taunted and ridiculed by insensitive. 
children. And so Marc learned to entertain 
himself, losing himself in books and computer 
games until he accidentally discovered a chess 
program in his mother Cynthia's Palm Pilot.

When Marc began beating his dad im 
chess—which he did in just a few ses- 
sions—he teasingly declared he had always 
won over the PDAs program.

‘The boy was simply too happy to be playing 
with a real person for the first time. 

But happiness was short-lived. A few days 
after father and son had taken up the game, 
Marc's dad had to leave for a two-month out- 
oftown assignment.

His mother chanced upon a group of young 
boys playing chess.

ICAN'T AFFORD to buy fancy 
slacks and blazers for my job 
interviews. I feel inferior to 
other job applicants who 
dress smartly. Perhaps, this 
adds to my low level of self- 
confidence and made me fail 
many job interviews. 

My friends and former 
classmates tell me that I 
should learn and invest in 
“power dressing.” Do you 
think it will help my chances 
of getting a job? Just what is 
“power dressing?” Can you 
give me some advice to im- 
prove my image and get a 
good career? 

Plain Clothes Girl 


Having a good career does 
not just require dressing 
smartly. There has to be 
more to a great career than 
just power dressing. As the 
opinionated Simon Cowell 
of “American Idol” fame 
would say, “People will do 
the strangest things just to 
hide the fact they are com- 
pletely and utterly 
talentless." 

1 agree with Simon com- 
pletely that one has to have 
talent. However, he also ad- 
mits that “when a woman 
walks in to audition, 1 might 
think, ‘God, she's ugly. " Be- 
fore one opens his or her 
mouth to talk, people are al- 
ready judging him or her in 
the first five seconds by the 
way he or she looks and mak- 
ing an opinion or impression 
in the next 20 or 30 seconds. 

Survival of the prettiest 

There are thousands of tal- 
ented people who cannot 
even get a foot in the door of 
great corporations because 
they don't know how to. Ev- 
ery day in this world, people 
are fighting not just a war for 
survival of the fittest—it's 
also a war for “survival of the 
prettiest.” 

Perhaps, it is unfair, but 
most people are highly vi- 
sual—they judge you by the 
way you look on the outside. 
When you go to a job inter- 
view, your appearance—not 
your talent.or dedication to 
duty—is the first to get по- 
ticed. In fact, many job ap- 
plicants never get to the in- 
terview stage because their 
resumés have unremarkable 
photos. I don't mean to be 
rude, but most human re- 
source managers are good 
trainers, not plastic surgeons. 
Therefore, they hire train- 
able people with basic good 
grooming and personality. 
Between equally qualified 
job applicants, the better- 
groomed gets an edge. 

I want to emphasize here

the importance of creating a 
successful image, whether 
you are looking for a job or 
wanting a promotion. To get 
my message across, I will 
choose to be rude this 
time—perhaps, just like 
Simon Cowell of "American 
Idol" or Douglas Nierras of 
“StarStruck.” 

In the corporate world, the 
people who get hired, get 
promoted, and get paid more 
are usually those who pay 
great attention to the way 
they dress and groom them- 
selves. Whether you like it or 
not, you are sending a strong 
personal statement with the 
way you dress. 

Brian Tracy said, “You tell 
others what you think of 
yourself, and you signal to 
others how they are to evalu- 
ate you and treat you. Since 
you dress yourself, you are 
responsible for whatever 
message you send.” 

Appropriate dressing 

But what is power dress- 
ing? It does not mean wear- 
ing expensive clothes or a 
dozen pieces of jewelry. It 
means dressing appropri 
ately so that you best project 
the image of success in 
whatever you do. In job in- 
terviews, wear business at- 
tire—not party dress or long 
gown or tuxedo, especially if 
you are applying for an entry 
level position. Some people 
tend to overdress in job in- 
terviews, too. Cora Doloroso 
suggests six to eight pieces of 
jewelry only for women job 
applicants. Remember «hat 
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Can ‘power dressing’ improve 
your image in job interviews? 


zazz—it was hard work and 
producing valuable results, 
too. 1 got regularized in 
three months and promoted 
in one year. 

My boss began to trust me 
with some of his own re- 
sponsibilities. Once, we 
were asked to present to the 
Division Managers (mostly 
Spaniards or mestizos, but 
all masters of the Hispanic 
language) the new appraisal 
system we designed for San 
Miguel. 1 dressed like one of 
them. One of the elderly di- 
vision heads kidded me be- 
fore the presentation, “You 
have the lowliest position in 
the company but you are 
able to gather these busy 
people two days in a row 
and listen to your presenta- 
tion.

Lasting impressions 

Power dressing makes you 
look more important, com- 
petent, credible and ca- 
pable. Even after San 
Miguel, 1 realized that my 
bosses always took pride. in 
tagging me along and intro- 
ducing me to key customers 
ог other executives in the 
industry. 

Here are a few more tips 
on creating lasting impres- 
sions through power dress- 
ing: 

* Look like a winner al- 
ways—everybody loves a 
winner. 

* Act as if you are a very 
important person. 

* Strive to appear like a 
person with a future.

‘Nasibak’

WORKPLACE lingo can sometimes be so graphic. Take, for 
example, “nasibak,” which means someone got sacked or 
fired. To say a worker just got “laid off" would imply that 
he lost his job without creating a splash, but to say “nasibak” 
would evoke images of heads rolling—the worker in all 
probability lost his job in a most traumatic way: his head 
was chopped off—he got the axe, so to speak. 

Normally, a worker gets the axe when he is unproductive, 
when he does not “produce good fruit” as today's Gospel so 
graphically describes. In the workplace, the minimum of “good 
fruit” one can produce is the output expected from him. Most 
workers can meet this minimum expectation, and as long as 
they can keep their record clean, it's good enough performance 
as far as employers are concerned. Going a step further, some 
workers do more than what their job descriptions require—and 
do it well besides, thus they produce “better fruit” for the com- 
pany. But whether we produce "good fruit" or “better fruit,” we 
cannot deny the fact that we all make mistakes every now and 
then, Occasionally we get sluggish (overate and drank like a fish 
at last night's party), or suffer mood swings (sometimes brought 
оп by domestic or relational problems outside of the workplace), 
which adversely affect our conduct on the job. We're just being 
human, we say. Fine, but—see the turning point here? See 
how we can use our mistakes to advantage? The turn hinges оп 
repentance, When we feel sorry for our wrongdoings and resolve 
to do better, hence, we restart on the road to productivity, to pro- 
ducing good—and better—fruit. We can now throw the axe 
into the fire.

AS AN EMPLOYER, 1 have met employees who would con- 
tritely ask pardon for the offenses they have committed at work. 
"These repentant workers would promise better behavior and 
work performance if given another chance. 1 would normally 
ask them, however, to show concrete signs of true repentance 
before 1 would grant their request. And I have observed that the 
truly repentant worker would work harder and show better 
performance and dedication in his work than he used to. 
This experience reminds me of Jesus asking for the same 
attitude and feeling of true repentance from everyone, in- 
cluding those in the workplace—both employers and em 
ployees, offenders and non-offenders at work--for after all, 
we all sin against God one way or another either in the work- 
place or in other areas of our life, Jesus warns us to “produce 
good fruit as evidence of your repentance” or else we “will be 
cut down and thrown into the fire.” What then could we 
show to God as “fruit and evidence” of our true repentance? 
Our work performance could be one way we show true 
repentance.

and Ricky are close, Rachy says, but poles 
apart in taste and temperament. 

As a Grade 7 student, Rachy would re- 
ligiously save his P25 weekly allowance 
and troop to Ermita to buy santos from 
antique dealers. “While everyone else 
collected GI Joes, I would buy broken 
pottery and santos with no heads or arms 
because they were cheap," he recalls. 

He scored one of his early finds, a set of 
Soong dynasty jarlets sold to him by an- 
other antique shopper for P10, during 
one of these weekly expeditions. 

His eye and collection gradually devel- 
oped through the years. From chipped 
china, he moved to paintings by Sanso 
and Joya, jade end even orchids while 
working on his degree in Business Eco- 
nomics at San Beda.

“Because 1 helped in organizing events 
at the old Aviary, [learned many things, 
from menu preparation to floral ar- 
rangements to relating with all kinds of 
people,” he says. “Best of all, I devel- 
oped the discipline of a working per- 
son.” 

It isa habit that he retains to this day. 
“He is very devoted to his craft,” says 
Penk. “His work is his life and his cre- 
ativity really shows through his work.” 

Design consultant 

A short stint as a design consultant 
fora floral company bridged the profes- 
sional gap between Ayala and the birth 
of Rachy at the Met retail store. The 906 
had rolled around, and he had found 
another home at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Manila. 

Amidst its hallowed halls, he turned 
local once again and used the humble 
palay (unhusked rice) as his store's lo- 
go. Palay, he says, symbolizes prosper- 
ity and blessings. And for six years, his 
store weathered retail seasons despite 
slow museum traffic. 

One good thing about his Met stint 
was that it gave him the opportunity to 
explore his introspective side through 
his one-man show, titled “Journeast,” а 
75-piece abstract painting exhibition. 

When the millennium arrived, how- 
ever, his creative juices went on over- 
drive. In 2001, he came up with a jew- 
eiry collection in capiz and silver. For 
the Centennial, he researched and 
recreated the Aguinaldo shrine in 
Cavite from a hundred years back, craft- 
ed silk flowers and drenched them in 
sampaguita scent to make them last the 
week-long celebration. That Christmas, 
he worked with Unilever to create the 
biggest belen in Luneta. This time, he 
put the parol in the spotlight. 

He also launched the Rachy Cuna 
Cup, an annual award given to young 
and upcoming floral designers that 
same year as a way “to give back to so- 
ciery” 

In 2002, he came up with an exclu- 
sive bag collection that once again 
melded the East and West—a clutch 


with Chinese prosperity coins, and cylin- 
drical-shaped bags names like 
“Wealth” and “Oriental Bliss.” 

А year later, he went back to jewelry 
design, this time working pieces out of 
semi-precious stones. 

In between, he continues to indulge in 
his fascination for the Oriental through 
active involvement in the Association for 
Philippine-China Understanding (АРСО) 
where he is vice-chairman. 

Like a sunburst at high noon, Rachy 
continues to radiate with countless ideas 
and to find outlets for his varied inter- 
ests. To critics who have panned his 
“jack-oFall-trades-master-of none” ef- 
forts, he says, “Tm just happy to have the 
luxury to do things that 1 enjoy.” 

Commissioned projects and seminars 
aside, Rachy—whose favorite express- 
sion is “dearest'—is just that to friends 
and staff. A close female friend tells us of 
his staff's fierce loyalty. “He even takes 
them with him on his trips abroad,” she 
says. 

Makeover 

For her part, Penk recalls the time 
Rachy gave her a makeover. “About а 
year ago 1 had a function to attend, and 
he sent his driver and brought me to his 
stylist at Emphasis salon for a long 
promised makeover” she recalls. “Not 
content with the new look, he even got 
me a Criselda Lonrok outfit and jewelry 
to use and wouldn't take a cent from 
me.” 

These days, Rachy is working on an- 
other makeover. This time, however, he 
has been put го task as a visual consul- 
tant for a large department store. Al- 
though he is mum on the details, he is 
hoping to unveil the store'sinew look by 
next year. He is also busy working on 
pieces for a sculpture show also in 
2005. 

Meantime, at the starely Zamora 
home, curtains find a second life as a 
tablecloth, and round mirrors on the din- 
ing table reflect the antique glass chah- 
delier in the dining room. Ас home and 
beyond, the creativity doesn't stop.

-shares his insights on what we 


can expect in the next four years 


of the Bush administration, and 
what he does when he's not 
a А 


worrying about terrorism 


and world peace 


IM: You have just returned from Mindanao. How do 
you assess the palitical, economic and social situation 
over there? 

Ricciardone (R): Quite a dramatic change for the 
better since my first visits in 2002. When I first visited 
Basilan, 1 saw classroom huts not far outside Maluso 
destroyed by the Abu Sayyaf terrorists, at which teach- 
ers had been murdered. 

But on my most recent visit last month with USAID 
Administrator Andrew Natsios, I visited the national 
high school at Isabela, where USAID is working in 
partnership with the school, its parent-teacher group, 
and the Ayala Foundation in the CLIC (“Computer Lit- 
eracy and Internet Connection”) Program. CLIC had 
set up numerous computers for the students and teach- 
ers and trained them to use the Internet as a teaching 
resource. Just think: kids and teachers in Isabela right 
now may be reading these words on their desktop 
computers in Basilan. Two years ago, they would never 
have seen your work or even know that it exists. 

In Maluso and Isabela, the communities, with US- 
AID assistance under our small and medium scale in- 
frastructure program, are nearing completion on RO- 
RO (roll-on roll-of) terminals, to further link up Basi- 
lan to the national economy. Seaweed farming is 
booming. Our driver in Isabela proudly pointed out the 
first Jollibee to open in Basilan—in which he had in- 
vested using his own increased earnings! 

1 was also pleased but not very surprised that Chris- 
tian women leaders of one NGO in Basilan waxed elo- 
quent about the new security and stability on their is- 
land. What did surprise me was their compassion for 
the wives and children left behind by the Abu Sayyaf 
males, who had either fled, gone to prison, or been 
killed. These Christians were dismayed over reports 
that a powerful local Muslim politician was compelling 
Abu Sayyaf families to sell off their lands to him below 
its value. Now that’s a dramatic turn-around. 

SIM: What can the citizens of Manila do together 
with the people of Mindanao to generate more re- 
spect for each other's culture and point of view? 

R: Support education! Do everything imaginable to 
support public and widely-accessible private education 
before itis too late. Raise revenues. Prosecute those re- 
sponsible for the unconscionable corruption that de- 
prives teachers and kids of quality textbooks. Volun- 
teer. Raise funds and donate to charitable foundations 
that have a proven record for improving access to qual- 
ity education beyond the fine education available to 
the privileged elite. Of course as a former teacher and 
a parent, I am biased in favor of the power of educa- 
tion. It may be "soft power,” but it is the most effective 
power for citizens to take charge of their lives and their 
‘communities and their country. 

Our Mission here has been especially proud to sup 
port an initiative by House Speaker de Venecia to bring 
young university graduates from Mindanao to work 
"with members of the House as interns. 

And why not establish Internships in businesses and 
local government in Mindanao for young people from 
Luzon and the Visayas? The American Peace Corps Vol- 
unteers (not all of them young) who are experiencing 
precisely such internship-like programs all return to 
the US feeling that they have learned far more than 
they purport to teach in their local Filipino communi- 
ties, DFA USEC Edsel Custodio tells me he is promoting 
such an internal Peace Corps model for the Philip- 
pines: other Filipinos, гоо, have told me they are think- 
ing such thoughts. 

SIM: In what ways can the U.S. help with the peace 
process in Mindanao? 

R: I see three principal ways: economic development 
assistance, political support, and security assistance: 

1 believe our USAID development assistance pro- 
grams are making a real difference in Mindanao. 1 
commend to you for example the 30-minute TV doc- 
umentary, “Arms to Farms,” reporting how we have 
worked with local communities to help 25,000 former 
MNLF combatants develop good livelihood through 
the farming of seaweed, fish, corn, and rice, Other pro- 
grams we support also seem to be helping spread 
peaceful conditions-though they also require a mod- 
icum of peace to get underway. Microfinance projects. 
Well-family clinics run by competent, caring nurse- 
widwives who are also keen businesswomen and ed- 
ucators in family planning options. Environmental 
management projects. CLIC and other education pro- 
jects. 

As the White House announced in May 2003, we al- 
зо stand ready to contribute to the political dynamics 


of the peace process, to the extent all 
parties welcome us to do so, through 
the expertise of the United States Insti- 
tute of Peace. USIP has worldwide ex- 
perience in conflict resolution, and its 
experts can share the lessons learned 
the hard way from other conflicts. Later 
this month, for example, the USIP is 
sponsoring the visit of a distinguished 
soldier-statesman, retired General An- 
thony Zinni, who has incomparable ex- 
pertise in international peace! ing 
and monitoring operations. The USIP 
can offer other assistance as well, like 
support in comparative research on 
such thorny issues as ancestral domain. 
But we don't seek to intrude in any me- 
diation role, or otherwise interfere in a 
political process that seems to be get- 
ting more seriously underway. 

Finally, security assistance is no less 
important a contribution. In the past 
three years, we have stepped up sup- 
port both to the AFP and the PNP and 
other law enforcement authorities in- 
cluding the Coast Guard and the Justice 
department to strengthen the rule of 
law against terrorists and other crimi- 
nal elements from Luzon to Mindanao. 
SIM: The MILF themselves want the 
US involved in the peace process but 
the Malaysians don't. Is there a way 
the US can resolve the impasse? 

R: I honestly don't see any impasse, as 
both the US Government and the inde- 
pendent USIP will respectfully become 
involved in the peace process only іп 
the ways and to the extent that the par- 
Чез to the conflict may welcome us to 
do so. Likewise, we fully respect 
Malaysia's very constructive role over 
many years in working for ‘peace be- 
tween the MILF and the national gov- 
ernment, and we certainly do not seek 


to intrude on or supplant their success- 
ful and promising work in any way. 
SIM: Some Generals claim there are 
two Jemaah Islamiyah (terrorist) 
camps in Mindanao but the President 
and top defense officials do not seem 
to be overly concerned. Now that the 
MILF has agreed to have the area in- 
spected, would you know what the 
status of these camps is? 
really do not have a good sense of 

the numbers of Jemaah Islamiya people 
in the Philippines, or where they are lo- 
cated. 1 suspect there is much overlap in 
the identity of JI people with others, 
like the Abu Sayyaf, and perhaps ele- 
ments of the MILE, who ignorantly and 
even blasphemously pervert one of the 
world's great divine faiths as they claim 
religious justification for murdering 
people and taking hostages. 
SIM: The Council of Foreign Relations 
in a special study states that madaris 
(Islamic) schools in Mindanao do not 
prepare their students for gainful em- 
ployment because they teach mainly 
religious subjects. Students cannot 
therefore compete for mainstream 
jobs or qualify for university. Is the U.S. 
helping prepare a more secular cur- 
riculum as a companion to the reli- 
gious one? 
R: I think local people and national ed- 
ucational establishments, not foreign- 
ers like us, should decide the content of 
what their children should be taught. IF 
they want our research or other assis- 
tance, we'd be glad to consider any re- 
quests. I have heard from some teachers 
in our teacher training seminars of their. 
great interest in developing their own 
teaching materials. 

(Writer's note: Indeed, according to 
USAID Education Advisor Dr. Thomas 


Kral, less than half of about 700 madaris 
in the country offer education in subjects 
other than religious instruction and Ara- 
bic language. But efforts to change the 
situation are being made as DepEd na- 
tional and DepEd ARMM attempt to pro- 
duce public school materials that recog- 
nize Muslim values while expanding their 
curricula in Math, Science and English.) 
SIM: Most Filipinos are concerned 
about corruption. One reads about 
the money laundering act and the 
.8.% concern over terrorist money. 
Has the Philippine government specif- 
ically asked for help with respect ta 
persons who may be guilty of money 
laundering оғ amassing hidden 
wealth? 
R: We have been working closely with 
the Philippine government at йз re- 
quest, to strengthen legal protections 
against money laundering since at least 
2001, when it passed an important An- 
опеу Laundering Act (AMLA).

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The hectic, multifaceted life of writer Tara FT Sering exemplifies the kind of 


crazy-quilt backstory that fuels her hip, energetic passion for creativity 


ARA FT Sering (the “F” in her name stands 
lor February, the month when she was born), 
the local best-selling writer and editor of “chick 
tit,” has a confession to make. “Pm single right 


now and I'm not really dating,” she says. 

This revelation might come as a surprise to fans of her 
books, since its main themes are mostly about falling in 
love and finding “the one.” In "Getting Better,” the hero- 
ine Karen breaks up with her asshole boyfriend and 
ends up with her good friend Bert. In “Almost Married,” 
Karen tries to figure out if she's ready to take the 
plunge. 

But unlike her female heroine who is bold, outgoing 
and very much sexually aware, 29-year-old Tara is al- 
most the complete opposite. She is shy, unassuming and 
self-conscious. She emphasizes that the characters in 
her books are not necessarily autobiographical. “Some 
„„о{ the characters are based on one person but a lot of 
them are a mix of friends, my sisters, my relatives, and a 
bit of myself. Its fiction, fiction, fiction!” she says with a 
laugh, 

Even if Tara says that the characters of the books are 
an imaginary concoction, the two books “Getting Bet- 
ter" and "Almost Married,” along with the other book ti- 
tles published by Summit Books where Tara is editor, are 
bestsellers. More than 10,000 copies per title have been 
sold, no mean feat for books published locally. “The 
popularity of these books rests on their accessibility. 1 
think ‘chick li is successful because it has long been ne- 
glected,” Tara says. 

‘The books are successful because the U.K. originated 
concept of “chick lit" has been adapted to the Filipina 
palate. Tara's first book, “Getting Better,” was initially 
given as a complimentary copy along with an issue of 
Cosmopolitan Magazine Philippines in 2002'to test the 
waters. The unprecedented move was a risk that paid 
off. 

Living her dream 

There is no doubt that Tara loves what she does. It is 
obvious in the way she talks about her job. “I feel that 
I'm not wasting my time, especially now that feedback is 
instantaneous. I feel like I'm in the right industry. Pm 
doing something right because it's appreciated by a lot 
of people. The audience із my age group, and it's a big 
thing for me because I know this age group more than 
anyone,” she says. 

Тага discovered her love for writing stories when she 
was 15. At that time, her mother brought home a type- 
writer and she happily click-clacked on the keys while 
dreaming up stories, "Tve always wanted to become а 
writer. I never promised my parents when I was five thar 


someday I'd become a lawyer or a doc- 
tor. But if wasn't writing, I would prob- 
ably be an interior designer or a packag- 
ing designer,” she says. “If studying for 
something wasn't a consideration, Pd 
probably be a scientist. Also Td like to 
be a traveler, but 1 don't know if 1 can 
make money that way or if that's even а 
job if there's no writing or photography 
involved," she says. 

After finishing her degree in litera- 
ture at De La Salle University in Taft, 
Tara started off їп public relations, be- 
fore becoming a researcher at the Uni- 
versity of the Philippines, and then 
press officer for Lynonnaise des Eau 

In 2000, she became managing editor 
of Cosmopolitan Philippines and conse- 
quently the associa 
Her move to Sum 
of Summit Media, in 2003 as editor in 
charge of developing and producing 
book tirles has been equally successful. 

Aside from her two bestsellers, Tara's 
other published work is quite impres- 
sive. She wrore “All the Right Moves,” a 
novel for young adults published by 
Адата House, which has a choose- 
your-own-adventure concept. 

Tara has also published short stories 
and essays. These have appeared in the 
University of the Philippines “Likhaan: 
Best of Poetry & Fiction" for four consec- 
utive years, from 1997 to 2001, and in 
“Creative Nonfiction: A Readers 
Guide." Her work has also been anthol- 
ogized in “Babaylan: Fiction and Poetry 
by Filipino and Filipino-American Writ- 
ers" published by Aunt Lute Books in 
San Francisco, California. Her collec- 
tion of short stories, "Reconnaissance," 
published by the UP Press, has also re- 
ceived good reviews. 

She is a veteran of prestigious writing 
workshops, like the National Writers 
Workshop in Dumaguete and the UP 
Writers’ Workshop. Her novel, "Almost 
Married," won the Philippine National 
Book Award in 2003. 

Interestingly enough, though Tara is 
well known for her books about modern 
women, her literary influences are 


mostly male. Her strongest literary in- 
fluence, she says, was former teacher 
Gregorio Brilliantes, with whom her 
writing style has been compared. Aside 
from him, she also looks up to John Up- 
dike, John Cheever, E Scott Fitzerald, 
Gemino Abad and Е.М. Forster. Among 
the women writers, she mentions Toni 
Morrison, Elizabeth McCracken, Anne 
Tyler and Bharati Mukherjee as influ- 
ences. 

Tara sees writing as а discipline and 
not something that is dependent on 
mood, although she confesses that writ- 
ing for her comes in spurts. “I'd go on 
for days revising an opening paragraph 
over and over, and then dropping the 
whole thing for a couple more days, be- 
fore I get into a writing fit. I won't stop 
until the carpal tunnel thing becomes a 
real risk and my eye bags are pouches. I 
can usually go for two days straight and 
then I crash. I still can't seem to accept 
that Tm not young na and that these 
thesis-night writing runs are more phys- 
ically challenging,” she says. 

Varied interests 

‘Tara and her three other siblings are 
all artistically inclined, despite the fact 
that her mom runs a business and her 
dad is a lawyer. Her older sister is also a 
writer, her younger brother а photogra- 
pher, and her younger sister a painter. It 
is a running joke among the siblings 
that her mom is their patron in thei 
artistic pursuits. 

Tara's interests are not limited to 
writing, however. Apart from writing 
she cites travel, cooking and mixing 
cocktails as passions. "1 like cooking but 
Ican't seem to follow a recipe if my life 
depended on it. I'm not a consistently 
happy eater so I'm not always hunting 
for great food like many of my friends, 
but the whole process of preparing food 

ез me a therapeutic high." 

Tera also likes watching movies. “I 
like most kinds except for the doomsday 
and city-wreck types. It's too stressful 
for me.” She has also recently discov- 
ered Asian movies. “My friend Paolo 
Manalo is my Asian movie coach and 


recommends really fabulous movies, 
from Wong Kar Wai films to Steven 
Chow flicks, to Pinoy movies. 'm proud 
to say that I discovered my fave Pinoy 
movie on my own, ‘May Minamahal" by 
Joey Reyes.” 

Тага says that she has the habit of 
“forever picking up brochures or flyers 
or business cards for dance classes and 
craft lessons,” but never really signing 
up for them, She also enjoys hanging 
out in coffee shops even without a book, 
аз doing this can bring on serious philo- 
sophical and political discussions. 


Personal relationships 

It is inevitable that Tara be asked 
about her take on personal relation- 
ships. After all, this is the main theme of 
the books that made her popular as a 
writer and readers consider her an au- 
thority of some sort, “I used to have very 
curand-dried opinions on what rela- 
tionships should and shouldn't be, but I 
find now that I'm about to turn 30 that T 
know very little. Things that happen in 
my personal life and in the lives of peo- 
ple I know, like siblings and friends, al- 
ways constantly destroy my precon- 
ceived notions." 

At the moment, she is single. “Tm not 
very good at meeting people on pre-ar- 
ranged dates by friends. 1 feel more 
comfortable slowly realizing that t enjoy 
the company of this person maybe two 
hours into a conversation but once I do, 
Tm very madaldal. 

“I have a personal motto 1 try to live 
by, which is to regret nothing, although 
Ido of course regret some. But my goal 
is to reach a point where my choices 
won't make me regret anything, Thats 
coupled with being true to myself at 
whatever 1 do, although thats not al- 
ways the case either. But 1 find a lot of 
satisfaction in trying to be the things 1 
want to be.” 

And with all the good things that 
have been happening to her lately, Tara 
has more than enough reason to be sat- 
istied.

There will be so much pain when a beloved pet's short life ends, but 


it's a risk you take for the privilege of being touched by these 


VE you ever had to bury a dog you loved very 
much? It must be one of the most heartbreaking 
ordeals possible, seeing a pet who once sprang to 
life at the mere sound of your voice, now a lifeless 
weight being lowered into the earth, never to jump 


into your arms again. 

On September 15, 2002, in a special animal issue of SIM, 
1 wrote about my Belgian Malinois, Muffin, and how she 
had been my salvation with a wet nose, a pet who, by simply 
being herself, helped me on the road to recovery from clin- 
ical depression. If she hadn't already arrived, a year-and-a- 
half old, with that name, 1 would have called her Prozac. 
And in our four wonderful years together, she brought more 
happiness into my life than every feel-good drug in this 
world possibly could. 

Last November 30, after a vigil at her vers and her day- 
long battle with a sudden infection that sent her into spasms 
and fatally raised her body temperature, Muffin died at 4 in 
the morning, 25 days before her sixth birthday on Christmas 
Day. We buried her under a santol tree in our garden in my 
prized silk malong from Marawi, and she wore her favorite 
red collar and heart-shaped tag. I also sent with her a rosary, 
a face towel of my mom's, a scarf my kuya gave her, her fa- 
vorite ball, her toothbrush, the mitt brush she loved to have 
smoothed over her fur, a picture of me with her and my ted- 
dy bear Dick, and three of her favorite rawhide stick. snacks, 
all wrapped in a tubao I used to tie around her neck. My 
kuya, who gave Muffin to me four-and-a-half years ago as а 
gift, was there to help shovel the earth over her body. He 
was my tower of strength when I almost couldn't let my ba- 
by go. He is engraving a small stone with Muffin's epi- 
taph—"Life was short but sweet.” 

1 am profoundly heartbroken and devastated by her 
death. She was the little star of my life, my unconditional 
lover and cuddly best friend, with whom I could communi- 
cate without words, and who returned every bit of the fierce 
love I gave her tenfold. I still cannot fathom the idea of com- 
ing home and not seeing her brown eyes light up to wel- 
come me, or not having her wet nose poke my hand as my 
alarm rings to signal our daily morning walk. 1 stumble 
through the part of the house I shared with her and my 
mother, and am bombarded with signs of her contented 
life—her food bowl in the corner, her after-bath moisturiz- 
ing oil, the lemon yellow raincoat 1 bought her in Canada to 
wear during drizaly walks (and which always stopped 
school children in their tracks, as they squealed with glee at 
the sight). I see her leash, her dog food, her bed, her nail 
clipper: I cannot shift my gaze from one part of my home to

another without having my heart torn into even smaller pieces 
than I had ever thought possible. 

Yer, as my mother and 1 sit, bonded by grief, I make my ar- 
gument for someday, somehow, having another dog in this 
house. Muffin is irreplaceable, that is the truth: there will пеу- 
er be another dog like her in this world, and in our lives. But 
hopefully, another dog will one day bring her own unique 
brand of delight into our days. As our already tired hearts go 
through the wringer again, we agree that the agony is a small 
price to pay for the experience of loving and being loved by a 
dog. There will be so much pain when a beloved pet's short life 
ends, but it's a risk you take for the privilege of being touched 
by these gentlest and most faithful of God's creatures. 

1remember Muffin through my tears, and I cannot stop giv- 
ing thanks that she was in my life. After she died, 1 texted 
friends who knew her, asking for prayers and reminding them 
of three valuable lessons Muffin taught me. First, she lived 


gentlest and most faithful of God's creatures 


completely in the moment. The sight of her waiting for a 
treat or warming up for our wrestling sessions was price- 
less—all focus, enthusiasm and openness. Even in my yoga 
practice, where being in the moment is key, I cannot hold a 
candle to my dog's gift for being totally immersed in the here 
and now. 

Second, she loved, and never hesitated to show it. One 
vigorous wag of Muffin's tail, and I knew she was glad to see 
me, and that I was the most important thing in her life, Yes, 
no matter how bad my day was or how nasty I was getting. 

nally, she taught me the simplest but most life-changing 
lessons on forgiveness. 1 would snap at her on bad days, ig- 
nore her, even push her away, and she remained undaunted. 
She would come back, offering the same acceptance and un- 
derstanding in a wriggling 54-Ib package of sheer empathy. 
How bad a person, I'd think, could I possibly be if 1 am per- 
fection in this wonderful animal's eyes? 

I drew immense comfort from the words of friends who 
knew how 1 had moved heaven and earth to make my dog 
happy. “You gave her a wonderful life here,” a friend told me. 
“She must be bragging about it now in dog heaven to other 
dogs who weren't so lucky.” Only four years together, I said, 
but among the best years of my—and Muffin's--life. She 
was an angel who came, fixed me up, and left when she felt 
her job was done and I had reached my 40th year with min- 
imal damage. 

She even died with the utmost consideration. After I spent 
a whole night stroking her and wiping up her mess, she 
looked at me softly, and her breath became slow and peace- 
ful, like she was asleep. I nodded off to sleep myself for a 
couple of minutes, only to wake up with a start and find her 
gone. It was a quiet exit that happened when I wasn't look- 
ing, and my dearest friends say it was probably because she 
didn't want me bawling over her dying breath. 

Oh, how I will mourn her. But I promised Muffin I would 
never let grief defeat me as it did in the past. I will be happy 
again, and I will not let the gift of joy she put back in my life 
ever go to waste 

That's why I know there is a dog heaven. If you're one of 
those people who believe animals just wither away and turn 
то dust, forever lost, please think again. Where could all that 
goodness and beauty have come from? 

Топсе read that whenever God is disappointed in man, He 
calls home a dog to remind him that love still truly does ex- 
ist. Well, God must be a believer again if he's jammin' with 
my baby in that pet playground in the sky. 

Muffins gift could only have come from a wonderful 
place. And wherever that place may be, 1 know that's where. 
my dog has finally gone home. 

Godspeed, baby. Mommy will never forget.

On the night of Nov. 29, at around 
7 pan, Father Cha, together with 
‘working student Dionisio Cadungod, 
rushed to Barangay Pilaway in Infan- 
ta to urge residents to leave their 
homes. He took people aboard a vehi- 
de. and brought them to safer 
ground. 

Despite rising floodwaters, Ра- 
ther Cha insisted on going back to 
the site to save more people. He 
tied a rope around himself and then 
flung the other end of the rope over 
the electric wires that led to an 
electric post. This way, he thought, 
he could safely reach out to еуас- 
uees while being attached to the 
wires which were high above the 
waters. 

Suddenly, a mighty wall of water 
carrying mud, rocks and logs came 
crashing down. The logs toppled the 
post and smashed everything and ev- 
eryone in their way. 

Father Cha and Dionisio were bad- 
Iyhitand tried to hang on to each oth- 
ег in the swirling waters. Faint and 
‘weak, the priest told Dionisio, "Hold 
оп and save yourself; I cannot save 
you? 


God's will 

Although battered and muddied, 
Dionisio survived. He walked back 
to the convent and broke the bad 
news. 

Hours later, Father Cha was 
found—still tied to the rope but life- 
less. He was among the hundreds 
who lost their lives in Infanta, Real, 
Nakar and Dingalan towns and other 
places that went under. 

When his friends in the prela- 
ture, Fr. Mario Raphael M. Castillo 
and Rev. Mario Van Loon, heard 
what happened, they both ex- 
pressed sadness: "His death was а 
great loss to all of us. When any 
priest was in crisis, Father Cha was 
there to help.” 

On Saturday, his body was airlift- 
ed from Infanta to Manila by an Air 


Force Huey helicopter. It lies at the 
Mount Carmel Shrine in Quezon 
City, now a hub of relief operations, 
and will be flown today to Mid- 


sayap, Cotabato, where his family 
resides. 

“We have accepted his fate,” his 
brother Frank said. "Ies God's will 
that his life ended that way. It was his 
‘way of helping the poor and the 
needy.” 

Father Cha would have celebrated 
his 18th anniversary іп the priest- 
hood on Dec. 2 if it were not for the 
tragedy. 


Priesthood or bust 

Born in September 1956 in Ca- 
gayan de Oro City, he was the third of 
eight children. His late father Bernar- 
do served in the US Army during 
World War II and later as a soldier in 
the Philippine Armed Forces. His 
mother was a public school teacher. 

"He was set on becoming a priest,” 
older sister Bernardita recalled. 

Cha. attended the Notre Dame 
Seminary in Cotabato and later the 
Regional Major Seminary in Davao 
City. This was the martial law period 
and activism was strong even in the 
seminary confines. 

His batch spoke out too loudly in 
defense of a batch ahead of them. To 
make а long story short, his group 
was asked to leave. Some were taken 
back ater. 


Church of the poor 

infanta beckoned to Cha. He want- 
ed to become a diocesan priest. He 
went to see Bishop Julio Labayen, 
head of the new prelature of Infanta. 
Labayen was an outspoken critic of 
martial rule and a strong advocate of 
the "church of the poor” 

Cha was admitted to the St. 
Alphonsus Liguori Seminary in Luce- 
па, Quezon. He was ordained in 1986 
in St. Patrick Parish in Dingalan. 

Why Dingalan? “We wanted the 
people, the church of the poor, in far- 
flung areas to witness this kind of oc- 
casion,” explained Labayen, who did 
the honors. 


“Oh, I ordained him,” the bishop 
said with both pride and sadness. "He. 
was among those whose hearts were 
on fire for the poor” 

Cha's first three-year assignment 
was in Burdeos on wind-swept Polillo 
Island. It was a difficult assignment 
buthe was up to the challenge. 

Fr Edwin Agapay, now head of the 
formation house in Quezon City for 
seminarians of the Infanta prelature, 
stayed with him for some time after 
the former asked for a transfer from 
the wealthy Manila archdiocese to 
the poor prelature. 


Guns and spirituality 

"Father Cha always had this wel- 
coming attitude,” said Agapay. "I nev- 
er felt 1 was new. He loved to tell and 
listen to stories. He never thought of 
leaving this prelature. He wanted to 
die in Infanta.” 

His next assignment was in Casigu- 
ran, Aurore, where he was parish 
priest for 10 years. 

1n 1999, he enrolled at the Univer- 
sity of the Philippines Los Baños Юга 
masters degree in management. AF 
ter he finished the course in 2001, 
Bishop Labayen appointed him chan- 
cellor and oeconomus. 

Unknown to many Father Cha 
owned a gun and was a member of a 
gun club. 

“Heloved to shoot," Agapay said. It 
was also to protect himself, Bishop 
Tirona revealed. 

He was worried about some ille- 
gal loggers going after him. Al- 
though not an overt environmental 
activist, the priest knew what was 
going on. 

In his last moments, his true nature 
and spirituality shone through. 

“His last moments spoke of who he 
really was,” said Franciscan Fr. Pete 
Montallana who saw the priests 
muddied body being laid out.

BAGUIO CITY—Images of anguished faces 
glowering in rage and of families distraught 
by the presence of the military have been put 
‘on canvass and in song to benefit typhoon and 
human rights victims. 

‘These are portraits, multimedia installa- 
tions and albums that Baguio activists and 
artists hope to sell in an “art-for-food” benefit 
show launched on Sunday by filmmaker Kid- 
lat Tahimik and by artists belonging to the 
Dap-ayan ti Kultura iti Kordilyera (DKK). 

Mayor Braulio Yaranon inaugurated "Liwii- 
wa para iti Kappia” (Celebration for Peace) at 
the Victor Oteyza Community Art Space (Vo- 
cas) here to celebrate International Human 
Rights Day on Dec. 10. 

‘He cut through a thick strand of barbed wire, 
which served as a ceremonial ribbon, to estab- 
lish a “genuine human rights celebration.” 

Tahimik also raised a multimedia installa- 
tion celebrating the centennial of the 1904 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, more popu- 
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Baguio artists showcase victims’ pain 


larly known as the St. Louis World's Fair, 
where indigenous Filipinos, including Igorots, 
were made to perform as living exhibits. 

Often criticized as the first documented 
case of racial abuse by the United States of the 
inhabitants of its colonies, the St. Louis Fair 
became the chronological root of Tahimik’s 
documentation of human rights violations 
against Filipinos that still plague the country. 

“Human rights is very apt (for this occa 
sion). It has both aesthetics and political 
meaning in our country that need (to be) 
reawakened,” Tahimik said. 

But the show was not initially designed to 
be a benefit exhibit, said Pio Verzola, execu- 
tive director of the Northern Media Informa- 
tion Network, which produced Liwliwa. 

Verzolasaid militants needed to translate their 
feelings and philosophies into art pieces because 
their slogans and marches had tumed people off 

Art, hesaid, helps illustrate issues to people 
who would otherwise dismiss groups like 
DKK as “Leftists” or “communists.” 

+ Verzola said the recent natural and man- 
made disasters that hit the country convinced 


the groups that raising funds for victims, and 
launching an education campaign, might be a 
step in the right direction after all. 

Myke Sotero, DKK secretary general, said 
the Baguio-based artists were heartbroken by 
the tales of striking sugarcane workers in Ha- 
enda Luisita in Tarlac. At least seven people, 
most of them hacienda workers, were killed 
ina violent dispersal on Nov. 16. 

‘Their art pieces share this human grief.” 

Sotero's “Hacienda Golgotha” and 
“Obrero” feature screaming heads painted 
against a golden backdrop of clear skies and a 
grim scarlet of pain. 

Duday Maranan painted a sea of faceless 
pedestrians rushing by a bearded sharp-eyed 
man she called “Taong Grasa.” 

Aside from Tahimik, top Baguio artists like 
Tommy Hafalla,- Kigao Rosimo, Damay 
Demetillo, Bobby Acosta and Jordan Man- 
gosan donated pieces to the fund drive.

MOSUL, Iraq--A wave of attacks including 
car bombings here and in Baghdad have left 
over 40 people dead in Iraq, as the UN's top 
advisor for the country said the current cli- 
mate of insecurity makes holding landmark 
elections in January impossible. 

The Patriotic Union of Kurdistan's chief in 
Mosul, Saad Pira, told AFP that 17 Kurdish mili- 
tiamen were killed and more than 40 wounded 
when a suicide car bomber rammed their con- 
voy as they were traveling through the Karama 

iborhood of Mosul Saturday afternoon. 
Opel car slammed into the convoy and 
exploded against the minibuses, two of which 
were totally gutted by fire,” Pira said. 

The US military said that two of its soldiers 
were also killed in Mosul on Saturday when 
their patrol came under attack, without pro- 
viding further details. 

Mosul, Iraq's third largest city is rife with eth- 
nic tension between its Kurdish and Arab com- 
munities. After Iraqi president Saddam Hussein 
fell from power in 2003, Kurdish political parties 
setup offices there, guarded by peshmergas.

The problem is, Nograles, Arroyo and most other con- 
gressmen define being answerable in another way. We do 
not mean to be facetious, but if the pork barrel is truly the 
answer, what in heaven's name is the question? 
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WHAT the people of Rodriguez (Montalban) 
feared and warned about has become a reality. 
For more than six years, they have repeatedly 
been warning of flash floods and landslides be- 
cause of rampant quarrying in their municipality 
and in the neighboring town of San Mateo, But 
nobody listened to them. Now they have been 
proven correct. But at what cost? A number of 
people died, hundreds of homes were destroyed, 
‘swamped by the floods brought by the storms. 

‘While the floods and landslides in Aurora, 
Quezon, and Nueva Ecija were caused by Ше- 
gal logging, those in Rodriguez and Marikina 
‘were caused by quarrying. 

The people of Rodriguez, led by Dr. Pastor 
Cruz, have been urging for years to stop the 
quarrying. They were guests a few times at the 
Kapihan sa Manila where they repeated their 
urgent calls. But national and local officials, 
from the President down, didn't listen. 

In the Aug. 16, 1998 issue of the INQUIRER, 
this column commented that while President 
Estrada sent Environment Secretary Antonio 
Cerilles to far-off Siquijor in the Visayas to in- 
vestigate complaints of quarrying there, his ad- 
ministration was not doing anything to stop 
the quarrying in Rodriguez and San Mateo, 
both of which are only an hour's drive from the 
central office of the Department of Environ- 
‘ment and Natural Resources in Metro Manila 

T wrote then: “Experts have reported that 
the quarrying of gravel from the foot of the 
mountains has triggered soil erosion and that 
during heavy rains, the communities below 
them would be swamped with mud and water. 

“A report by the Bureau of Soils and Water 
Management (BSWM) said: When the rainy 
season comes, massive siltation of rivers and 
other tributaries are expected. Worst, these en- 
suing phenomena are expected to create а 
damming effect on the upstream areas which 
will eventually lead to flash floods that will 
devastate lives and properties in the low-lying 
areas’ The report specifically pointed to resi- 
dents of Montalban, Marikina and Pasig as po- 
tential casualties. 

“The residents of Montalban have com- 


LAST Wednesday, we woke up violently to the 
news that the parish priest of Infanta had 
drowned in the floods. The parish priest of In- 
fanta is my brother-in-law, my wife's brother, 
Francisco, whom everyone calls Father Boy. 
The last time we were in Infanta was in April 
when he was installed as that town's parish 
priest. It was a summer's day, the sun fretted 
and gave the beach—where we repaired to af- 
terwards—a shimmering glow. The sense of 
warmth was enlivened in no small way by folk 
taking liberal swigs of fiery lambanog in the 
makeshift huts underneath the coconut trees. 

The news about Father Boy was wrong, but 
the real news was no less tragic. A priest did 
die in the flood. He was Fr. Charlito Colen- 
dres, the chancellor of the Prelature of Infanta 
for the last two years. Father Cha's heroism 
was recounted and extolled in the INQUIRER 
last week. He had tied one end of a rope to a 
tree and had thrown the other end to people 
caught in a flash flood when he himself was 
swept away by the rampaging water. The sur- 
Vivors would later remark that Father Cha 
died on the very day we celebrate National 
Heroes Рау. But it was no great comfort to his 
folks, who waited at Mr. Carmel for days for 
his body to be airlifted to Manila. No chopper 
could land in Infanta at that time. The place 
teemed with knee-high mud and debris. 

1 know how a mudslide in Real looks like. 
We were there once in the early 1980s, and a 
storm had swirled there. When it cleared next 
day, а group of us headed home by bus. At the 
time, а trip to and from Real took anywhere 
from nine to 15 hours, depending on the 
Weather and the state of the bus, which was 
invariably decrepit. The road after Siniloan 
going to Real was rough and narrow, winding 
around the mountains. An hour after we left 
Real, we found our way blocked by a land- 
slide. The rains had loosened a part of the cliff 
beside the road. Rocks and branches lay half 
buried in the mud. Nothing could pass 
through, certainly nora bus. 

The bus could do nothing but turn back, the 
driver telling those who wished to go ahead 
there was only one way they could do so. That

According to documents 1 got, they sought the 
attention of then President Corazon C. Aquino 
during her incumbency.

President Macapagal-Arroyo, reacting to the 
recent tragedy that left hundreds of people 
dead and millions of pesos worth of crops and 
properties lost, has now suspended all logging 
operations in the country. What about quarry- 
ing? It is doing as much harm to the environ- 
ment as logging. 

This is what happens because of quarrying: 
Rocks and whole hillsides are blasted and 
ground into gravel which are sold for use in 
construction projects in Metro Manila. During 
the blasting, soil, stones and rocks are loos- 
ened. The rock-crushing sends soil and dust in- 
to the streams and rivers. The ensuing siltation 
makes these waterways shallower and narrow- 
ex reducing their holding capacity for water. 
Thus, during heavy rains, they overflow and 
inundate the surrounding areas. Worse, silta- 
tion has а “damming” effect on the water. 
When that "dam" breaks, a wall of water rush- 
es down and swamps the communities below. 
‘That was what happened during the storms. 


Death 
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was to walk several kilometers up to a clearing 
in the mountain where another bus waited. We 
did. My daughter Miranda was still a kid then 
and 1 carried her up on my shoulders while we 
trudged on slippery mud for what seemed like 
eternity. When the rain fell in a torrent, we 
took shelter among the huts that dotted the 
road intermittently. You could see the mud and 
rock and branches being washed down the 
road into the ravines. When we finally got to 
the clearing, 1 felt like 1 had gone through war. 

1 remembered that ordeal when 1 saw the 
footage on TV about what had happened to 
Real, infanta and Dingalan. And multiplied it 
a thousand times. What we went through was 
nothing compared to this. This was tragedy of 
indescribable proportions. For days on end, 1 
would hear keening on TY, from those who 
had lost home, hearth and loved ones. Bodies 
мете strewn everywhere, most of them chil- 
dren. One news crew fished out Christmas 
lights from the thick mud in Dingalan, driving 
home the full extent of the tragedy. Christmas 
В a season expressly reserved for chil- 
dren--indeed when all of Christendom sees 
the world through the eyes of a child again. 
Тһе bodies of the children were mangled and 
torn, like plastic dolls. They had been pum- 
meled by rock, earth and rolling logs. The logs 
lay everywhere too, incontrovertible evidence 
ofa heinous crime. 

My daughter, Miranda, who reported on 
Polilio, was awed by the devastation. Bodies 
had washed up to shore in that island, proba- 
bly coming all the way from Real, delivered 
there by the tides. There were precious few 
animals left in Polilio, which lay off Quezon, 
right on the Pacific Ocean. Left outside be- 
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When will our officials open their eyes? Are” 
they waiting for another Ormoctype 
tragedy—where thousands perished—to happen? 

Ironically, the local officials of the towns of 
Rodriguez and San Mateo, and of Rizal 
province, as well as of the DENR and Mala- 
сайап, are not sympathetic to the pleas of Dr.

This Chinese is also 
known for buying illegal logs from the Baluga 
natives and the townspeople His firm has been 
the subject of complaints from another compa- 
ny, for encroaching into areas outside its con- 
cession.

OUT of respect for and in empathy with the thou- 
sands of hapless victims of the series of weather

t does not help that as 1 am writing this, a 
reader sends a text message: “Did u know that 
GMA has an all female economic team? Finance 
Secretary Juanita Amatong, Budget Secretary 
Emilia Boncodin, Rep. Joey Salceda, Neda Direc- 
tor Romy Neri, Trade Secretary Cesar Purisima, 
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River and in the surrounding areas 4 or 5 kilome- 
ters inland. Former Environment Secretary 
Heherson Alvarez, aided by military forces 
aboard a helicopter, closed down the first sawmill 
there just before he was fired by the President in 
December 2002; he also confiscated the chain- 
saws used by the natives to cut down logs. Twelve 
days after new Secretary Michael Defensor took 
over the DENR from Gozun (Alvarez's successor, 
in ОМАЗ second term), he was said to have found 
four sawmills in the area. Reports say there are 
about 400 chain saws in the devastated areas. 
(These are very deadly for each one, in the hands 
ofjust one or two people, can cut so many centu- 
zy-old trees in a matter of minutes.) 

Warnings about the impending disaster in 
Aurora and northern Quezon came from vari- 
ous quarters, but it seems they went largely 
unheeded. On April 27, 2004, 10 barangay 
captains from the municipality of General 
Nakar, one of the worst hit areas in Quezon, 
wrote a letter to Gozun warning about how 
trees are rampantly being cut. Said the Nakar 
barangay chiefs: “Patuloy ang walang patu- 
manggang pagpuputol ng kahoy na ang ibig 
sabihin namin ay walang pinipiling sukat 0 
edad ng mga iba'tibang uri ng kahoy, kahit

Butthis complaint appears to have fallen on 
deaf ears. For suddenly, in the rampaging ty- 
phoons, tens of thousands of illegal logs were 
‘washed from the muddy slopes of the moun- 
tains down the rivers like scud missiles, de- 
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and Presidential Adviser Tommy Alcantara. Go 
figure why we havea weak economy,” 

“Male chauvinist pig!” I texted back. 

But seriously, in the face of an inept, corrup- 
tion-ridden national government that has lost the 
confidence of its constituency, a respected colum- 
nist disclosed that certain leaders of society аге 
muiling over specific options to save the Filipino 
nation from perdition. They are thinking about 
the possibility of new elections, the formation by 
consensus of a transition government, and the 
drafting of a new Constitution. 

Desperate situations call for desperate mea- 
sures. 

In the meantime, we should now fix our lenses 
and view Mindanao not just as the land of unful- 
filled promise, or an excuse to invite foreign 
funding with impressive development plans; 
as the land that may ultimately hold the hope for 
our survival. 

This is not going to be achieved by reducing 
the internal revenue allotment of local govern- 
ments, thus making the LGUs pay the price of the 
administration's wasteful spending.

Indeed, Corpus will have enough laws to 
back him up. What he will need to be effective 
againstillegallogging is unequivocal and cate- 
gorical support the President.

Recall 
that the nationwide perception was that she 
sacked Alvarez from the DENR after he went 
against big vested interests in fishing, mining 
and logging, among them the Pichays, Ber- 
nardinos, Alcantaras and Sandovals.

fury His role isto lessen the environmental im- 
pact of new mining operations, while ensuring 
that the industry becomes increasingly attractive. 
to investors, and thus, profitable. This is not a 
cynical reading of Defensors role in government. 
K is a realistic one. Only the environment secre- 
tary can play the role at present, 

it would make sense to divide his department 
into two—one for the environment; and a sepa- 
rate one for natural resources. But it would run 
contrary to the gamble taken by the government 
‘with respect to the exploitation of our mineral re- 
sources.

whether or not a pact with the devil, зо to speak, 
has to be made. That pact involves looting our 
mineral resources today to ensure prosperity in 
the morrow. Itis, in fact, a strategy undertaken by 
the industrialized nations of the West, to great ef- 
fect. The problem is that the watchdog assigned 
to ensure this gamble pays off is itself guilty of the 
kind of wanton looting of the land, which has re- 
sulted in repeated massive flooding and destruc- 
tion because of illegal logging. Irs hard to under- 
stand the Lefts opposition to mining when itis as 
much to blame for the destruction of our forests. 

А veteran labor leader of moderate political in- 
dination once told me that one of his more famous 
leftist colleagues likes to collect television sets. 
‘True or not, it indicates a particular weakness of 
the Left: its still an integral рап of the existing sys- 
tem and everything that’s wrong with that system. 
Going back to the fetish of the leftist for collecting 
‘TV sets, it is nothing compared to the problem fac- 
ing the radical labor movement: it has yet to go be- 
yond being a protection racket and shakedown 
syndicate and become а genuine movement for 

protection of workers rights. Labor unions are 
geniuses at shutting down companies but far from 
effective when comes to actully protecting jobs, 
though moderately more successful in obtaining 
legislation that sounds good on paper. 

‘At the turn of the last century, 30 percent of 
London's workers lived below the povery line. 
‘And yet, the period witnessed the rise of the labor. 
movement in Britain, including unions and the 
Labor Party. There were riots, strikes and pro- 
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tests, too, but the labor movement succeeded be- 
cause it had a tremendous reservoir of workers 
whose aspirations it represented and worked for 
against the conservative instincts of capital. 

In our country, not only does a vast majority 
live below the poverty line, an enormous number 
of people don't have jobs, period. It is difficult to 
agitate against the exploitative schemes of em- 

oyment—such as contractualization—when, 
for every person holding down any kind of em- 
ployment, so many are lined up to take his place. 
À better system of protecting the workers and 
their rights can be developed only when more 
employment opportunities are created. 

Because it is fixated on industrialization with 
socialist characteristics, the Left has failed to 
make inroads in sectors generating new job op- 
portunities in the country, while forcing business. 
‘owners to close shop through strikes and agita- 
tion. 

Henry Ford in his time offered the best wages 
because he realized two things: first, the bore- 
dom imposed by routine work on an assembl 
line kept making people quit their jobs, which af- 
fected efficiency since new workers have to be 
trained; second, well-paid workers not only 
stayed put, but could then afford to buy the prod- 
ucts of his company. Опо von Bismarck created 
the welfare state as a means of defusing labor un- 
rest while allowing the massive growth of Ges- 
man industry. Britain undertook similar changes, 
slowly before World War П, and in a big rush 
When Labor came to power after Hitlers fall In 
all these countries, labor began to enjoy а higher 
standard of living only after a generation or two 
had been condemned to grinding poverty and 
misery—enabling the creation of industries and 
enough wealth to spread around; not to mention. 
the formation of a critical mass of workers large 
enough for their grievances to become something 
in the economic interest of capitalists to address.

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Off the record 


TWO weeks ago, President Macapagal-Arroyo met with the 
editorial staff of the INQuinzn to discuss the latest develop- 
ments in her administration. She briefed them on, among 
other things, the results of the recently concluded Asia-Pacif- 
ic Economic Cooperation meeting in Chile, the coming .. 
changes in the Department of Defense and the steps she's 
taking to avert a financial crisis in the country. 

Despite the fact 
that she had just ar- 
rived from a 14-hour 
international flight 
earlier that day, she 
remained mentally 
and physically alert 
in her more than two 
hours talk with the 
staff. 

Except for the items she asked to be “off the record,” the 
important aspects of that discussion were written about in 
the newspaper last week. The staff honored the Presidents 
request. The news reports contained only the things she said 
“on record" or fit (in her opinion) to be published in the 
newspaper The columnists who were present that night did 
the same. 

The Ingumer did not hide that request from йз readers. It 
was mentioned in passing in its reports, 

А reader, however, did not feel comfortable with the “off 
the record” arrangement. He thinks all the information the 
President divulged to the staff should be shared with the 
public, and not restricted to the confines of the editorial of- 
fice. He said “the right of the people to know” line the media 
often use to convince government officials to be more 
forthright on matters of public interest should apply to the „ 
newspaper vis-a-vis its readers. Something like, what is 
sauce for the gander should also be sauce for the goose. 

Confidentiality 

Таш not surprised by the interest of the reader in “off the 4) 
record" statements. This kind of caveat tends to titillate the 
imagination (like blind items in gossip columns) and stokes 
curiosity about the truth of some of the things that have been 
written about. 

‘But much аз the reporters and editors want to “tel ай" to 
the readers, they are constrained by certain rules in the pro- 
fession that prevent them from doing so. The restraint is akin 
to the obligation of confidentiality that governs lawyers in 
regard to information revealed to them in confidence by , 
their clients, or doctors vis-à-vis their patients, or priests for | 
confessions made to them by the faithful 

‘The lawyer or doctor who violates the vow of silence 
could lose Ris license and be held liable for whatever damage 
his unauthorized disclosure may have caused others; the 
priest who breaks the seal of the confessional may be de- | 
frocked. 

News sources often cite confidentiality or possible misin- 
terpretation as reason for requesting that some of their state- , 
ments be "off the record." An unguarded remark by a high- i? 
ranking government official can, for example, have an ad- 
verse effect on stock market trading or the peso-dollar ex- 
change rate. 

While it is ideal for a news source to simply keep hi 
mouth shut on sensitive matters, itis sometimes necessary to * 
give “off the record" information to enable the reporter to 
understand the significance or context of the facts and fig- 
ures presented to him. In this way, the news report will (we ” 
hope) be accurate and carry the message the news source 
wants to convey to the readers. 2 

Obligation t 

The Inquirer's Manual of Editorial Policies states that in- 
formation given "off the record" is for the reporter's knowl- 
edge only and cannot be printed or made public in any way. 

When a news source imposes a "no publication" rule as a 
condition for answering questions posed by a reporter, it is 
up to the latter to decide at the beginning of the interview 
whether or not to agree to the restriction. И he is not 
amenable to it, he should speak out right away so the news 
source can either clam up or exercise caution in giving state- 
ments. Silence on the reporter's part is considered acquies- 
cenceto the suggested arrangement. d 

The moment a reporter accedes or does not object to ari 
“off the record" request, he is morally obliged to keep his 
part of the bargain. It's a word-of-honor commitment the re- 
porter has to live up to for ethical and professional reasons. 
The absence of witnesses to attest to that promise does not 
make the obligation of confidentiality less binding. 

If the reporter breaks his promise, he may find his access 
to the news source curtailed; his telephone calls may not 
even be returned. And that could spell trouble with his editor 
"who wants fresh information, not press releases, in news re- 
ports. A reporter without a credible news source in his beat 
might as well ask for a change of assignment; he will be next 
to useless to the newspaper. i 

On top of that, the "unreliable" reporter will earn a repu- 
tation in the industry as somebody who cannot be trusted 
with confidential information--a stigma that is bound to 
haunt him for the rest of his professional life. 

Going back to the "off the record" request of the President, 1 
can you imagine what will happen if the editorial staff of the 
Inouinen reneged on its commitment not to print the things 
she said in confidence? { 

"The newspaper's access to the top newsmaker of the land : 
could be adversely affected. If that happens, its ability to 
promptly report the news would be seriously impaired.

TO THE HONORABLE MEMBERS OF 
THE PHILIPPINE SENATE 


We are concerned that in the desire to 
demonstrate quick action on the fiscal crisis, the 
government is pushing for the legislation of 
revenue measures in the shortest time possible 
while giving less importance to the quality of 
their content. We applaud its quest for speed. 
But we are dismayed that the government has 
exhibited almost too willing an acceptance to 
compromise and give in to the demands of 
powerful groups. 


Indeed, the fiscal crisis is serious, and we fully 
concur with the government's sense of urgency 
of the need for quick and decisive action. 
However, government must not miss this 
opportunity to correct serious weaknesses of the 
tax system made endemic through inefficiencies 
in legislation, administration, and compliance. To 
achieve both objectives, what is needed 
therefore, is not a blind compromise, but strong 
political will and decisive leadership to push the 
correct measures in the record speed required. 


The first test of government's resolve to act not 
only quickly but also intelligently and judiciously 
in addressing the fiscal crisis is the proposed 
legislation for the indexation of sin taxes. After 
the House had passed a weak and compromise- 
ridden version of the bill, the current challenge 
of the Senate is to craft a bill that would free the 
excise tax system from the distortions and 
administrative complications that have made the 
tax system not only unproductive but also unjust. 
Fortunately, the relevant issues and the specific 
measures that can adequately address these 

îr” inefficiencies are provided in Senate Bill No. 1815 
authored by Sen. Juan Ponce Enrile. 


le therefore call on the distinguished and 
enlightened. members of the Senate to support 
the Enrile version of the sin tax bill and 
"demonstrate once again that the Senate is a 
bastion of wisdom and good sense that can be 
relied on to produce the right laws and good 
е? “policies for the nation. 


We would like to make the 
following observations: 


1. The Philippines has a 5-tier tax rate system 
for cigarettes, which is perhaps the most 
complicated in the world. The large difference 
between the tax rate of medium-priced and low- 
priced cigarettes (P4.48 per pack) effectively 
tempts evasion and corruption. There is a large 
incentive for a manufacturer to mis-declare 
cigarettes as low-priced, and this defrauds 
government of billions of revenues.

2. The Philippines has one of the lowest excise 
tax rates on cigarettes in the region, if not in the 
world. The average tax rate! is P4.48 per pack. 
Compare this with Malaysia- P15.68; Taiwan- 
P19.60, Когеа-Р24.64; Japan-P81.20: and 
Singapore- P193.20. 


The US excise tax system consists of a Federal 
and a state excise tax. Counties and cities 
may impose additional taxes. The state tax 
per pack reaches a high of USS 2.05 (P114.80) 
in New Jersey. Most states allocate a portion 
of the excise tax to support public health 
relating to cancer. 


It has been proven that cigarettes cause cancer. 
WHO estimates that lung cancer and other 
tobacco-related diseases kill 20,000 Filipinos 
yearly and leave the government and citizens 
poorer by about P46 billion in economic and 
medical costs annually. 


The Enrile bill increases the tax rates on 
cigarettes in an effort to deter the consumption 
of a vice. Revenues from increased tax rates 
can help the government provide for the 
treatment of tobacco-induced diseases. Passive 
smokers especially deserve to be protected from 
the negative externalities of smoking. The bill 
allocates part of the incremental revenues to 
help modernize hospital facilities and care 
throughout the country. 


3. The excise tax bill in 1996 was legislated 
without the indexation of tax rates relative to, 


5. The provision that requires the government 
to keep the 1996 classification of cigarettes until 
Congress revises it has deprived government of 
additional revenues. Low-priced cigarettes 
remain subject to low tax rate regardless of 
whether their prices have increased. 


Тһе Enrile bill avoids the confrontation that may 
result from the reclassification of cigarettes since 
this issue will become irrelevant when tax rates 
converge into a single rate. Thus, the additional 
revenues resulting from his bill is P11.32 billion 
(compared to P18.2 billion if it allows for 
reclassification). This amount is still significantly 
higher than the additional revenues from the 
House bill and that which has been adopted by 
the Senate Ways and Means Committee, which 
is roughly P4.0 billion.2 


The main criticism against the Enrile bill is that it 
will increase the tax burden on low-priced 
cigarettes by 436 percent, from P1.12 to P6.00 
per pack in 2005. 2 


But put in better perspective, this tax increase 
translates to only 25 centavos per stick 
(a larger increase in the high/premium-priced 
cigarettes can be imposed). This increase is 
certainly low on a socially undesirable product. 
And if the poor smoker reduces his cigarette 
consumption because of this, aren't he and his 
family being better off? 


Indeed, the same cigarette, whether low-or" 
high-priced causes cancer as indisputably 
proven by various studies. Thus, while the 
government may vow to protect the poor bya 


inflation. As a result, increases in prices о? beer imposing" lower tax on low-priced cigarettes,“ 


liquor, and cigarettes have only benefited their 
manufacturers. The revenue collection from 
these products fell from 2.6 percent of GDP in 
1997 to 1.31 percent in 2003 with government 
and taxpayers ending up as losers. 


The Enrile bill provides for the indexation or the 
adjustment of tax rates relative to inflation in 
2013. It allows the tax rates to keep pace with 
average changes in prices. 


4. Government was deprived of significant 
revenues in 1997 and 2000 through the practice 
of production loading. Manufacturers increase 
cigarette production and inventory prior to a tax 
increase to avoid payment of a higher tax rate. 


The Enrile bill introduces a provision that prevents 
production loading. Moreover, it mandates the 
implementation of monthly inventory information 
and a system for tamper proof stamps on cigarette 
packs as proof of payment by a company.

The decision, penned by Associate Justice 
Artemio Panganiban, overturned the courts 
January 2004 ruling that ће 1995 Mining Act 
and the Financial and Technical Assistance 
“Agreement (FTAA) signed by the government 
with an Australian mining company were un- 
constitutional. 

It clarified an important issue concern- 
ing sovereignty over the natural re- 
sources. 

Тһе Dec. 2 decision said the 1995 FTAA did 
mot contravene the 1987 Constitution be- 
cause it expressly alloived service contracts in 
“large-scale exploration, development and 
utilization of minerals, petroleum and miner- 
aloils.” 

It made it clear that the FTAA did not sur- 
render national sovereignty over natural re- 
sources to foreign mining companies. 

“all mineral resources are owned by the 
State, Their exploration, development and 
utilization (EDU) must always be subject to 
the full control and supervision of the State”

Inadequacy of capital 

Tr added: “More specifically given the inad- 
equacy of Filipino capital and technology in 
large-scale EDU activities, the State may se- 
cure the help of foreign companies ... provid- 
ed that, at all times, the State maintains its 
rights of full control." ?

Hunger stalks them

about three hours through mud 
and over dead bodies to reach 
nearby Real—only to find there 
was not much to eat in evacua- 
tion camps there, too. 

Hugging two of his children, 
induding one aged 4, Bautista 
pleaded with members of the Air 
Force search-and-rescue team to 
take them to Manila.

"We buried the 85 bodies in 
опе single grave,” Real social 
worker Nora Sollestre said 
“Some of these were identified 
but others were not. We just 
took individual photos of the 
bodies before they were laid 
down in the deep grave,” she 
added. 


AS FAR as can be known, more 
than 1,300 people were either 
dead oF missing in the wake of 
four successive tropical cyclones 
‘which swept across Luzon. But 
the total casualty toll may not be 
known, Army rescue chief Col.

As of noon yesterday, the 
provisional casualty toll stood 
at 628 dead, 718 missing and 
579 injured, Social Welfare

There is only one ranger for every 
3,481 hectares of forests, “which 
makes the government forest ranger 
the real endangered species," һе said. 

Nationwide, roughly 4,500 forest 
rangers watch over 15 million 
hectares of forest lands. 

"On the average, there are about 
300 forest rangers per region. Imag- 
ine an area the size of Mindanao with 
only 1,800 rangers and you get the 
alarming picture," Zubiri said. 

He added that forest rangers were 
paid P9,000 a month. Most of them do, 
the job with just their wits and rosaries. 
‘They lack equipment, such as vehicles, 
radios and firefighting gear. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo re- 
cently ordered the arming of forest 
rangers as part of a renewed drive 
against illegal logging following the 
disastrous floods that hit Luzon. 

"They were armed only with rosaries 
fn the face of death threats from poach- 
ers and illegal loggers,” Zubiri said. 

The lawmaker brpught up the lack 


of forest rangers to draw attention to 
the lack of government resources and 
manpower to stop illegal logging. 

The Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources has proposed 
a budger of P5.6 billion for 2005. "But 
because the agency takes care of ev- 
erything under the sun—water, land, 
air, wildlife, forests, as well as miner- 
als under the ground, that amount is 
inadequate," Zubiri said. 

He suggested that che DENR be al- 
lowed to retain more of its income 
and to increase forest charges so it 
could hire more rangers. 

Rep. Rolando Andaya Ж QR Ca- 
marines Sur), chair of the House appro- 
pritions committee, made a similar rec- 
ommendation, saying that raising fees 
would augment the departments budget 
and fund conservation activities. 

He noted that the DENR was able 
to collect only P106 million in forest 
charges from logging in 2002 or a 
measly 1/56th of its budget of almost 
P6 billion in the same year.

Roach said Fahsan “ a tough Thai fightez durable 
and who has rained hard for two months.” 

Roach reminded Pacquiao that Fahsan "is sure 
to fight his best fight against him because this is an 
opportunity of a lifetime.”

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Revisiting economic diplomacy 


ONE OF the major reasons we can fondly 
look back to the 1990s as a time when our 
country enjoyed internal economic stability 
and dynamism was that President Ramos 
had redirected our embassies, consulates 
and honorary consuls abroad to put top pri- 
ority on economic diplomacy then. That is, 
apart from ensuring the welfare of overseas 
Filipino workers wherever they were de- 
ployed, our foreign missions were directed 
to put their energies and resources to seek- 
ing and seizing opportunities for increased 
trade, tourism, investment, development 
cooperation (a euphemism for official de- 
velopment assistance or ОРА), and eco- 
nomic intelligence. The last refers to the 
gathering of information from both formal 
and informal sources that may have rele- 
vance to our economie opportunities 
abroad. This includes identifying economic. 
policies and measures in our embassies’ 


host countries that 
may be material to 
international trade 
and investment ne- 
gotiations (eg. in 
WTO). 

Beyond that, our 
foreign missions 
were also directed to 
tap groups of highly- 
skilled expatriate Fil- 
ipino professionals to 
assist in the efforts to

New foreign policy directions 

In a recent forum, the Ateneo Center for 
European Studies brought together govern- 
ment officials and intellectuals for a two-day 
roundtable discussion on world trends and , 
new directions for Philippine foreign policy. 
One of the major outcomes of the discussions : 
was the recognition of the need to refocus our 
foreign policy on economic diplomacy. 

It is not enough that President Arroyo acts 
as salesperson for the country in her visits 
abroad, just as President Ramos was acknowl- 
edged to be the country’s most effective sales- 
man in his time. Everyone down the line, 
from our government officials visiting abroad 
to our diplomats deployed abroad must do, 
justas well. 


Non-traditional markets 

Both short-term and longer-term opportu- 
nities could shape the nature of our economic 
diplomacy efforts in the years ahead, In the 
short тегт, the opportunities presented by 
China's rapid economic growth are already 
before us, and have already benefited us to 
some extent. That we exported more to China 
last year than we imported from them makes 
us one of the few countries in the region that 
are actually getting а net benefit -so far— 
from the much-feared China juggernaut. This 
"will not necessarily happen by itself without. 
conscious efforts on the part of government, 
particularly in our diplomatic initiatives with 
that country. 

Similar opportunities remain untapped in 
emerging economies in Central and Eastern 
Europe. We have remained too focused on 
Western Europe, which has actually sold on 
much of our exports to them farther east, 
when we can deal with these countries more.

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Meralco eases toward open access

AS ITS monopoly on end-user power 
‘supply comes to an inevitable end, the 
Lopez-led Manila Electric Co. said it 
would begin implementing the open ac- 
cess regulation upon removal of all the 
cross-subsidies except the lifeline rate 
discount for marginalized customers. 
Meralco chair and chief executive 
Manuel Lopez said the power distributor 
was well aware of Meralcos changing 
role in the deregulated power sector This 
* was why the power firm's board recently 
passed a resolution that would allow the 
i start of open access by October 2005. 
Open access will give electricity end- 


users the option to choose their own pow- 
er supplier, thus limiting Meralco's fran- 
chise obligation to distribution services. 

The Energy Regulatory Commission in 
October ordered the removal of 40 per- 
cent of inter-class cross-subsidies for Mer- 
alco customers. The remaining 60 percent 
‘would be scrapped by October next year. 

Cross-subsidy removal is one of the 
conditions set by Republic Act No. 
9136, or the Electric Power Industry Re- 
form Act of 2001 (Epira), for the imple- 
mentation of open access. 

Lopez said Meralco was supportive 
of the government's thrust to fully im- 
plement the Epira provisions, particu 
larly now that it no longer had to worry 


about $235 million worth of loans 
bunching up from this year to 2006. 

Meralco last month secured its credi- 
tors’ approval to refinance $235 million 

loans, extending the maturity dates 
falling in 2004 up to 2006, by another 
seven years, or up to 2011. 

The power distributors creditor-banks 
included 32 institutions from the Philip- 
pines, China, Germany, India, Japan, Sin- 
gapore, Taiwan and the United States. 

“With the refinancing out of the way, 
Meralco can concentrate on adjusting 
to the new environment brought about. 
by the Epira," Lopez said. “The recent 
completion of Meralco's debt refina 
ing is the first step toward restori 


Meralco's credit normaley, although it 
imposes an additional interest burden 
on ourshareholders." 

Interest expense cannot be passed оп 
to customers. This has to be shouldered 
fully by Meralco's stockholders. 

“Meralco missed some market win- 
dows for cheaper funds due to delays in 
certain creditor consents, but chose to 
conclude the refinancing agreement to 
help enhance the couniry's investment 
climate, particularly in the energy sec- 
tor,” Lopez explained. 

Meralco's recent refinancing deal en- 
hanced not only the firm's credit stand- 
ing but also the investors’ perception of 
the local power sector.

He is not the only 
one worried that the. 
Filipino is losing his 
competitive edge as the Chinese, Koreans and 
"Taiwanese are frantically learning English. 

But I disagree. Filipinos started learning 
English in 1901 when the US military trans- 
port SS Thomas docked in Manila with 540 
American schoolteachers (lovingly remem- 
bered in history as the Thomasites). 

Their mission and those of the thousands. 
who followed was to teach English and the 
ways of democracy. They drew up a school 
curriculum with English as the medium of in- 
struction, supplanting Spanish. 

When I entered first grade in 1932, all the 
textbooks were in English. Even the national 
anthem was in English. Every morning before 
class, we sang, “Land of the morning, child of 
the sun returning..." —after the Star Spangled 
Banner, of course. The Filipinos had become 
the Americans little brown brothers. 

ina surge of nationalism after we became 
independent in 1946, the medium of instruc- 
tion in public grade schools was changed to 

pino (Tagalog). As a result, graduates 
struggled in high school and college where 
English remained the medium of instruction. 

Now, the Education Department is horr 
fied that half ofour public grade school teach- 
ers flunked an English proficiency test. All ofa 
sudden, there is a renewed interest in teach- 
ing English to our students in all levels. 

Nevertheless, the Philippines is still the 
world's third largest English speaking coun- 
try, next to the US and the UK. Don’t take my 
word for it. Ask the United Nations. 

You can play golf all over Asia. But it is only 
in the Philippines, anywhere in the Philip- 
pines, where the caddy (usually a girl work- 
ing her way through night school) will give 
your line of putt in perfect English ("Two balls 
right. Slow green. Don't look up, sir”) 

My friend Tim lives in Sydney and comes to 
Manila on business. On his last trip, I asked 
him if our neighbors were really catching up. 
He said, “Not until the cab drivers in Singa- 
pore, Kuala Lumpur, Bangkok and Hong Kong 
сап argue with me in perfect English like the 
cab drivers in Manila do.” 

English is very important to me, being an in- 
surance broker. It is the language of insurance 
and reinsurance, domestically and internation- 
ally. Policies are in English. The insurance code 
was lifted from the codes of California and New 
York. The rules of the Insurance Commission. 
are in English. All written communications are 
in English. All jurisprudence is in English. Hap- 
pily, 1 do not see any deterioration of spoken 
and written English in the insurance industry. 

In fact, the quality of English used by insur- 
ance agents has improved tremendously over 
the past 50 years. An agent used to get along 
quite well with grade school English. Not any- 
more. Today, with keen competition among 
agents with college degrees, no one can do 
well in insurance selling unless he has a good 
command of written and spoken English. 

"That our neighbors will eventually speak 
and write English as well as we do does not 
worry me. The Filipino--with his diligence, 
initiative, imagination, and innate good na- 
ture—will stil be highly competitive 

Above all, the more our neighbors leam En- 
glish, the better we can communicate with each 
other Our part of the world will be far better for it. 
wish our neighbors well in their march to English 
proficiency But they have a long, long way to go. 


Businesses 
worldwide seen 
to be optimistic 


OWNERS of mid-sized companies worldwide, 
especially in the Philippines, are more opti- 
mistic about the economy than last year--their 
increased confidence riding mainly on the ex- 
pectation of an investment-led growth. 

According to the International Business 
Owners Survey, conducted by research firm 
Grant Thornton, 13 out of the 24 countries 
surveyed expressed more optimism this year, 
with an increase of more than 10 percent in 
their optimism/pessimism balance. 

This balance is the difference between the 
number of optimistic and pessimistic respon- 
dents. 

‘The survey was conducted among 6,300 
owners of mid-size firms from 24 countries 
during the third quarter of 2004, 

Ireland posted the highest surge in opti- 
mism compared to last year (up by 72 points 
10 +79 percent), followed by Poland (up by 
53 points to +21 percent), Singapore (up by 
92 points to +62 percent), and the Philip- 
pines (up by 51 points to +50 percent), 

"There is also a wide expectation that prof- 
ability will rise, The global average has in- 
creased го +45 percent from +42 percent last 
year. India is by far the most optimistic in terms 
of profitability at +75 percent, followed by the 
Philippines and New Zealand at +62 percent.

(SEC) has revoked the permits of listed firm 
Universal Rightfield Property Holdings Inc.

Robina Farms 
sets expansion 
plans for 2005

JG SUMMIT Holdings Corp. has set expan- 
sion plans for its agribusiness subsidiary, 
Robina Farms, involving the establishment 
ofnew hog farms most likely in areas outside 
ofLuzon, 

According to company president and chief 
operating officer Lance Gokongwei, Robina 
Farms is inclined to expand the capacity of its 
existing sow breeder farms in Luzon and to 
build new ones in other areas next year. 

“There are definite plans for expansion of 
our, sow breeding operations but the exact 
numbers have yet to be finalized and decided 
by the company board this month,” Gokong- 
wei said. 

Robina Farms existing swine breeder farms 
are in Teresa, Rizal and San Miguel, Bulacan. 
The farms have combined capacity to produce 
200,000 heads a year. 

Considered the third largest commercial 
hog farm raiser nationwide, Robina Farms 
aims to increase its share of the market, which 
iscurrently dominated by San Miguel Corp.'s 
Monterey Farms and the Lucio Tan Group's 
Foremost Farms. 

‘Aside from hog raising, Robina Farms is al- 
so, engaged in poultry farming. It supplies 
broiler and layer day-old chicks largely to 
backyard raisers (the company holds about 
4Q percent of the commercial day-old broiler 
chicks market and some 55 percent share of 
layer day-old pullets.) 

Robina Farms forms part of the Gokongwei 
Groups agro-industrial subsidiaries under 
Universal Robina Corp. It contributed about 
13,percent to the entire group's domestic 
sales last year worth P28.6 billion. 

‘The Gokongweis' two other agro-indus- 
trial companies are Universal Corn Prod- 
ucts Inc., engaged in the manufacturing 
and distribution of animal feeds and glu- 
cose, and Robichem, which handles the 
production and distribution of animal 
health products. 

The Gokongweis are also into sugar 
milling and refining rhrough subsidiaries 
Universal Robina Sugar Milling Corp. (Ur- 
sumco), Cagayan Robina Sugar Milling 
Corp. (Carsumeo), and Southern Negros De- 
velopment Corp. (Sonedeo), and flour 
milling through Continental Milling Compa- 
ny (CMC).

THE DEPARTMENT of Trade and Industry is 
leading efforts to get local firms to partner 

with their Chinese counterparts, in a bid to

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Filipino attempts to climb Mt. CONSUM 
Aconcagua for PGH wards " / 


FOR THOSE thirsty for some good 
news, look no further. This December, 
а Filipino mountaineer will attempt 
to climb Mt. Aconcagua, the highest 
‘mountain in the Americas, to raise 
funds for the charity wards of the 
Philippine General Hospital 

Romi Garduce, a seasoned moun- 
taineer who has successfully made 
several high-altitude climbs in the 
past, is making the attempt in the 
hopes of soliciting donations in be- 
half of the Bukas Sarili Foundation. 
Composed almost entirely of volun- 
teers, BSF spearheads activities to 
raises funds to support patients at the 
Internal Medicine wards of the PGH. 

Since 1999, BSF has helped more 
than 200 indigent patients afflicted 
with illnesses such as tuberculosis, di- 


abetes, pneumonia, and cancer. 

Mt. Aconcagua, standing at more 
than 22,842 feet, is the highest moun- 
tain in South America and outside 
Asia. It is considered by the climbing 
community to be a dangerous ascent. 
‘The list of deaths on the mountain at- 
tests to the dangers that await those 
who attempt to conquer it. 

Aconcagua Park Authorities 
records show that if he succeeds in 
reaching Mt. Aconcagua's summit, 
Garduce will be the first Filipino to do 
so. Further, this may be the highest al- 
titude reached by a Filipino on record 
to date. (This latter record, though, 
may need to be verified). 

Garduce initially intended to climb 
the mountain as a purely personal en- 
deavor. Inspired by fund-raising pro- 


jects of BSF however, particularly its 
yearly marathon-for-a-cause events, 
he volunteered to make his effort a 
venue to raise funds for often over- 
looked patients at the PGH.

Survey results

The leaders believe that tech- 
nology and trade liberalization

Commenting on the findings, 
Professor Klaus Schwab, execu- 
tive chair and founder of the 
World Economic Forum, said: 
“The results of the survey show 
that it is ever more imperative to 
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bring world leaders together in 
order not to let security angst 
compromise the economic out- 
look.” 


Security 

Global business and political 
leaders participating in the World 
Economic Forum's Annual Meet- 
ing in Davos next year are more. 
pessimistic than a year ago about 
the state of the world. (See table 
above.) 

Nearly two-thirds (63 percent) 
of the leaders believe that the 
next generation will live in a less 
safe world. This compares to 61 
percent 12 months ago. 

There has been a sharp drop in 
the number of leaders who be- 
lieve that the next generation will 
live in a safer world. Last year it 
was 27 percent, but the latest 
sample shows that only 18 per- 
cent believe in a safer world. No- 
body believes that the world will 
bbe much safer for the next gener- 
ation, whereas last year 4 percent 
believed in the prospect of a 
much safer world. 

Corporate leaders seem to be 
considerably more optimistic 
than political and media leaders. 
Some 20 percent believe that the 
‘world will bea little bit safer com- 
pared to 15 pereent of the other 


group which consists of media, 
politicians, NGOs and academics. 

About 61 percent of the corpo- 
rate leaders are convinced that 
the world will be a less safe place 
for the next generation compared 
to 67 percent of non-corporate 
leaders. 

The media subset is marginally 
more pessimistic with 63 percent, 
while academics, politicians and 
NGOs are the most pessimistic 
subgroup with 72 percent belies 
ing that the next generation will 
face a more dangerous world. 

"The reasons for this increased 
pessimism by the leaders become 
apparent in their response to the 
question about their greatest 
worry for 2005. 

An increase in terrorism (46 
percent) and expansion of the 
war in Iraq to other parts of the 
world (24 percent) are respon- 
dents’ greatest worries for 2005. 
A failure in the economy is slight- 
ly more likely to worry corporate 
respondents (18 percent) than 
mon-corporate respondents (12 
percent). 

By comparing the Voice of the 
Leaders survey with the Voice of 
the People survey commissioned 
by the World Economic Forum 
and conducted by Gallup Interna- 
tional in over 60 countries 


around the globe, findings show 
that the leaders аге more pes- 
simistic than the wider popula- 
tion. 

About 45 percent of the people 
surveyed around the world be- 
lieve that the next generation will 
be less safe, compared to 63 per- 
centof the leaders. 


Prosperity 

The participants who will at- 
tend the World Economic Forum's 
Annual Meeting in Davos in Jan- 
wary 2005 were asked for their 
opinion on whether the next gen- 
eration will live in a more or less 
prosperous world. (See table Бе: 
low) 

It seems that despite their pes- 
simism about security, the lead- 
ers’ group is becoming more opt 
miste about global economic 
prospects. Two-thirds (65 per- 
cent) believe that the next gener- 
ation will enjoy greater prosperi- 
ty in the future. Only 27 percent 
believe that the next generation 
will be less prosperous. 

This represents a significant 
improvementin the leaders opin- 
ion on economic prospects. In the 
lastsurvey, carried out 12 months 
ago, 59 percent believed that the 
next generation would be more 
economically prosperous, with 
29 percent believing it would be 
less prosperous a marginal im- 
provement in 12 months. 

Corporate leaders are the most 
optimistic group of World Eco- 
nomic Forum participants. Some 
68 percent are optimistic about 
economic prospects, with nearly 
а quarter (23 percent) believing 
that the next generation will have 
much more economic prosperity 
than now. 

By contrast, the non-corporate 
group is slightly more pessimistic, 
With only 63 percent believing 
there will be more economic pros- 
perity and only 16 percent believ- 
ing that there will be much more 
economic prosperity: 

That last figure is made up ex- 
clusively of the media. It seems 
that no politicians, academics or 


NGOs believe that there will be 
much more economic growth. 

More than one-third of non- 
corporate leaders (35 percent) 
believe there will be less prosperi- 
ty, compared to only 23 percent 
of corporate leaders. 


Growth drivers 

In order to analyze how and 
why this improvement in econom- 
ic growth will come about, the poll 
also asked what the most impor- 
tant drivers of prosperity are. 

Technology (58 percent) and 
trade liberalization (53 percent) 
are the most significant by a sub- 
stantial margin. Increasing flows 
of direct investment is important 
for only 39 percent and the free 
flow of global capital only rated 
27 percent. Aid is only considered 
to be a driver by 9 percent. 

The corporate leaders pre- 
ferred prosperity driver is trade 
liberalization. Taken together 
with the lower rating for increas- 
ing capital and investment flows, 
this suggests that the worlds 
business leaders are more strate- 
gically focused on selling goods 
and services than on investing 


outside their home markets. 

There is а disparity in support 
for technology as a driver of 
growth, While it is the top driver 
for the group as a whole, it is the 
second most important driver for 
ihe corporate group. There is a 
significantly greater importance 
attached to technology by tlie 
politicians, media, academics and 
NGOs. 

The corporate respondents аге 
more likely than the media ге- 
spondents to think that free flows 
of capital and labor mobility will 
be important. 


Marked contrast ? 

The Voice of the Leaders survey 
on future prosperity is in marked 
contrast to the view of the Voice 
of the People survey released last 
month. 

While 65 percent of the leader 
expect a more prosperous future, 
only 33 percent of the people sur- 
veyed expect more economic 
prosperity. About 36 percent of 
the people expect the economy to 
worsen, while only 27 percent ôf 
the leaders are similarly pes- 
simistic.

“Blog” enters 
the dictionary 


BLOG, a contraction of the term “web log,” is 
the latest geekspeak to enter Merriam-Web- 
ster's Top-10 list of words for 2004. 

On its website, the US dictionary publisher. 
said blog, defined as “а website that contains 
ап online personal journal with reflections, 
comments and often hyperlinks provided by 
the writer," was the most searched word on 
the Internet this year. 

Merriam-Webster compiles the list each 
year. This year, “blog” was the number one 
‘word in "online look-ups." 

Blog or blogging is a recent phenomenon 
that has made website publishing easier. Popu- 
lar blog hosting services, such as blogspot.com, 
have spawned millions of personal blogs that 
contains every imaginable subject matter, 

People create blogs to spread news and 
gossip, critique media and even share photos 
with friends. Media and corporations have 
used blogs to provide updated views on vari- 
ous issues affecting them. 

Recently, blogging has spawned so-called 
MP3blogs that feature free sample music in 
MP3 format, personal reviews, and links to 
online stores.

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ITHINK the Asus W1000 (WIN in other mar- 
kets) should stay on a table and be used as a 
home theater device probably because it is 
one. The monitor is just 15.4" but is designed 
for wide-screen use. It has a 16:10 aspect ra- 
tio, which is the same as the widescreen 
movies in DVDs. There is litde glare and the 
video quality is nearly as good as that of an 
LCD or even a plasma TV. It is also outfitted 
with a 64 megabyte ATI Mobility Radeon 
9600 graphics engine. There is very little lag 
even when playing DVDs or even the most 
memory-intensive game. There is a VGA port 
and a 15-pin mini D-sub socket for connecting 
an external monitor or the TV 

It also comes with four stereo speakers on 
the top panel and a down firing subwoofer un- 
derneath the body.

Covey's principles 

All employees and sales people are also re- 
quired to take the "7 Habits of Highly Effec- 
tive People" seminar, which Michelena per- 
sonally conducts. 

With his more than 20 years of experience 
insales, Michelena also applies the key princi- 
ples espoused by Stephen Covey, renowned 
author of The 7 Habits, in order to better un- 
derstand the needs of his sales force. 

He especially believes in the principle that 
says people аге inherently good. 

Michelena explains you have to look at a per- 
son as a whole. You have to take the good with 
the bad and nurture this good part so itll be an as- 
set to your company. That's the premise for every 
individual—that they are normally trustworthy 

“If you deal with people with this frame of 
mind, 1 believe that the inherent goodness 
‘would come out,” says Michelena. 

‘They have, however, rules and controls to 
maintain standards. But they make sure that 
these do not stifle the individual. The slightest 
hint of hanky panky is dealt with seriously. 

Aside from having a code of discipline, the 
‘company has a committee on sales discipline to 
take care of complaints against the sales people. 

Michelena also believes in another principle es- 
poused by Covey, which says that competition, by 
itself is not good. Each department and branch in 
an organization should be interdependent. 

Michelena says very few of their incentives 
are competition-based. Most incentives are 
‘awarded to those who hit certain performance 
levels. One ofthe few contests Cocoplans has is 
the Annual Performance Excellence Award, to 
recognize the year's best sales performers. 

“I don't encourage internal competition like 
which branch yields the highest number of plan- 
holders," says Michelena. "People shouldn't aim 
to outdo each other within an organization." 

Competition with other players in the in- 
dustry, of course, is another thing. 


Cocoplans today 

Michelena admits income is not as good 
nowadays for the whole pre-need industry be- 
cause the economy is not doing good. 

Also, certain new regulations set by the Secu- 
rites and Exchange Commission are hurting 
the industry such as the trust fund assumption. 

But Michelena is optimistic that the company 
will grow by 58 percent in sales this year and 
targets to grow by almost 100 percent next year. 

Last year, Cocoplans made about 24 per- 
cent return on equity and is expecting about. 
22 percent for this year. The reason for this, 
he says, is that Cocoplans is not hurting as 
much as the rest with the new rules in place, 

He adds while many companies are reeling 
the new regulations, Cocoplans is not as af- 
fected since it has been implementing some of 
these new rules eversince. 

“It is good to know that we've done our basic. 
foundational work at the start. Like in the story 
ofthe three little pigs, we made sure our house 
was built with rocks. Although we are affected, 
ме know we will not collapse,” says Michelena. 

He adds: “This makes us now the company of 
choice. Who knows, we may become No. 1 in the 
future, It is not, however, an objective but rather 
consequence of providing good service to clients.”

CALTEX Philippines, 
Inc. answered thecall of 
corporate responsibility 
anew when it recently 
held the Caltex Mentor 
Program (CMP) recog- 
nition ceremonies at the 
Andres Bonifacio Inte- 
grated School (Abis), in 
Welfarevile Сот- 
pound, Addition Hills, 
Mandaluyong City. A to- 
tal of 120 students at 
risk CSTARS were 
mentored by 63 volun- 
teers from Caltexs vari- 
ous business partners. 

A first in Mandaluy- 
ong City, Caltex's flag- 
ship volunteer program 
was put into operation 
in partnership with the Mandaluyong 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry 
(MCCD, the Mandaluyong Business 
Foundation and the Caring Mentors 
Association of the Philippines 
(Carims). 


Non-readers 

The CMP directly addresses the Dè- 
partment of Education's concem over 
the alarming rate of non-readers in 
public grade schools. Data show that a 
total of 12,061,675 pupils were en- 
Tolled in public elementary schoois in 
School Year 2003-2004. Yet, there were 
only 337,597 teachers. The teacher-to- 
student ratio from SY 2001-2002 up to 
SY 2003-2004 was 1:36, showing an 
increase from the ratio of 1:35 іп SY 
2000-2001. The negative effects are ev- 
ident in the results of the National Ele- 
mentary Aptitude Test (NEAT). In SY 
2000-2001, the Achievement Rates in 
the core subjects were: 49.75 percent 
in Math and Science, 53.93 percent in 
Hekasi, 57.49 percent in Filipino, and 
only 47.70 percent in English. (Source: 
Basic | Education. Statistics, 
htpi//wwwdecs.govph, 2004.)

Making a difference 

Projects like the CMP are much 
needed especially now, says Dr. Flo- 
rencia Domingo, DepEd superinten- 
dentfor Mandaluyong schools. 

"Philippine education is їп crisis 
Why? The government spends 
P5,000 per elementary school stu- 
dent and P7,700 per high school stu- 
dent. This is equivalent to $138—its 
mot enough. Thailand spends about 
$852 per student, while the United 
States spends $2200 per student. 
[This implies that] good education is 
expensive. So how do we do this?" re- 
lates Domingo, a guest speaker at the 
CMP graduation in Abis. 

The CMP garnered its highest num- 
ber of participants per session at Abis 
in its two-year history. There were 120 
Grade 2 and Grade3 STARS who were 
identified through a pre-test conduct- 
ей by Abis faculty. At the same time, a 
record number of mentor-volunteers 
participated—63 in all. 

“At first, we had a hard time con- 
vincing parents and pupils to take 
part in the CMB The implication is, if 
you're tutored, you're slow,” states 


д 


Virginia Carrillo, Abis teacher and 
CMP school-partner coordinator. 

It didn't take the CMP mentor-vol. 
unteers, who consist of employees 
from Caltex Philippines and Manila 
Shared Services Center and employ: 
ees from member-companies of the 
Mandaluyong Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry and the Mandaluyong 
Business Foundation, long to turn this 
concept around. After spending four 
three-hour Saturday sessions with 
the kids, they managed to improve 
the pupils' reading performance. Af- 
ter completing the program, the 
pupils took another test to gauge how 
much they have learned. The pupils 
boast of a passing rate of 86 percent 
in Grade 2 and 96 percent in Grade 
3—surpassing CMP's average success 
rate of 80 percent. 

“Pupils who scored zero out of 10 in 
the pretest showed dramatic im- 
provement, some garnering impres- 
sive scores of eight and nine out of 10, 
in the post-test,” Carrillo says proudly.

Amazing 

What I find amaz- 
ing is that a well-re- 
spected foundation will make the 
stand that enhancing the lives of 
our people requires paying atten- 
tion to heritage issues. 

Fundacion is sending the mes- 
sage very clearly: Development 
requires that socio-economic pro- 
grams go hand-in-hand with cul- 
tural programs. People are best 
able to enhance their lives if they 
havea revitalized sense of self. 

It was a comfort to know that 
Mr. Roxas had found a good man 
in Chaco to сапу out his visions. 
Chaco regaled us with stories of 
his academic career and how he 
‘wound up in the foundation. 

What struck me in his narra- 
tive was how he constantly went 
back to one thing as the basis of 
his life's decisions—love of coun- 
try He was obviously nurtured in 
this love by his parents. His fa- 
ther was the devoted diplomat 
and historian Antonio Molina, 
who taught law and history at 
UST (he was a mentor of the lare 
American historian William Hen- 
ry Scot). 

Among the Pamana projects of 
the Fundacion were its activities 
in the historic city of Vigan. The 
Fundacion worked with the 
Spanish government and the lo- 
cal government on several major 
infrastructure programs. 

Other projects include the 
translation of Filipino documents 
into cyberspace. Support was giv- 
en to issuing the entire set of arti-

Which brings us to the current 
exhibit in the National Museum, 
"Lines Across Times.” It aims to 
show how Philippine Ме was 
transformed by the changes in 
architecture brought abour by 
Spanish inputs. 

The exhibit has three parts 
House, Infrastructure and Every- 
day Life. It was put together by 
heritage expert Toti Villalon, cre- 
ative director Teresa Custodio, 
and model artist Ignacio Perez. 
There are photographs, maps, 
scale models and computer inter- 
actives. 

“Тһе first section showeases the 
bahay na bato, the elite residence 
which was the centerpiece of the 
Spanish colonial domestic archi 
tecrural legacy. There is also one 
frame dealing with the bahay 
kubo as the precursor of the ba- 
hay na bato. 

1п the first section is found a 
lovely illustration ofa house floor 
plan, interior and facade by Jose. 
Lozano. A friend pointed out that 
at the edge of Lozanos drawing 
опе can see small houses. My 
friend went on to note that per- 
haps another exhibit could deal 
with these types of houses in- 
stead of just the two extremes of 
bahay kubo and bahay na bato. 

"Тһе second section deals with 
the infrastructure which the 
Spanish authorities built to sup- 
port their colonial administra- 
tion. Included аге ports, light 
houses, roads and bridges. The fi- 
nal section showeases the fabric 
of everyday town life. What is on 
display here are town layouts, 
churches and plazas. 

Many of the images in the ex- 
hibit have hardly been seen be- 
fore. Some are from recently dis- 
covered albums, There is even a 
‘wonderful set of games and ac- 
tivity kits which were developed 
as collateral materials for the 
show. 

Опе goes away with a sense of 
how architecrure truly helped 
shape life and culture in Spanish 
times, 
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I would also have loved to see 
modules on how existing her- 
itage architecture and restora- 
tion activities can be used for 
tourism and income-generation. 
This way we will see how her- 
itage and conservation truly con- 
tribute to the economy. In fact, 
Chaco dreams of setting up her- 
itage training centers which will 
help revive the old traditional 
skills. 


Refreshing 

Thinking of Fundacion's pro 
grams, I cant help bur be in- 
spired. it is so refreshing to see 
programs that deal with both 
sides of the development equa- 
tion—culture and economics. 

Perhaps what we can look for- 
ward to is seeing moie Funda- 
cion projects that integrate the 
two dimensions. 

Imagine credit cooperative 
workshops that begin with той- 
ules on the art and heritage of the 
town. Imagine heritage exhibits 
which also help teach kids about 
math and science through art. 

Itis hoped programs that real- 
ly cross the lines, which stress the 
interaction between culture and 
economics, will make people 
aware that we do not have to sac- 
rifice cultural and heritage re- 
sources in the name of economic 
advancement. 

notice that the Fundacion 
puts а lot of stress on working 
with rural populations. This is 
why fully agree with its empha- 
sis on heritage and identity is- 
sues. 

After all, many rural areas are 
poor in certain modern facilities 
like factories and roads, bur they 
are extremely wealthy in cultural 
resources like traditional archi- 
tecture, crafts, songs and rituals. 
By transforming all these into re- 
al assets through tourism and 
product design, we create jobs 
for the countryside, so people do 
not need to crowd the cities, 

One can dream, dont you 
agree? 

Meanwhile, 1 can really say 
that an organization like Funda- 
Чоп, with its wonderful leaders 
like Pedro Roxas and Chaco Moli- 
na, is truly the answer to our 
prayers.

Carifio and Ner scoured local and 
European sources to select albums for 
their publication. The albums they 
chose include a wide range of topics, 
playing cards, calligraphy, military 
uniforms, architectural studies, cos- 
tumes, maps. 


Authenticity 


The editors’ foremost considera- 
tion in the selection of materials to 
publish was authenticity. 

“Authenticity,” write the editors, “is 
what separates national treasures 
from mere trifle; it is important for 
the credibility and scholarship of the 
research. Most importantly, it assures 
that a piece of art is an original cre- 
ation of the artist to whom the work is 
attributed.” 

To assure authenticity, each author, 
assisted by curators, scientists and 
technicians, examined every artwork 
included in the book. 

The Archivo General de Indias in 
Sevilla is one of the richest sources of 
Philippine materials. Since its cre- 
ation in the 16th century, it has 
housed the entire collection of Span- 
isharchives regarding its colonies. 

From it comes the Indumentaria Fil 
ipina collection of watercolors showing 
Philippine apparel. Included in the col- 
lection is a letter dated Oct. 6, 1812, 
from Don Fray Joaquin Encaro de la Vir- 
gen de Sopetran, Bishop of Cebu, de- 
seribing the language, customs, and be- 
Tiefs of the faithful under his care. 

More images ftom the archive 
record military uniforms in the Philip- 
pines;maps and architectural plans of 
colonial buildings. 

The mid-18th century ushered the 
‘Age of Expeditions and Enlightenment, 
when most European powers sent scien- 
tific expeditions abroad to record and 
bring back biological and botanical 
specimens. Not to be outdone, the Span- 
ish dispatched expeditions to their 
colonies, among its most ambitious be- 
ing the 3 14-year Malaspina Expedition 
‘which left Spain in 1789 for North and 
South America and the Far East, finally 
reaching the Philippines in 1792. 

At each port the expedition called 
on, the bydrograph team recorded 
the waters and other coastal data. 
Artists drew vistas, prominent build- 
ings, houses, ethnological portraits, 
and local costumes. Botanists, biolo- 
gists and taxidermists gathered scien- 
tific data and collected samples. Sur- 
veyors calculated latitude and longi- 
tude. 

Malaspina observed political and 
socio-economic conditions, and 
"wrote out recommendations on how 
relations with Spain could be im- 
proved. 

The expedition's nine-month stay 
in the country produced a wealth of 
information from marine drawings, 
the Mayon Volcano (called volcán de 
Albay), typical houses, landscapes, 
cityscapes, and regional costumes. 

The distance from Madrid to Mani- 
la was too far to allow King Felipe УП 
to travel, so he commissioned a por- 
trait, a symbolic representation, to be. 
brought to Manila instead. 

“Fiestas en Manila, Afio 1825," an al- 
bum of 25 watercolors commissioned by 
Governor General Ricafort, was pre- 


sented to King Felipe VII, а record of 
extravagant festivities that welcot 
the arrival of his portrait.

In question here is Gastaldi's 1554 woodblock 
map "Terza Ostro Tavola," which first appeared in 
the second edition of Volume 1 of Giovanni Bat- 
tista Ramusio's "Delle Navigation e Viaggi." Thus, 
it is called the Ramusio-Gastaldi map. The map 
on display is the copperplate version in the third 
edition of Volume of Ramusio's collection of voy- 
agesin 1563. 

How did “Filipina" come to appear on this maj 
barely 11 years after the naming of the archipela- 
go by Villalobos? 

The 1554 Ramusio-Gastaldi map not only ben- 
efited from Antonio Pigafetta's account of Magel- 
lan's voyage for its mapping of the Philippines but 
also relied on newly published sources at the 
time. 

Among these sources prominently figure 
account of the voyage from Mexico to the Phi 
pines by Juan Gaytan (Italianicized by Ramusio 
аз Gaetano) and Villalobos. Ramusio himself first 
published this account in 1550.

Emerging presence 

The antique maps in this exhibit trace the grad- 
val putting of the Philippines on the map by West- 
ет explorers and colonizers. Of notable interest 
are the Sebastian Munster map of 1550 (which 
does not show the Philippines); the Petrus 
Kaerius map of 1598 (the first map that features 
the Philippines by itself): and the 1744 and 1760 
editions of the Jesuit Pedro Murillo Velarde's map 
of 1734, considered to be the mother of all Philip- 
pine maps. 

The appeal of antique maps comes from the 
wnique synthesis of geography, history, explo- 
ation, travel, trade, science, culture and art. 
They fascinate many people today not only be- 
cause they are documents of knowledge and icons 
of beauty but most of all because they are instru- 
ments of power. There is a compelling link be- 
tween cartography and power. 

The exhibit hopes to help Filipinos, especially 
the young, appropriate a fuller consciousness of 
their nation as the center from which to view oth- 
ers. Antique maps like the Mercator-Hondius map 
of 1606, which puts the Philippines at the center 
of Southeast Asia, can fire the imagination and 
strengthen one's resolve to help put the Philip- 
pines in this millennium not only in the heart of 
Asia but most of all, as a country with a heart.

Marcel Antonio's е co 
nudes of desire

ARCEL Antonio's latest body of 
works have a come-hither air about 
them. Not because most of them 

feature nubile nudes, but because they elicita 

sense of déjà vu. 

Some works may bring to mind a scene 
from a critically acclaimed Oscar nominee for 
best foreign film, or a movie from the heyday 
of IVN Studios. 

Other pieces exude an aura easily evoking 
memories of the viewer's most private moments. 

Antonio is known to cull from literature for 
his compositions, from Greek epics to Shake- 
spearean tragedies and nursery rhymes. The 
resulting visual narratives result in the sensa- 
tion of familiar cognizance and even personal 
remembrance. 

‘Among the 2ft x 2ft of canvases done in oil, 
there are two that perhaps refer to the trilogy 
of “Griffin and Sabine” by Nick Bantock, 
about the correspondence between star- 
crossed and most unorthodox lovers who nev- 
er really meet, thereby maintaining а yeam- 
ing for each other. 

“Sabine 1” is a woman brushing her long, 
dark tresses with a faraway look in her eyes. Her 
angled arm keeps her bare breasts from view. 

‘The same olive skin, islander features, and 
melancholic gaze are in “Sabine 2," again her 
bare chest spared from exposure with a clev- 
erly positioned hand. The other extremity is 
outstretched, holding а mirror at an angle 
which seems to allow the viewer to question 
whether the reflection is, indeed, Sabine's. A 
reflection is androgynous, signifying not only 
the longing for Griffin bur also the character 
Sabine's doubt as to the existence of the latter, 
never having met him face to face. 


Grace and melancholy 

It is also the pose of the second Sabine that 
prods one's memory for itis actually the same 
as the central figure in Sandro Botticeli's “Pri- 
mavera.” It must be noted then that Antonio

AT FIRST glance, the artworks by the 
lobby of The Podium seem hardly un- 
usual. Hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
of pieces on the same subject have. 
been painted by Juvenal Sanso, bet- 
ter known as Sanso, in various peri- 
ods of his life. 

Seascapes, rock formations, 
lichens, йога! bouquets—they have 
been the staple of his art. And they re- 
main his favored subject, the well- 
spring of his creative power. 

But on closer view, one is overcome 
by the riches of color that mark San- 
so's felicitous tum at this stage in his 
life. It seems as if a sudden surge of 
joy and bliss has enveloped the тал. 
Brightand festive colors dominate his 
canvases in this homecoming show. 


A happy reality 

The show is aptly titled, "Felici 
dad,” harking back to a decade past 
when friends hatched up the idea of a 
show to mark his 75th birthday. The 
‘event has become a happy reality co- 
inciding with his decision to return to 
Manila after 50 years of living and 
working in various parts of Europe, 
especially in Paris where the light, he 
claims, is the longest and brightest 
and most awe-inspiring. 

The title of the show is a tribute to 
the honoree, Felicidad Sy, wife to 
Henry Sy, whom he first met when he 
маз eight.

It is almost surprising how pre- 
dictable "Letters" tums out to be, taking into con- 
sideration that Patterson had displayed a pen- 
chant for surprises inthe past. 

By summers end, everything that the reader 
thinks will happen certainly will have come to 
pass.

The Parangal Hagbong is given to 
Thomasian men and women of let- 
ters for significant contributions to 
literature. Previous recipients are 
Rolando Tinio, Rogelio Sicat, Gen- 
oveva Edroza Matute, National 
Artist for the Visual Arts 1.

Pineda, Lilia Pablo Amansec, Bien- 
venido Lumbera, and Sr. Delia Coro- 
nel, ICM. 

Nolledo was a multi-awarded 
fictionist, essayist, playwright, 
screenplay writer, and editor 
known for his powerful prose 
style. He edited the literary section 
of the Varsitarian in 1957 when he 
was a journalism studentof the old 
Faculty of Philosophy and Letters, 
now Arts and Letters. His novel, 
“But for the Lovers,” was pub- 
lished in the US and has been ac- 
claimed by American critics. In 
1963, he received the TOYM (Ten 
Outstanding Young Men of the 
Philippines) Award for Literature. 
Last March 6, he died in California 
of pancreatic cancer. Не was 71. 

Nolledo's champion was National 
Artist Nick Joaquin, who was also 
noted for his prose style and his po- 
etry, fiction and other writings that

Joaquín did mot finish formal 
schooling, but UST awarded him an 
Associate in Arts certificate for his 
essay, "La Naval de Manila," which 
won in a contest sponsored by the 
Dominicans. Last April, he died of 
cardiac arrest. He was 87. 

Condino was the first Bikol poet 
to receive the “Makata ng Taon” 
award from the Surian ng Wikang 
Pambansa twice—in 1951 and 
1967. He received the 2003 Gintong 
Pamana from the Gintong Pamana. 
Awards Foundation for excellence 
inliterature. 

A UST Journalism graduate, 
Condino was a reporter of the 
Bagong Buhay (Taliba) and editor- 
in-chief of Mabuhay of the DMHM 
Publications in 1972. Не escaped to 
Canada with his family when he was 
blacklisted by the Marcoses in 1972. 
‘They lived there for 27 years. 

His collection of poems, “Puera 
Biro,” was published by Paracale 
Press in 2003. His poetry has been 
highly praised by Efren Abueg and 
Bievenido Lumbera.

НЕ MANY forms and formulations of 
| Pinoy love and loving are collated as 
lyrical utterances in “One Hundred 
Love Poems” (Quezon City: UP Press, 
2004, 128 pages), edited by Gémino Н. 
Abad and Alfred A. Yuson. Subtitled 
“Philippine Love Poetry Since.1905,” the 
collection contains 100 poems by 100 po- 
ets arranged in chronological order ac- 
cording to the poet's birth year. The com- 
position or publication date of each poem 
is also provided in what could only have in- 
volved a laborious archival work on the 
partofthe editors. 

Some of the “classic” Filipino love po- 
emsin English are included in the antholo- 
gy, such as Angela C. Manalang-Gloria's 
“Soledad,” Jose Garcia Villa's “I Can No 
More Hear Love's,” Trinidad L. Tarrosa- 
Subido's “You Shall Be Free,” Francisco Ar- 
cellana's “The Other Woman," and Carlos 
A. Angeles’ "Landscape II," among others. 

But the limitation of representing one 
poet with one poem. becomes apparent 
when an informed reader searches for fa- 
vorite pieces memorized by heart. Absent 
in the collection are Manalang-Gloria's 
“To the Man I Married,” Edith L. Tiempo's 
"Bonsai" and Ophelia Alcantara Dimalan- 
ta's “A Kind of Burning,” to name a few. 
(Like Manalang-Gloria, Tiempo and Di- 
malanta are represented by other poems: 
“Mystical Union” and “The Time Factor,” 
respectively.) 

In his introduction to the book, Abad, 
premier poet, declares that the poems en- 
compass the three manifestations of love: 
Eros, Amor and Agape. 

It is not my duty as a critic to perform 
the tedious task of sorting out the poems 
according to their particular passionate or 
compassionate affiliation. The best 1 can 
do is point out to prospective buyers of the 
book the most fulfilling poems, in terms of 
both form and content, which in the exem- 
plary pieces are perfectly interlaced that it 
is difficult to trace where one ends and the 
other begins, like a finely woven tapestry 
ofsights and insights, words and worlds. 

Among the poems written by the more 
senior writers, the following deserve a sec- 
ond reading: Bienvenido Santos’ “In Fair 
Exchange," NVM Gonzalez's "A Need for 
Love," Nick Joaquin's "The Innocence of 
Solomon, Tita Lacambra V. Ayala's 
“Echo,” Myrna Peha-Reyes "Ruth Was Not 
Penelope,” Cirilo E Bautista's "Song," Ce- 
sar Ruiz Aquino “Kalisud à la Rizal,” Mer- 
lie М. Alunan “We Kept a Jarful of Keys,” 
Marra PL. Lanot's “You Tell Me,” Alfred А 
Yuson's “Тһе Fate of Rain,” Elsa Martinez 
Coscolluela's "Adam's Rib," Jaime An Lim's 
“Breathing without Accompaniment” and 
Anthony L. Tan's "Letter to Ling.” 


Remarkable 

Тһе more remarkable pieces written by 
the younger writers (poets born in the 
1950s onwards) include Ricardo M. de Un- 
gria's "Shrimp Moves," Marjorie M. Evas- 
соз “Elemental,” Jose Y. Dalisay's "To 
June, On Her First Winter,” Ma.

But my personal favorite of the entire 
compendium is Eric T. Gamalinda's "Las 
Ruinas del Corazon," a narrative poem 
chronicling Queen Juana the Mad's 
“adamant desire" for her dead husband, 
Philip the Handsome: "She wanted to pos- 
sess him entirely and since not even 
death/ may oppose the queen, she found a 
way to merge death and life// by eating a 
piece of him, slowly, lovingly, until he was 
entirely/ in her being. She cut a finger and 
chewed the fragrant skin,// then sliced a 
thick portion of his once ruddy checks. 
Then she ate/ an ear, the side of a thigh, 
the solid muscles of his chest,//.” 

This intense, cannibalistic mode of lov- 
ing is reminiscent of “an ancient Zoroastri- 
an legend of the first parents of the human 
race,” mentioned in Joseph Campbell's il- 
luminating book, "Myths to Live By.” The 
profound affection of these progenitors 
for their offspring has brought them to this 
bizarre incident: “and there were born to 
them two children, whom they loved so 
tenderly and irresistibly that they ate them 
up. The mother ate one; the father ate the 
other; and God, to protect the human race, 
then reduced the force of man’s capacity 
for love by some ninety-nine per cent.” 

As a subject matter, love is inex- 
haustible, despite the countless poems 
and verses written about it. For this four- 
letter word is universal and personal, bit- 
ter and sweet, sacred and profane, painful 
and pleasurable, elusive and allusive, 
both. In his introduction to "The Penguin 
Book of Love Poetry," Jon Stallworthy ob- 
serves that "there are almost as many defi- 
nitions of love as there are poets, because 
most poets, like most other men and wom- 
en, have something to say on the subject 
Like any other actors in the human come- 
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dy, they speak most piercingly when they 
speak most personally, and because they 
speak personally their statements are as 
various as their fingerprints.” 

Тһе poems in the new collection, there- 
fore, are testaments to the diversity of love 
as versified by some of the best Filipino po- 
ets writing from English. 

Every hopeless romantic and lover of 
good literature out there should buy a 
copy of the book, for it is reasonably 
priced, since it “is part of the UP Jubilee 
Student Edition designed to bring the best 
of Philippine literature within the reach of 
students and the general public.” But this 
volume of verses is far from being cheap in 
terms of production design. In fact, it has a 
very professional, university-press look. 
Special mention should be made of the ele- 
gant rose-red cover design of Migs Vil- 
lanueva, an accomplished writer herself.

ENEIDA "Bibot" Amador's reputa- 

tion preceded her, a reputation 

which was certainly warranted 
given the timber and considerable vol-

Since then, for the next nine years 1 
spent with Rep—my most formative as 
am artist! came to understand that in 
Rep, one could eventually graduate into 
her circle of peers in whom she confided, 
joked around, shared meals and outings 


with. This was the realm in which one 
saw how quick she was to get hurt, how 
quick to cry and be alarmed. How vul- 
nerable--in short, how human and en- 
dearing. 


Never personal 

But being the professional that she 
was, she was never personal with anyone 
even in her most violent tirades. I've of- 
ten joined her for a social meal or cock- 
tail after being dressed down during re- 
hearsals only a few minutes earlier. 

In the interest of pacing, about which 
she was meticulous, I have listed a few 
things we all learned along the way: 

The things she taught us 

1. Time is short. And 1 don't just refer 
to her time here on earth. Brevity and ef- 
ficiency were the hallmarks of all Rep 
productions. Even as I speak now before 
you, I can hear her snapping impatiently 
at me, practically tearing at her salt-and- 
pepper hair, "Pace itf Pace it!” 

2. Be a professional in whatever you 
до. Be the best janitor. Be the best actor. 
‘And just bel There's no acting please in 
the theater. 

3, Never take yourself too seriously 
Otherwise no one else will. Take theater se- 
riously but never yourself. Roselyn was 
telling me the other night how, berween 
shows of “Nunsense,” she was playing а 
game with Jamie Wilson and Dennis Lag- 
dameo who were both just kids then. They 
were trying to name as many variations of 
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‘SHE taught us that a life 
lived without passion is a 
life hali-ived.”

nuns as possible—Singing Nun, Cooking 
Nun, etc, when she suddenly came up 
with Flashing Nun and lifted her habit. 
Luckily for them, she had her customary 
shorts and оозе shirt underneath. 

4. Corollarily, what other people think 
about you is less important than how you 
think of yourself. It was her certainty 
about who she was and what she had to 
do that made her such a commanding 
presence. She was equally adept at self 
deprecation as she was at retrieving 
chunks of wisdom from her vast store of 
knowledge. And she expressed herself in 
the most witty, articulate language you 

ht ever hear—either in Kings English 

or in Quezonian Tagalog, and, either 

у, liberally peppered with the most 

site profanity. Her imaginative use 

of invectives and cusswords brought to 

light a new art form—what 1 call “cre- 
ative insultry.” 


No small roles 

5. That there are no small roles, only 
small actors, and plays are a form of play 
that needs го be taken seriously.

the soldiers guarding the Meralco The- 
ater barricade, “Let us in! The show must 
goon!” 

Yulo recalls that “Bibots passion for 
theater was contagious. It was almost sa- 
cred. You do not do anything to disrupt 
the hard work that was going on. Every 
performance was delivered as if it were 
Your last. Bibor made us strong and pre- 
pared us for the vulnerabilities actors ex- 
perience on stage.” 

If Amador was a disciplinarian on- 
stage, she was second parent and close 
friend off it. She was a cook who pre- 
pared dishes for the cast members at her 
home, a shoulder to cry on during rela- 
tionship problems, and a proud profes- 
sor who wrote letters of recommenda- 
tion for her students entering interna- 
tional drama school, 

Even the most intense disagreements 
never stayed for long. Gemora, who be- 
came estranged with Amador for some 
time, made peace with his old teacher at 
her deathbed. 

“Thad been wanting to come for some 
time but I thought that seeing me might 
‘worsen her condition," he says. "But dur- 
ing that final weekend, Bibors assistant 
told me that she had forgiven me a long 
time ago, and that she saw our disagree- 
ment as business, never personal. At her 
bed, when I said T was sorry, Bibot just 
said, Wala na iyon.' After | prayed for 
her, she thanked me and went to sleep.” 


Love for written word 

‘Amador, who acquired an AB English 
and a Masters in Literature from UST, 
was also a teacher who loved the written 
word. 

After finishing postgraduate courses 
at New York's American Academy of the 
Dramatic Arts and teaching briefly at 
University of Southern Dakota, she 
taught English and Literature at St. 
Joseph's College in Quezon City. 

Beyond the daily grind of rehearsals, 
Amador would hold literature classes 
that gave her young actors a deeper ap- 
preciation of Shakespeare and Sopho- 
les. 

Guingona, who entered Rep right out 
of UR says that "it was her love for lan- 
guage and literature that influenced me 
the most, Her analysis and characteriza-

tion were brillant.” 

‘These same classes awakened the pen 
of Luna Inocian, the Rep “all-around- 
backstage-and-PR" person who became 
co-writer of Trumpets’ “The Little Mer- 
maid” and "The Lion, the Witch and the 
Wardrobe.” 

“Where did I learn [writing]? By read- 
ing and watching the other plays. ! need- 
ed a model of experience that had been 
tested throughout the centuries,” һе 
says. 

Inocian's comment. echoes Amador's 
answer to criticisms leveled against Rep's 
preference for English-language foreign 
material. Rep was founded during the 
years leading to the First Quarter Storm 
when nationalist sentiments ran high. 

Several years ago, Amador told this 
writer, “Rolando and Топу were already 
translating the classics. Peta was pio- 
neering original Filipino plays in Taga- 
log. My vision is different. i want to show 


kids who had never seen theater, and 
people who could never afford to go to 
London or Broadway, the classics in their 
original form.” 

left unspoken was Amador’s 
lament that Rep never received any 
award or recognition, nor its core of 
actors any form of scholarship, be- 
cause of its choice of language and 
material, 


Late recognition 

‘The recognition did come at Amador's 
deathbed: The National Commission on 
Culture and the Arts’ (NCCA) highest, 
the Dangal ng Haraya Award, "symboli 
ing our people's deepest appreciation for 
your invaluable training of talents that 
have garnered critical acclaim and 
brought prestige for the Philippines in 
the international scene, particularly in 
the West End and Broadway." 

Spearheading the tribute, ironically 
and fittingly, is NCCA executive director 
Cecile Guidote-Alvarez. Fittingly be- 
cause Alvarez is Amador's peer who 
fought in the same battle, promoting na- 
tional theater at a time when there was 
no audience, venue, and funding to 
speak of. Ironically, because Alvarez's 
company, Peta, in its creating original Fil 
ipino work, went a totally different di- 
rection from Rep. 

Alvarez and Amador, who had known 
each other since youth as Fr. James 

'uters theater protégés, kept their 
friendship and mutual respect despite 
the differences. Upon her appointment 
last October, Alvarez planned to give 
awards of recognition to women who 
had contributed to national theater, 
Amador among them. 

Learning that her old friend was fight- 
ing cancer fast-tracked the process; the 
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has survived through all sorts of political 
and economic cries practically un- 
scathed have got to be a testament to her 
impeccable business acumen, coupled, 
of course, with Tita Joys (Virata) ex- 
traordinary zeal.

NCCA executive director did not want to 
give it posthumously. 

In the end, the formal letter of recog- 
nition was read to the dying theater di- 
rector. The award ceremony is tentative- 
ly scheduled for Dec. 28, 

“People think that we were doing dif- 
ferent things, but ít was the same,” Al- 
varez points out. “We were working for 
the arts. Theater is a diverse community, 
In training people, Bibot contributed 
magnificently. Her commitment to pro- 
fessionalism was a discipline that she 
grained in the people that she trained, 
And if you're training your writers and 
people, there is a wealth of dramatic and 
literary heritage that you can learn from. 
There are eternal values and norms that 4 
[will] enrich their own creative norms,” 

‘As for the English-language factor, 
Guidote adds, "With globalization, you 
really need [it]; to be multi-lingual is 
good.” 

“Saigon” Manila producer Dong Ale- 
gre, who assisted in the Mackintosh au- 
ditions, says he “will always salute Bibot 
for having that vision to perform theater 
in English, Without the training that 
these Filipinos had in English-spoken 
theater, we would not have been success- 
ful in casting the Filipinos of ‘Saigon.’ I 
ascribe to her the single-handed devel- 
‘opment of English-speaking theater and 
actors. Rep has served as the training 
ground for many of our actors in the lo- 
cal and international scene, 

Tnocian, one of many artists who'd like 
to explore this bigger picture, admits, "I 
don't want my work to stay in the Philip- 
pines. 1 write for a Pinoy audience, but 
Pm looking beyond." 

Theater is a tough commitment, whether 
youre vying for your place in the sun 
against Brits, Americans, Singaporeans, 
and Malaysians in their own country, or 
sticking it out in Manila with its dwindling 
sponsorship and still young audience. 

But the "Camelot" credo is apropos: 
Like King Arthur passing on the memory 
ofthat "one brief shining moment" to the 
would-be knight, Amadors vision will 
continue through her creative progeny. 

As Gemora puts it, "She taught us that. 
theater can be an industry that we can 
build. Many of us who have pursued it as 
our careers—Trumpets, whatever else 1, 
am doing at this moment, all of that—we 
are Bibors legacy"

REGAL Films’ "Pa-Siyam" is an artsy 
ghost story that mostly takes place in- 
side a house, which is one of the best- 
looking horror sets we've ever seen. 
From the moment Roderick Paulate's 
Nilo shows up on its doorstep, that 
house shrieks of terror. 

“Pa-Siyam” is stylishly spooky and 
the presence of evil is so palpable, we 
could almost touch it. Unfortunately, all 
the atmosphere and spooky sets in the 
world cannot compensate for the 
movie's inability to generate genuine 
horror. 

The problem with "Pa-Siyam" is that 
it gives the audience nothing to be 
afraid of. It tries to scare by building a 
mood and succeeds at it, too. Okay, 
we're ready to be scared. We anticipate 
moments that would cause our skin to 
creep, shocks that would throw us off 
our seats. But we just keep waiting. For 
two hours, we watch the characters be- 
ing frightened and distressed, and we 
ask, "But why?” 

From the start, the house appears to 
be reeling from high electricity 
rates—in spite of local tradition that 
dictates all lights should be ablaze 
when an occupant dies. This family 
seems bent on wallowing in darkness, 
perhaps the better to scare the audi- 
ence. 


A few “boo” moments 

‘The dead person is Nilo's mother. Нег 
body lies in the living room of the old 
and decrepit ancestral home. Rows of 
chairs are neatly lined up, but 
there are no people around oth- 
er than Nilo's four siblings and a 
niece. No one was present to 
witness the mother’s last days, 
indeed not her last few years. Apparent- 
ly, she was left in the care of the family's 
kasambahay after her children chose to 
leave home and go their separate ways. 

‘We sense that something is not quite 
right about the way she died. There's 
tension as her children discuss burial 
matters and the traditional novena for 
the dead, or pa-siyam, that follows. 
Something, of course, is bound to hap- 
pen before the pa-siyam is over.

But the story progresses so slowly, it 
threatens to lull the viewers to sleep. We 
wait for those "boo" moments to jerk us 
back to wakefulness, and admittedly 
there are some, but not enough to over- 
come long minutes of tedium. There's а 
lack of energy in the proceedings that not 
even an intriguing twist and the expected 
final ghost encounter can overcome. 
Watching “Pa-Siyam” is like listening to 
radio talent Kuya Cesar tell a ghost story. 


Gross, not scary 
In general, our standards 
for horror movies are pretty 
easy to meet. A few prickles of 
dread here, some jolts of terror 
there, and we're satisfied. We don't usu- 
ally go into a horror movie expecting a 
highly literate plot, but the plausibili 
of a ghost story depends upon a little 
coherence. "Pa-Siyam" has an anxious 
indeterminacy that proves hard to sus- 
tain, and as its story progresses, it be- 
comes cluttered and confusing. 
For instance, in one of several 
scenes that's more gross than scary, 
'herry Pie Picache's Denise (one of 
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the five siblings) wakes up to find hu- 
man excrement and vomit scattered 
all over the room. She irrationally ac- 
cuses her sane and normal teenage 
daughter for causing the mess, Now, 
why would anyone dump shit all over 
the bedroom and then sleep in it? 
Anyway, Denise hysterically calls for 
help. In the next scene, though, we 
see her washing up nonchalantly in 
the bathroom, and after that, she 
meets up with her siblings and doesn't 
saya word about what just happened. 
They even sleep in the same bedroom 
come nighttime. (Apparently the pro- 
duction people cleaned up without 
consulting the screenwriters.) 

We know that characters in horror 
movies are supposed to be a little 
stupid, but we need to develop some 
kind of bond with at least one of 
them. This is hard to do with “Pa- 
Siyam,” because thé roles are so hol- 
Jow, and the screenplay is dead on ar- 
rival. The movie wastes the talents of 
such actors as Paulate and Picache, 
who are always a plus in any produc- 
tion. No one here is remotely inter- 


esting or sympathetic, except maybe 
the ghost. 


About that ghost 

Oh, yes, about that ghost There's noth- 
ing quite like а malevolent presence that 
implacably inficıs еуі оп everyone, but for 
a mother to do so on her children, no mat- 
terhow much she's been wronged by them, 
is a іше hard to take. It is made known, of 
course, that the mother here has been less 
motherly than most--cruel at times, and 
even tumed crazy before she died. She may 
also have had a very good reason to be an- 
ту. Still, a murderous mother is guaran- 
teed less of an acceptance factor, horor- 
wise, than mos villains in the genre. 

There area few more elements in the 
storyline that further robs it of credi 
ty but we want to stop nitpicking. Suf- 
fice it to say that the only way anyone 
could possibly enjoy this movie is to 
shift all mental faculties into neutral 
and just drift through it. 

Halloween has come and gone and 
Christmas has turned the comer and yet 
Regal Films is still trick-or-treating? Sad- 
ly, "Pa-Siyam"is more trick than treat. 
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14 newbies shine in ‘JAM 
Sessions,” on CD and tape 
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OCTOBER last year, JAM 88.3 launched а 
show that it called JAM Sessions, to give un- 
signed amateur talents a chance to be heard. 
Young students, professionals, as well as peo- 
ple who simply like playing music, flocked to 
the studio for auditions. 

Since then, Sunday night was never the 
same again ar the station--for both the hope- 
ful musicians and the listeners. It wasn't sur- 
prising that many of the groups who turned. 
up developed а fan base through the show. 
Thus, JAM Sessions made a big difference in 
live music on the FM band. 

The show's phenomenal success 
BMG Records executives to tum portions of 
its best editions into an album simi 
"МТУ Unplugged.” Fourteen of the individu. 
als/groups who performed in the show were 
picked to be included in the album eventually 
titled, "Radio Live: The JAM Sessions Record- 
ings.” 

"These singers come from different back- 
grounds, with only passion for music as com- 
mon denominator. Wynnford Martillana, a 
licensed commercial pilot, sings his version 
of John Mayer's “My Stupid Mouth" in the al- 
bum. Myles de la Fuente, prior to the pro- 
gram, taught music and performed in vari- 
ous gigs and theater shows. She was also a 
semi-finalist іп GMA-7's "Star for a Night" 
talent search. In the "Radio Live" album, she 
does a cover of Natalie Imbruglia's hit, 
“Torn.” 

Benzi Robledo and Sofia Arga of the 
Group Benz! and Sofia and Ara Pagaling are 
still college students, but they sound like 
seasoned professionals with their versions of 
“Shifting Sand” and “Hands to Heaven.” 
Groups like Pancake 80 and Licketysplit 
were regular Fixtures in popular gig spots but 
were never heard on radio before JAM Ses- 
sions. They do “Not This Time” and "Wish" 
for the album. Other tracks are: “Cool With 
You" by 3rd Degree, "Big Yellow Taxi" by 
Jeff's Crib, "Who Will Save Your Soul?” by 
Jeazel, “Wonderwall” by Bryan de Leon, "m.

LOS ANGELES--Actor Nick Nolte has been 
sued by the parents of a teenage girl who said 
she was raped during a party in his absence at 
his California home after she was drugged by 
his security guard. 

‘According to the lawsuit, which was filed 
Nov. 29 and made public on Friday, Nolte was 
involved in efforts to cover up the videotaped 
assault and was aware, or should have 
known, that his Malibu home was regularly 
being used for parties where drugs and alco- 
hol were furnished to minors. 

‘The suit also said the unnamed security 
guard was employed by Nolte despite the ac- 
tors “advanced knowledge" of the man's 
“propensity... for pr 
drugs to minor children" in order to coerce or 
solicit sex from them. 

Nolte, 63, and the security guard were list- 
ed as defendants with three others, including 
Nicholas Woodring, who was convicted 
March of having sex with a minor їп connec- 
tion with the January 2003 incident described 
in the suit. That minor was the Los Angeles- 
area girl bringing the suit, who was then 15. 

"The victim in this case wants to make sure 
that nothing like this ever happens again at 
that house,” said attorney Philip Dunn, who 
represents the girl's family 

Dunn said Woodring, who was then under 
21, served 180 days in jail for his guilty plea, 
in which a more serious charge of rape by use. 
of drugs was dropped. A spokesperson for the 
Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office 
seid no one else in the criminal case was 
charged. 

Dunn said the security guard's identity had 
yet to be ascertained. Two other unnamed de 
fendants were described only as being under- 
age at the time—one of them a resident of 
Nolte's home. 

Nolte's publicist said in a statement: “The 
incident happened nearly two years ago when 
Mr. Nolte was not at the property. It is our un- 
derstanding that the individual responsible 
has been held accountable. Mr. Nolte was at 
the time, and still remains, concerned for the 
young lady's well-being.”
